Bulger rules in the State Senate? 


State Senate president Tom Birmingham (D- 
Chelsea) is winning high marks for his openness with 
the public and his accessibility to the media — traits 
not normally associated with his imperious predecessor, 
William Bulger, who departed earlier this year to be- 
come president of UMass. 

But some are whispering that beneath Birmingham's 
open exterior beats the heart of a leader every bit as 
controlling as Bulger, a South Boston Democrat 
whose autocratic behavior was legendary, if sometimes 
exaggerated. 

Birmingham, when asked recently how he would dif- 
fer from Bulger, quipped, “I’m gonna be a dictator.” 
There are those who say that was no joke. 

For instance, a former Democratic senator says he’s 
heard from a number of his old colleagues that they've 
had “virtually no input” since Birmingham took the 
reins, and that “everything is being controlled from the 
president's office.” 

Three incumbent senators, one Republican and two 
Democratic, say they’ve seen nothing like that. But two 
of them say the very fact that Birmingham is the Sen- 
ate’s first new leader since 1978 may be raising some 
hackles. 

By way of example, the Republican says Birmingham 
has revived parliamentary procedures that have long 
fallen into disuse, creating more legwork for people ac- 
customed to their bills sliding through with Bulger’s 
blessing. “I think he’s a breath of fresh air,” this source 
says of Birmingham. “I haven't seen anything that 
would lead me to believe he’s a control freak.” 

Along those same lines, one of the Democrats says 
there may be some lobbyists used to dealing directly 
with Bulger who don’t like being told they must plead 
their case to individual committee chairs. “That might 
be interpreted as more control,” this senator says, “but 
it’s actually an attempt to be more balanced.” 

What grumbling there is may be the result of lingering 
resentment over Birmingham's pushing aside Senator 
Lou Bertonazzi (D-Milford) for the presidency. Sup- 
porters of Bertonazzi, who was the first assistant majori- 
ty leader, believed Bulger greased the skids for Birming- 
ham, who, despite his credentials as a Harvard Law grad 
and Rhodes scholar, is considerably younger and less ex- 
perienced than Bertonazzi. Bertonazzi subsequently quit 
and took a post with the Weld Administration. 

Still, observers say Birmingham's leadership style 
bears watching as it evolves. As one ex-legislator puts 
it, “You don’t run for Senate president unless you want 
to exercise power.”

he Boston Phoenix and WFNX 
Tie been engaged in a high-profile 

dispute with the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission (MDC) and Beacon 
Hill and Back Bay officials about who 
gets to hear what kind of music at the Es- 
planade’s Hatch Shell. Days ago — after 
receiving an avalanche of phone calls, let- 
ters, e-mails, and faxes — Governor 
William Weld intervened, ordering the 
MDC to accept the compromise offered 
by WFNX and the Phoenix. 

That compromise will allow the free 
New Music concert series to proceed this 
summer. It also: 

© Restored a sense of fairness to the 
MDC’s booking process. 

e@ Ensured that a variety of music will 
be presented: classical, popular, jazz, 
oldies rock and roll, and new music. 

@ Recognized the principle that music 
is a form of artistic expression, and that it 
enjoys the free-speech guarantees histori- 
cally embedded in the Massachusetts state 
constitution and the US Constitution. To 
ban one type of expression is to deny an 
entire class of people access to a public 
space. 

© Acknowledged that throughout these 
months, WFNX and the Phoenix have 
been willing to compromise, to balance a 
commitment to bring new music to the 
public with the needs of the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

Weld’s words have been disseminated 
widely, but they bear repeating. “Arbitrat- 
ing matters of musical taste isn’t one of 
government's core functions,” Weld said. 
“There has never been a time when the 
popular music of the day didn’t rub the 
older generation the wrong way. | don’t 
think ‘Truckin’ ’ made the AM playlists 25 
years ago.

WELD OKAYS NEW MUSIC 
AT THE HATCH SHELL 


“The presentation of new music in pub- 
lic venues means a lot to keeping the mu- 
sic business alive,” said Weld, “and it 
means a lot to building new audiences. 
And besides, I’ve got my daughter Franny 
to contend with, and she pretty much 
controls the FM dial in my car radio when 
she’s around. So rock on, WFNX.” 

WFNX chairman and Phoenix publisher 
Stephen Mindich responded: “It was 
heartening to receive the news that Gov- 
ernor Weld had listened to the voices of 
the thousands of Bay State citizens — in- 
cluding his own daughter's and a large 
number from the Beacon Hill and Back 
Bay neighborhoods — who, in the name 
of fairness, asked that the WFNX/Boston 
Phoenix new music series be reinstated. 
We commend and thank the governor for 
his intervention, which in some ways 
might have been easier to duck.”

Running through this debate, though, 
has been a sour undercurrent. Despite 
the occasional soothing word from neigh- 
borhood civic groups — and despite their 
frequent protestations that they’re wor- 
ried about the number of people, not the 
type of people — opponents of the new- 
music concerts have too often suggested, 
be it subtly or explicitly, that they just 
don’t approve of our kind of people: 
new-music fans. 

One person honest enough to admit

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Free-time movement shows 
why the public hates the press

hey really do hate our guts, 
don’t they? For the news 
media, that’s the clearest 
message to emerge from the 
rush to provide presidential 
candidates with free airtime. 

Network executives, after decades of 
fattening their bottom lines with paid po- 
litical ads, have suddenly lined up like 
dominoes in offering Bill Clinton, Bob 
Dole, and perhaps other candidates an op- 
portunity to speak directly to voters this 
fall. The three major networks plus Fox, 
CNN, and PBS have all made self-con- 


| gratulatory announcements, with offers 


ranging from generous (Fox and PBS) to 


| niggardly (CBS and NBC). 


The idea is to reduce the influence of 
money and negative ads, and certainly 


| few would argue with those goals. But 


there’s another idea at work here, too: 
the notion that the public can best be in- 
formed if the candidates are allowed to 
talk freely, unimpeded by questions from 
those snide, preening reporters. 

“Over the last 20 years, a very sub- 
stantial portion of the American public 
has been increasingly irritated at an over- 


bearing press. They’re always stepping 
on the story. They’re always getting in 
the way,” says University of Virginia 
government professor Larry Sabato, a 
prominent media critic. 

Indeed, the media are held in such low 
esteem that US Senator Bob Smith 
(R—New Hampshire) blamed Newsweek for 
the recent suicide of Admiral Mike Boorda, 
even though the story the magazine was 
pursuing — whether Boorda had worn 
medals he hadn’t earned — was clearly le- 
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gitimate. Newsweek, in its own coverage of 
the affair, reported widespread support for 
Smith’s sentiments. 

So it’s fitting that the main advocate 
for free airtime is a former journalist 
who got caught up in the public back- 
lash against the media. In 1987 Paul 
Taylor, then of the Washington Post, 
achieved fame of sorts by asking presi- 
dential candidate Gary Hart whether 
he’d ever committed adultery. Taylor 
does not look back on that moment as a 
high point in his career. “There’s no 
question that it prompted a whole lot of 
soul-searching in me,” Taylor recently 
told Time about his role in bringing 
down Hart’s candidacy. 

Voters delivered their verdict on that 
kind of journalism in 1992, when they 
elected as president a man who appar- 
ently had committed adultery repeatedly 
and with great gusto. Taylor’s personal 
epiphany came earlier this year, when he 
quit the Post to found, along with TV 
news icon Walter Cronkite, the Free TV 
for Straight Talk Coalition. Taylor and 
Cronkite have been tireless in putting 
public pressure on the networks, al- 
though the speed with which networks 
signed on suggests that free time also 
suits their own agendas. 

Certainly the media, and especially TV, 
have a lot to answer for in their coverage 
of presidential politics. Recent studies 
show that the average length of network- 
news soundbites fell from 42.3 seconds

to 8.4 seconds between 1968 and 1992, | 
and that TV reporters covering this | 
year’s campaign have hogged six times as | 
much face time as the candidates. 

As Larry Sabato observes, free time 
may not be a panacea, but it’s an im- 
provement over no free time. And who 
knows? Maybe voters will actually learn 
something. The proposals put forth so 
far, though, are unlikely to return us to 
the days of the Lincoln-Douglas debates. 
Taylor himself has called the networks’ 
response “a delicious half-loaf.” 

Trouble is, a half-loaf doesn’t make a 
meal. 

e The candidates’ appearances will 
reach few of the people who most need 
to be reached: alienated voters — and 
nonvoters — who care little about pol- 
itics. Only Fox and noncommercial PBS 
will insert free candidate spots into the 
middle of their prime-time line-ups. Fox 
mogul Rupert Murdoch deserves the 
most credit, since he has the most to 
lose from itchy channel-surfers. Then 
again, Murdoch may also have the most 
to gain: the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) last year bent its 
foreign-ownership rules on his behalf, | 
and might take his public-spiritedness 
into account when considering any fu- 
ture favors. 

CBS and NBC will run the spots during 
news programming, thus bypassing the 
majority of viewers, who don’t watch the

news. ABC has offered a one-hour, un- 
moderated prime-time debate during the 
final week of the campaign. That’s likely 
to make for some compelling television, 
but if the debate isn’t shown elsewhere 
(traditionally, presidential debates are 
broadcast on all three major networks), 
will the alienated masses watch? (Admit- 
tedly, in a world of 50-plus cable chan- 
nels, there’s no longer much anyone can 
do about that.) CNN will show the candi- 
dates during Inside Politics, which 
no one except junkies watches 
anyway. Of course, no one except 
junkies tunes into CNN in the 
first place, except when there’s a 
war or a natural disaster. 

e The free spots will do little 
to eliminate negative advertis- 
ing. Dole and Clinton will re- 
ceive $62 million apiece in public 
funding, and the bulk of that 
money will be spent as it’s always 
been spent: on television adver- 
tising. The free spots, during 
which the candidates themselves 
will be required to speak directly 
to the camera,-thus presumably 
dissuading them from going on 
the attack, will supplement rather than 
replace their advertising budgets. 

“Every survey shows that a compare- 
and-contrast [i.e., negative] spot is twice 
as effective as any positive spot you can 
put up,” says Massachusetts Democratic 
political consultant Michael Goldman. 
And when you’re way behind, as Dole is, 
you’re going to go with whatever works. 
Goldman’s commonsense solution: make 
candidates who accept free time reduce 
their paid advertising by the value of that 


| time. 


Nick Paleologos, a movie producer 
who pushed for free time when he was a 


| Democratic member of the Massachu- 


setts House, would ban paid political 
commercials and allocate a certain 
amount of free airtime to each candi- 
date to be used as she or he sees fit — 
provided the candidate agrees to partic- 
ipate in televised debates. 

“In the end, they will be held account- 
able for anything they do,” Paleologos 
says. “They won’t be able to beat the shit 
out of each other in their ads and then 
avoid facing them by refusing to debate.” 

Paleologos’s idea is intriguing but 
flawed. Certainly televised debates in the 
past have never discouraged negative 
ads. Besides, candidates should have to 
give up something substantial in return 
for free time. Requiring them to eschew 
glitzy attack ads in which they don’t even 
appear would be a good place to start. 

e Network executives never give up 
something for nothing. As former FCC 
economist Thomas Hazlett recently 
pointed out in an op-ed piece for the 
Wall Street Journal, the networks’ recent 
civic-mindedness over free time, as well 
as their vow to put together a system for 
rating violent shows, are intimately con- 
nected with their desire to get their 
hands on $12 billion to $38 billion worth 
of digital licenses, free of charge. 

Government officials agreed not to 
charge the networks for digital airspace 
several years ago in order to encourage the 
switch to ultra-sharp high-definition televi- 
sion (HDTV). But the broadcasting indus- 
try has since lost interest in HDTV, and is 
now making plans to use the digital spec- 
trum to move all kinds of information, 
much of which could be sold at a high 
profit. Last winter Dole derailed the give- 
away and vowed to make the broadcasters 


ay. 
Although that’s a step in the right direc- 


| tion, some critics say it’s not enough. 


Richard Parker, a senior fellow at the Joan 
Shorenstein Center on the Press, Politics, 
and Public Policy, at Harvard’s Kennedy 
School, says the digital spectrum shouldn’t 
be sold off. Instead, it should be leased for 
limited periods. 

“Like the Oklahoma land rush, this 
property can’t be replaced once it’s gone,” 
Parker says. “If Donald Trump can figure 
out that it’s better to lease than to sell, 
maybe Uncle Sam should too.” 

Will a President Dole or Clinton be will- 
ing to take a tough stance against those 
public-spirited network executives who 
gave them all that free airtime to get their 
message out? 

¢ State and local politicians need free 
airtime more than presidential candidates. 
If there’s one thing White House aspirants 
get plenty of, it’s exposure. Candidates 
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campaigning for state and local offices, 
though, must labor in obscurity. CNN po- 
litical analyst Bill Schneider notes that this 
is especially true below the statewide level. 
“Everyone in Massachusetts will know a 
lot about Weld and Kerry,” Schneider 
says, referring to the US Senate race. 
(That will certainly be true if the candi- 
dates take New England Cable News up 
on a recent offer of one hour of free time 
per week.) “But in congressional races 
and in local races, no one knows who the 
challengers are. It’s a huge advantage for 
incumbents.” 

The way state and local candidates be- 
come known is through paid advertising. 


Winning US Senate 
candidates in 1994 
spent an average of 
$4.6 million, and House 


candidates $516,000. 
That’s only going to rise. 


And unlike presidential candidates, they 
receive no public funds. Thus, politicians 
spend much of their time raising money, 
placing themselves in thrall to special-in- 
terest groups. How bad is it? According 
to Josh Goldstein, research director for 
the Washington-based Center for Re- 
sponsive Politics, winning US Senate 
candidates in 1994 spent an average of 
$4.6 million, and House candidates 
$516,000. That’s only going to rise this 
year. 

Going after the money is one of the 
goals of an initiative being pushed by two 
public-interest groups, the Commonwealth 
Coalition and Common Cause of Massa- 
chusetts. In the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict, where Representative Gerry Studds 
(D-Cohasset) is retiring, the organizations 
will soon challenge the media to provide | 
free time to the candidates. The candi- 
dates, in turn, will be asked to embrace 
spending caps and refrain from negative 
campaigning. 

The idea, says George Pillsbury, director 
of the coalition’s Money in Politics Project, 
is to “set us on a path toward lower costs 
and cleaner campaigns,” and to “restore 
confidence in democracy.” 

There are those who are skeptical. Mas- 
sachusetts Republican political consultant 
Charley Manning says the problem with 
free airtime is that “fringe candidates” will | 
demand equal time simply by virtue of | 
having gotten on the ballot, whether it be | 
Lyndon LaRouche in the presidential race 
or obscure independents at the local level. 

Manning advocates a laissez-faire so- 
lution: making it easier for candidates to 
raise the money they need by eliminating 
all regulations except those requiring full 
disclosure. He points to Steve Forbes, 
who reportedly told associates that if it 
weren’t for the $1000 limit on campaign 
contributions, he would have sponsored a 
Jack Kemp candidacy rather than run 
himself. 

A system that offers up the dilettantish 
Forbes and keeps a solid veteran such as 
Kemp on the sidelines clearly needs to be 
reformed. But every reform creates prob- 
lems of its own. So it is with free airtime. 
By seeking to reduce the importance of 
money, the reformers run the risk of en- 
couraging unknown candidates who lack 
the skills to build a viable organization. 
By urging or even requiring candidates 
to forgo negative ads, the reformers may 
boost independent sleaze-mongers such 
as Floyd Brown, who made the infamous 
Willie Horton commercial with no direct 
involvement from George Bush’s cam- 
paign. And by downgrading the role of 
the news media, the reformers may re- 
duce the public’s chances of learning 
about inconsistencies and contradictions 
in the candidates’ positions. 

“I think there is a place for the candi- 
dates to present their positions without the 
interjection of a media that often have dif- 
ferent objectives from the candidates,” 
says Northeastern University journalism 
professor Jerry Berger, a former political 
reporter. “But there should be no way of 
dodging the mainstream media. The media 
have to clean up their act, but they have an 
important role to play.” Q

Talk shows are | 
whiny and tinged with sarcasm; local 
newspaper stories and columns seem 
darker than The X-Files. Boston Globe | 
columnist Bob Ryan has written about 
Boston sports for 28 years, and even 
he can’t remember the collective psy- | 
che of the city being this battered. 

“If anyone’s likely to take a circum- | 
stance like this and take it to extreme | 
self-pity, it’s the Boston fans,” Ryan tells | 
me. “You have to remember, the ’80s 
were an unprecedented era here. From | 
1984 to 1988, all four teams were in the 
finals, the Celtics won two titles, and 
you also had [Doug] Flutie at Boston 
College. Things were bound to turn. But 
people here don’t see it that way.” 


Bob Lobel, the longtime Channel 4 


sports anchor, put together a one-hour 
highlight special in 1989 called The 
Great '80s. Now he jokes that he’s | 
working on a special for this decade — 
The Great "90s — that’s 30 seconds 
long. Lobel says that Bostonians have 
come up to him everywhere (at work, 
in restaurants, on the street) just to ask 
him when things might turn around. 
“Nineteen eighty-six was great,” he 
says. “You take it for granted when it 
happens because you think it'll last for- 
ever. But it doesn’t. Everyone’s realiz- 
ing that Boston’s not the center of the 
universe like we thought it was. Any- | 
one can be a fan when you're winning. 
When you’ re losing, that’s the test.” Q |

10 years ago: May 27, 1986

“In Hell's Kitchen, Daredevil’s got more 
than a trauma.

rops of dried blood on the porch of 

147 Bowdoin Street still remind 

Carmella Banks of the sunny Tues- 
day when her son was taken down. 

Earlier in the day, a small squadron of 
police had pulled up to the neglected 
triple-decker with a warning. Today, they 
told 19-year-old Duane “Porky” Banks 
and all who would listen, the Vamp Hill 
Kings had revenge on their minds. 

It was no coincidence that on the same 
day, in another part of Dorchester, 21- 
year-old Dana Wright, a Vamp Hill gang 
member Porky grew up with, was being 
eulogized. Right or wrong, police said, 
Vamp Hill thought Duane Banks was be- 
hind Wright’s murder a week earlier on 
Bowdoin Street. And Vamp Hill wanted 
blood for blood. 

Back at Duane’s house, at 147 Bow- 
doin Street, shortly after the last Boston 
Police patrol car pulled away, his mother 
Carmella stood up from the only chair on 
the peeling porch and walked inside to 
put some steak in the frying pan. Duane 
jockeyed for the chair. He and his friends 
passed a joint. 

“I had just gone into the house,” 
Carmella recounts. “Then I heard 
BOOM.” She rushed to the front of the 
house as Duane fell back into the hallway. 
She cradled his head in her lap. 

“My son had no chest, no stomach, 
no nothing. There was nothing... 
nothing,” she sobs. “I said, ‘Don’t leave 
me, don’t leave me.’ He said, ‘I love

you.” And that was it.” 

The chair in which Duane was riddled 
with 9mm bullets still stands on the porch 
of 147 Bowdoin, surrounded by wilted fu- 
neral bouquets. Carmella sits on the chair, 
her eyes staring aimlessly over a sidewalk 
spray-painted with the words PORKY WE 
WILL ALWAYS LOVE YOU. Attempting to re- 
gain her composure, she lights a cigarette, 
takes the last sip of beer from a plastic 
cup, and watches another police car slide 


by her bullet-pocked home. 

“The guy stepped up on the porch and 
shot my baby,” she continues, shaking 
her head. “That was my best friend in the 
world. He finished school, he kept his 
curfews, he tried to do the right thing. 

“He wasn’t perfect,” she acknowl- 
edges. Duane sold marijuana, she says. 
(Neighbors say he sold more than that.) 
“He did what he needed to do to survive 
and to help his family. . . . This was not 
supposed to happen.” 

That’s exactly what law-enforcement 
officials will tell you. Particularly not 
around Bowdoin Street. Because for the 
last two years, this once gang-infested 


ChWasawinning the’ 
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community has been the focus of a con- 
centrated and expensive four-year com- 
munity-rejuvenation project: the Dorch- 
ester Safe Neighborhood Initiative, a pro- 
ject that is supposed to curb the violence 
and fear that for so long have been an in- 
tegral part of the neighborhood. 

For a while, the initiative seemed to be 
working. The number of murders in the 
Safe Neighborhood zone, for example, 
fell from six in 1993 to zero last year. Just 
last week, US Attorney General Janet 
Reno singled out Boston's efforts to stifle 
gang violence during a White House 
briefing with President Clinton. Among 
the law-enforcement officials from across 
the country attending were three key 
players in the Safe Neighborhood Initia- 
tive: Boston Police Commissioner Paul 
Evans, Suffolk County District Attorney 
Ralph Martin, and US Attorney Donald 
Stern — all of whom basked in the glow 
of national recognition. 

Yet the Duane Banks shooting was the 
second gang-related murder on Bowdoin 
Street in a month. At least four other 
youths have also been shot, most of them 
on or around Bowdoin; there have been 
numerous disturbances and countless 
bullets fired since a spree of violence 
broke out in February between the Vamp 
Hill Kings and the loosely affiliated splin- 
ter group that Duane was hanging out 
with, a group police refer to as the 147 
Bowdoin gang. 

Whether it’s been over drug turf, jeal- 
ousy, girls, or a combination of all three, 
the violence has had visible results in this 
nervous community. Playgrounds are 
empty. Police are a permanent fixture all 
along the street, from St. Peter’s Parish 
to Geneva Street. 

“I’ve been losing customers,” says Jean 
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Etienne, owner of Bowdoin Beauty Supply. 
“They're scared to come into the store. Busi- 
ness is very slow. I don’t have enough money 
to pay my rent.” 

And the chaos now swirling around Bow- 
doin is forcing Safe Neighborhood officials 
to take a hard look at a project they’ve touted 
as a national model for pulling low-income, 
high-crime communities back from the brink. 

“Obviously, this is troublesome,” says Su- 
san Hicks Spurlock, deputy chief of the state 
attorney general’s criminal bureau, who over- 
sees the Safe Neighborhood project. “Any 
time you look at something like that, you ob- 
viously have to be concerned about the 
neighborhood and take a look at the program 
to see what you can do.” 

Indeed, for all the progress the initiative 
has made in helping the area to look less like 
a war zone and more like a neighborhood, 
the recent spate of violence exposes poten- 
tially fatal flaws in a program that held out 
real hope — not just for this community, but 
for others like it that are looking for answers. 
Confronting those flaws head-on, say ac- 
tivists, is the secret to making the program 
work, to restoring the cornerstone of the Safe 
Neighborhood Initiative, and to assuaging 
the fear that has paralyzed this community 
for so long. 


Zero tolerance 

In some ways, the story of this neighbor- 
hood — a rich mix of Cape Verdeans, 
Haitians, Hispanics, Asians, African-Ameri- 
cans, and whites — is not unusual. About 10 
years ago, says William Stewart, assistant 
chief probation officer for Dorchester Dis- 
trict Court, crack arrived. Soon, he says, 
“crack owned that neighborhood, and the 
gang kids became rooted there.” 

Violence escalated. In 1990, police logged 
a startling 547 violent crimes in an area cov- 
ering a little more than a square mile. Among 
the crimes that year: 10 murders, 279 aggra- 


vated assaults, and 447 burglaries and at- 
tempted burglaries. 

Storefronts were boarded up and neigh- 
bors who once gathered on their front porch- 
es to chat stayed inside. The poverty rate in 
the area climbed over 20 percent. Gang wars 
made some corners impassable. 

“Once crack takes root in a neighborhood, 
it’s like watching a plant smothered by 
weeds,” Stewart says. “It just dies.” 

So it was no coincidence that this belea- 
guered area was the target of the Dorchester 
Safe Neighborhood Initiative, the brainchild 
of the state Attorney General's office and the 
Suffolk County District Attorney's office. 
The initiative has three main elements: 

© Bring together law-enforcement officials 
(federal, state and |ggal police; probation of- 
ficers; and prosecutors) to arrest known 
criminals and share information on them. 

© Develop education and loan programs 
for merchants to help resurrect a devastated 
local economy. 

¢ Enlist social-service groups to prevent 
high-risk youths from crossing the line to 
criminal behavior. 

Two years ago, the ambitious project took 
off with the help of a $490,000 federal block 
grant. It was the first of four annual install- 
ments that, along with matching funds from 
participating agencies, will ultimately pump 
more than $2 million into the project. That's 
not including resources committed by the 
community and by agencies such as the feder- 
al Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

If there is one element of the program that 
has clearly been working, it’s the aggressive 
law-enforcement efforts. Violent crime in the 
Miracle Mile, as it is facetiously known by 
youths in the area, has plummeted from 457 
incidents when the program began, in 1993, 
to 67 in 1995. Last year, for the first time 
most people can remember, there were no 
homicides. Aggravated assaults during the 
same period dropped from 285 to 36. Bur- 
glaries and attempted burglaries dropped 
from 299 to 36 cases.

Plenty of groups share the credit. Com- 
munity-police officers are now a fixture in 
the neighborhoods. The Boston Police 
Youth Violence Strike Force has been vigi- 
lant in arresting gang members and drug 
pumpers. Federal authorities have been 
targeting repeat offenders so their sen- 
tences are longer and they will be impris- 
oned far away from their friends in local 
jails. Prosecutors have been streamlining 
and cross-referencing their cases to make 
sure no one falls through the judicial 
| cracks. To help judges establish appropri- 
ate sentences, neighborhood groups have 
provided the courts with “Community Im- 
pact Statements” on the effects of individ- 
ual criminals on the area. And no-nonsense 
probation officers are sending their clients 
back to prison for the slightest infraction. 
(Recently, for example, a 20-year-old on 
probation was hanging out with four 
friends. The terms of his probation limited 
| him to no more than two, so now he’s 
| looking at a year in jail.) 

The result: Safe Neighborhood Initiative 
prosecutors, after screening thousands of 
cases, have sent more than 340 serious of- 
fenders to the house of correction or state 
prison since February 1993. 

Whether you call it a scorched-earth 
policy or zero tolerance — police prefer 
the latter — there’s no denying that it has 
cleared menacing loiterers from the streets 
and storefronts, and to some degree has 
assured even skeptical residents that their 
community was no longer being written 
off by government officials as an urban 

wasteland. 

| The problem is that in the long term, it 
| takes more than law enforcement — how- 
ever successful — to turn a neighborhood 
| around. 
When Carmella Banks, soaked in her 
| son’s blood, ran screaming into the street 
for someone to call the police, her neigh- 
borhood turned into a ghost town. One 
woman passing by desperately tried use 
“the telephones in the stores across the 
street, but the owners, Banks says, locked 
their doors. 
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Businesses were supposed to be one of 
the three legs of the Safe Neighborhood 
plan. This Neighborhood Means Busi- 
ness!, touted as “a model business-devel- 
opment program,” was based on the wise 
premise that a stable community requires 
stable businesses. The program was de- 
signed to bring together local merchants 
and train them to grow their businesses; 
after adult-education classes, the program 
also aimed to help them obtain business 
loans, a process that can be difficult in ur- 
ban areas with a crime problem. 

To date, a few dozen local entrepre- 
neurs have participated in the business 
program. About $80,000 in small-business 
loans has been given to some of the pro- 
gram’s graduates. Other business owners 
have offered summer jobs to local young 
people and participated in community-ser- 
vice projects, such as street festivals. 

“It’s brought a lot of people together,” 
says Jesus Rosa, who owns a produce 
store in the area and is chairman of the 
Bowdoin Street-Geneva Avenue Mer- 
chants Association. 

Privately, though, some Safe Neighbor- 
hood participants say that they’ve been 
disappointed by the business program. 
Many merchants, they contend, see their 
role as merely providing tips to police 
rather than becoming actively involved in a 
vital network that would help hold the 
community together. 


Fatal flaw 

The most serious flaw in Safe Neighbor- 
hood’s efforts, though, has been its failure 
to deliver on its third promise: to pull kids 
away from criminal life. 

Ever since the police’s zero-tolerance 
campaign began in Dorchester in 1993, 
hundreds of violent offenders have been 
swept off the street on myriad charges: 
gun possession, drug trafficking, assault, 
murder. The arrests of OGs (Original 
Gangsters) created not only a void in gang 
leadership but also an opportunity for the 
program to ensure that those voids 
wouldn’t be filled. 

“Once those involved are removed, then 
comes the opportunity,” says Marcia Jack- 
son, an assistant attorney general and lead 
prosecutor for the Safe Neighborhood Ini- 
tiative. “We have to go back into the street

and talk to the up-and-coming ones, the 
fringe ones who are now without their 
mentors.” 

But the recent shootings and murders 
involving the Vamp Hill Kings clearly 
show that that is not happening. On the 
contrary, it’s clear that police can weed the 
area of gang bangers, but if aggressive in- 
tervention and prevention programs aren’t 
in place to keep young and would-be gang 
members from filling the void, a new crop 
of gangsters will inevitably grow. 

One reason for the failure has been the 
Safe Neighborhood Initiative’s overre- 
liance on the Dorchester Youth Collabo- 
rative to handle prevention and interven- 
tion. But the collaborative’s activities — 
such as a basketball league, arts-and- 
crafts classes, and karate lessons — are 
intended for at-risk youth who are not al- 
ready in gangs. The program does little to 
get to the budding gang members who 
pose the greatest potential danger to the 
hopes of the community. 

And the fact is Dorchester Youth Col- 
laborative program director Emmett Fol- 
gert says he doesn’t want gang members 
in his building. 

“We can’t have them,” he says. “We’re 
somewhat limited in dealing with active 
gang members because if they come to the 
youth center, rivals will know where to 
find them. We’re limited to our outreach 
for safety reasons. If you’re an active gang 
member working on the corner selling 
drugs, our work will be on an outreach 
basis.” 

But here’s how Folgert describes the 
outreach he’s talking about: “A lot of our 
street work is driving by and saying, “What 
the hell are you doing on the streets?’ 
We’re more like street cleaners than street 
workers because we’re so scared of the 
kids.” 

Donald Caisey is a Boston Police Youth 
Violence Strike Force patrolman assigned 
to the Bowdoin Street area. Though reluc- 
tant to criticize the Dorchester Youth Col- 
laborative, he knows that getting through 
to gang members takes hard work. 

“The kids in the gangs,” he says, “they 
bring a lot of [personal] baggage, and 
you’ve got to go to them. They’re not go- 
ing to come to you.” 

Safe Neighborhood has allocated 
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enough money for a full-time Boston 
Community Centers street worker to assist 
youths on Bowdoin. But 17-year-old Ty- 
rone Robinson, a former Vamp Hill King, 
argues that even a dozen such street work- 
ers wouldn’t make a substantial difference. 
Safe Neighborhoods is simply using the 
wrong approach. 


‘It’s gotta come from us’ 

Robinson was 11 years old when he first 
joined Vamp Hill, carrying a gun and sell- 
ing drugs. In the following years, he estab- 
lished himself as a force to be reckoned 
with in the gang hierarchy. 

About a year ago, after his cousin was 
stabbed to death and his best friend shot, 
Robinson left the Vamp Hill Kings and has 
since become a paid youth organizer in 
Dorchester’s Madison Park High School 
for a South End-based intervention pro- 
gram called Teen Empowerment. 

“If someone’s gonna make the change, 
it’s gotta come from us,” he says. Kids in 
the community are inherently wary of 
adults, he explains, but they are willing to 
listen to their peers. So creating a network 
of youths who know the streets and know 
how to get off them is vital, he insists. 

Here’s how it works: Teen Empower- 
ment annually hires an ethnically diverse 
group of about 40 kids, including at-risk 
youths and gang members. The chief cri- 
terion for their employment: a strong de- 
sire to work for social change in their 
communities. 

“They’re hired to figure out what the 
important issues are in their communi- 
ties,” explains Stanley Pollack, the pro- 
gram’s executive director. “And their job is 
to design a strategy that can affect those 
issues, and then go do it,” he says. 

Using that model — and the lure of $7 
an hour for 10 hours of work a week — 
Teen Empowerment has had significant 
success. Murders among adolescents in 
the areas have steadily declined since Teen 
Empowerment started. Last year, there 
was only one, according to Pollack. Gang 
activity is also vanishing in the South End 
— without the sweeping law enforcement 
efforts taking place around Bowdoin 
Street. Instead, the Boston Police in that 
area — who share the credit — have in 
recent years dispatched three youth offi- 
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cers and coordinated numerous programs 


to target high-risk kids in what was once a 


volatile area. 


But perhaps more significant, at least 
for the youths involved in Teen Empow- 
erment, are these figures: although only 
seven of the 124 youths who have passed 
through the program held year-round 
jobs prior to their stint there, 90 percent 
got such jobs following their work there. 
Moreover, of those same 124 youth orga- 
nizers, 119 stayed in school. 

“If you’re really going to change patterns 
of behavior, belief systems, and the nature 
of relationships in the community, then it’s 
just critical that you get the population 
you’re trying to reach involved,” Pollack as- 
serts. “If you want to affect gang members, 
and you’re not involving them in your pro- 
jects, then you’re pretty much relying on 
the enforcement end of things.” 

But that type of program — based on 
kids helping kids — isn’t a part of Safe 
Neighborhoods. It’s an oversight that, 
Robinson suggests, may well have been 
deadly. 

When police started clamping down on 
the higher-ranking members of Vamp Hill a 
couple of years ago, younger foot soldiers 
like Robinson began taking their places. 
And new drug pumpers — many of whom 
grew up, played hoops, and hung with the 
Vamp Hill kids — began claiming drug turf 


| once held by Vamp Hill. 


“Recently, some of the OGs got out of 
jail with revenge on their mind. They came 
back wanting to reclaim their territory, and 
that’s why war broke out,” Robinson said in 
a speech earlier this month at Teen Em- 
powerment’s Youth Peace Conference at 
the Park Plaza Hotel, which was attended 
by more than 700 youths — many of them 
gang members. 

“My neighborhood is exploding, and I’m 
stuck in the middle of a very bad situation,” 
he told the hushed crowd. “People I’ve 
known my whole life are dying and trying 
to kill each other.” 

Indeed, although enforcement may be a 


| viable short-term solution, it doesn’t ad- 


dress the inevitable release of gangsters like 
the Vamp Hill Kings from prison, or the fu- 
ture of the youngsters who are vying to take 
their places. Teen Empowerment, Pollack 
notes, builds lasting networks of youths 
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The Bowdoin Street area in Dorchester has been a hotbed of violence since February, when 

fighting broke out between the Vamp Hill Kings and a loosely affiliated group the police call “the 

147 Bowdoin gang.” The crime spree has raised doubts about the Safe Neighborhood Initiative, 
which targets the area highlighted below.

who can show their peers that there’s a vi- 
able life off the streets. 

William Stewart, of the Dorchester pro- 
bation department, says that considering 
the recent events on Bowdoin, authorities 
would be foolish not to consider bringing a 


viable program such as Teen Empower- 
ment into Safe Neighborhood’s fold. 

“Our biggest failure to solve these prob- 
lems would be to shut down an idea from 
anybody,” Stewart says. 

In the meantime, Safe Neighborhood of- 





ficials are desperate to calm the tremors on 
Bowdoin. Late last week, Stewart, with the 
help of Boston Community Centers street- 
workers, asked about 15 youths from the 
Bowdoin Street area — some known to po- 
lice, some not — to participate in an un- 
common civics lesson. 

Representatives from virtually every part 
of Safe Neighborhood’s enforcement arm 
— including Bernard Fitzgerald, chief of 
Dorchester probation; police officers; and 
local, state, and federal prosecutors — 


were on hand to tell them that they would | 


do anything they could to help the kids stay 
clean. 

But if they strayed, they warned, watch 
out. They proceeded to take the kids 
through the criminal-justice system step by 
step, to show them how uninviting crossing 
the line would be. 

“We basically said we’re just not going to 


put up with this anymore,” Stewart says. | 


“We're tired of the deaths and tired of the 


violence. We said it’s not just got to stop, | 


it’s going to stop.” 

Just how effective that kind of strategy 
will be remains to be seen. As the recent in- 
cidents on Bowdoin Street show, there is a 
limit to what law-enforcement officials, 
well-intentioned as they may be, can ac- 
complish themselves. And without helping 
kids to feel that they are part of the solution 
rather than the problem, the evidence from 
Bowdoin Street suggests, the violence will 
never abate for long. 


Either way, such talk is academic and | 
little solace to Carmella Banks. It doesn’t | 


erase the image of her son dying in her 


arms, nor does it quell her anxiety about | 


living on Bowdoin Street. 


“Nobody’s trying to give me help,” she | 


cries. “I need to get out of here. I have to 
move. I can’t stay in the neighborhood 
seeing the same boys who done this.” 
And until Banks’s neighbors on Bow- 
doin Street can pass youths on the side- 
walk with the reasonable assurance that 
they aren’t looking into the eyes of a killer 
— or of a kid who wants to become one 
— the people behind the Safe Neighbor- 
hood Initiative will have their work cut 
out for them. Q

When the voluntary-simplicity 
movement first started, the idea of 
“retiring” from consumer culture 
was more theoretical than real. Af- 
ter all, most people had made a 
lifetime commitment to buying and 
spending. But now the movement 
is getting mature enough that 
some people are putting its princi- 
ples into action. 

Amy Dacyczyn is an excellent 
example of that. She’s the editor of 
the Maine-based Tightwad Gazette, 
a monthly newsletter that was the 
first of several practical guides to 
cutting down expenses and living a 
simpler life. (Since the Gazette 
came out, it has gotten competi- 
tion from, among others, Cheap- 
skate Monthly, Living Cheap News, 
Penny Pincher Times, The Frugal Bu- 
gle, The Saving Source, Saving Green, 
and Downscaling for Professionals.) 

Dacyczyn says she started the 
newsletter after she and her hus- 
band, a retired military officer, 
saved $49,000 in seven years on a 
combined income of $30,000. “I 
thought that what we had done 
was something most people didn't 
believe possible,” she says. Dacy- 
czyn, who visits up to 30 yard sales 
a day and lets her six kids pick one 
— and only one — new Christmas 
present, says , “Most people just 
aren't really being honest with 
themselves about money. They be- 
lieve the mythology they get from 
television.” 

If people are serious about 
changing their lives, Dacyczyn says, 
they should “pay attention to dis- 
posables like food, entertainment, 
and clothing. The areas where 
people really waste the most are 
where they should make the most 
radical changes immediately.” 

All that penny-pinching has paid 
off. Dacyczyn’s very profitable 
newsletter has attained a circula- 
tion of 45,000. Its revenues are 
combined with the income she gets 
from book spinoffs and her hus- 
band's retirement money. Which 
means that this very frugal two- 
some (still buying mostly second- 
hand clothing, toys, and household 
goods) has a six-figure income

Dacyczyn plans to refinish furni 
ture, make quilts, read novels, and 
investigate her family history and 
genealogy. She'll also become a

To become a guru, you don’t need a set 
of robes, the ability to levitate, or an exot- 
ic accent. Joe Dominguez and his part- 
ner, Vicki Robin, are two ordinary Ameri- 
cans whose mantra is gaining popularity 
throughout the Western world. 

Authors of the best-selling book Your 
Money or Your Life and directors of the 
Seattle-based New Road Map Founda- 
tion, the pair offer their disciples a simple 
message: you can get off the high-pres- 
sure, high-stress roller coaster. You can 
simplify your life and enjoy it more. You 
can stop being so wasteful. You can opt 
out of America’s out-of-control consumer 
culture. 

How widespread is American dissatis-

faction with the work-buy-spend-and- 
throw-away ethic? In a poll conducted 
for the Merck Family Fund last summer, 
66 percent of those interviewed said 
they’d be happier if they were able to 
spend more time with family and friends. 
Only 15 percent said nirvana would be 
achieved if they, like Madonna’s Material 
Girl, had “nicer things” in their homes. 
That growing opposition to buying-and- 
spending might have been reflected in the 
1995 Christmas shopping season, which 
the Associated Press called “the worst in 
years.” 

It’s hardly surprising that Christmas, 
once a deeply meaningful religious cele- 
bration, has become a shop-o-rama: buy- 
ing things is what Americans do best. 
Our per capita consumption has risen 45 
percent over the last 20 years. Longer 
work hours and larger salaries have af- 
forded us unprecedented buying power, 
but instead of making us happy, it’s mak- 
ing us miserable. The Merck poll shows 
82 percent of Americans agreeing that 
most of us buy and consume far more 
than we need. 
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Yet some Americans are looking for a 
way out even as the marketplace has be- 
come the message, even as traditional 
values give way to material acquisition. 
The Merck poll also found that 28 per- 
cent of Americans “voluntarily made 
changes in their [lives] that resulted in 
making less money” in order to have “a 
more balanced life.” One person who did 
that was Anna Quindlen, the New York 
Times columnist rumored to have been in 
line to be the Times’s first female editor- 
in-chief. She quit her job to write nc -els 
and stay home with the kids. Clinton ad- 
visor William Galston is another high 
achiever who did the same, partly in re- 
sponse to a letter from his 10-year-old. 
Feeling neglected, the child wrote, “Base- 
ball’s no fun when there’s no one there to | 
applaud you.” 

Galston is part of the 51 percent of 
Americans who, according to a U.S. 
News and World Report poll, would 
rather have more free time, even if it | 
means less money. Even though Ameri- | 
ca’s per capita consumption has risen a

from burnout. “Why are we choosing 
money over time when we could now re- 
produce our 1948 standard of living in 
less than half the time it took in 1948?” 
she asks. 

Schor believes her research suggests 
that Americans are working even longer 
hours in the 1990s than they did in the 
1980s, and that burnout is driving the 
downshifting trend. “There’s been a big 
shift toward people saying they want to 
work fewer hours, even if that means a 
reduction in income,” says Schor. “In the 


| 1970s, only about five percent of the 


population would have said that. Now it’s 
maybe 17 percent, depending on how you 
ask the question.” 

The new “voluntary-simplicity” move- 
ment is still relatively small, but it’s grow- 
ing rapidly. (It was called one of the “Top 
10 Trends '94” by The Trends Journal, 


| which predicts it will attract’ 15 percent of 
| Baby Boomers by the year 2000.) Down- 





shifters, or downshifter wanna-bes, are 
snapping up copies of Your Money or 
Your Life. Since its release in 1992, the 
book has sold more than 400,000 copies. 
Obviously, this could have made Robin 
and Dominguez rich — and thus compli- 
cated their attempts to live simple lives — 
but they haven't kept a dime of the book’s 
profits. Instead, they’ve given away the 
money through their foundation. They 
live in Seattle, ground zero of the volun- 
tary-simplicity movement, on $6000 a 
year each. 

“I was an achiever in theater, working 
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my way up the career ladder,” says 
Robin. “We’re all trained in this society 
to be hamsters running around on the 
earn-and-spend treadmill.” But her prior- 
ities changed when she met Joe 
Dominguez, a former Wall Street invest- 
ment counselor, 25 years ago. 
Dominguez, she explains, had concluded 
that money can’t be “the determining fac- 
tor in what makes life work. When you 
get rich you get more money, but you 
don’t necessarily get any happier. Joe de- 
cided that maybe there was more to life 
than ‘making and dying’ — because peo- 
ple aren’t making a living.” 

Since 1972, when Donella Meadows’s 
book The Limits to Growth was pub-

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lished and the economic impact of 
American consumption patterns became 
clear, Dominguez and Robin have rec- 
ognized that voluntary simplicity is 
about more than cutting workloads and 
stress levels. It’s also about conserving 
natural resources. 

Today, only 20 percent of the world’s 
population — mainly in the West — 
consume 80 percent of the world’s natu- 
ral resources and generate 80 percent of 
the pollution and waste. The United 
States represents only five percent of the 
world’s population, but it is a resource 
glutton, consuming nearly 30 percent of 
the world’s bounty and producing 19 
percent of its waste. The Natural Re- 
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sources Defense Council (NRDC) says 
that, as the world’s leading spenders, 
Americans use 20 percent of the world’s 
metals, 24 percent of the world’s energy, 
and 25 percent of the world’s fossil fu- 
els. Americans own twice as many cars 
and use 21 times more plastic than their 
1950 counterparts. 

According to Zero Population Growth, 
the average urban American consumes 
150 gallons of water, 3.3 pounds of food, 
and 15 pounds of fossil fuels a day. At 
the same time, this individual produces 
120 gallons of sewage, 3.4 pounds of 
garbage and 1.3 pounds of pollutants. In 
Calcutta, average total waste production 
is only 1.25 pounds a day. 





It’s an ad, ad world 

The West's orgy of consumerism is 
now a worldwide model. With the rise of 
market economies in Eastern Europe, 
many “repressed consumers” have begun 
to emulate the uninhibited buying habits 
they are witnessing with the help of im- 
ported television signals. People living in 
the former East Germany bought 
200,000 used Western cars in the first 
half of 1990 alone. Chinese color TV 
ownership increased from one to 35 per- 
cent between 1982 and 1987. And be- 
cause television has so successfully 
spread the religion of conspicuous <on- 
sumption, the world has consumed as 
many goods and services in the 46 years 
since 1950 as had all previous genera- 
tions together. 

Friedrich Schmidt-Bleek, an economist 
with the Wuppertal Institute, a German 
environmental research center, believes 
that we need to reduce worldwide materi- 
als consumption by 50 percent in order 
to arrest present global environmental 
degradation. Industrial countries need to 
aim for a whopping 90 percent reduction. 

The 1992 Earth Summit in Rio de 
Janeiro called for changes in “unsustain- 
able consumption patterns.” This goal is 
being pursued by the UN Commission on 
Sustainable Development, which orga- 
nized a conference on the subject in Oslo 
last year. 

Americans didn’t become such vora- 
cious consumers without mass media

assistance. According to a 1990 World- 
watch Institute study, US marketers 
have the world’s highest per capita ex- 
penditures in advertising dollars: $468. 
Japan comes in second at $300, and 
Western Europe follows at $200. Since 
the 1950s, global advertising spending 
per capita has increased steadily from 
$15 to $50 per person. 

Last September 24, Canadian-based 
AdBusters magazine sponsored its fourth 
annual Buy Nothing Day, sending a defi- 
ant message of resistance to the $355 bil- 
lion global advertising market. AdBusters 
reported in 1995 that American children 
spent more than $10 billion and influ- 
enced more than $150 billion worth of 
family purchases. Each of those same 
kids also watched 40,000 TV commer- 
cials. And the pitch doesn’t stop for some 
when they go to school, where education- 
al programs receive funding from adver- 
tisers who take advantage of the free 
marketing. One example is Pizza Hut’s 
“Book It” campaign, used in over 600 
classrooms across the United States and 
Canada. 

Pizza Hut’s program rewards students 
with a free pizza when they reach their 
reading goals. Both parents and children 
are corralled into patronizing Pizza Hut 
and accepting its false set of “rewards.” 
In another celebrated case, Channel One 
Communications broadcasts a 12-minute 
news program, including two minutes of 
commercials, to grades six through 12 in 
350,000 classrooms nationwide. The 
news service offers schools “free” televi- 
sions, satellite.dishes, and VCRs in ex-

| Looking for a way out 





Jacqueline Hamilton of NRDC says 
| Americans “need to increase [their] abili- 
| ty to make choices consistent with [their] 
| values.” Her model includes construction 
| of energy-efficient homes closer to 
schools, shopping areas, and entertain- 
| ment venues, all linked by efficient mass- 
transit systems to decrease resource con- 
| sumption. 

Alan Durning, a former Worldwatch 
Institute researcher who is now executive 
| director of Northwest Environmental 
Watch, agrees. He says that Americans 
are more dependent on their cars than 
Europeans are because of planning 
strategies that emphasize suburban 
sprawl. Workers have to spend more time 
commuting, gobbling up non-renewable 
| resources and polluting the atmosphere 
with exhaust emissions. Durning would 
like to see a “green tax” that would mea- 
sure the environmental costs of produc- 
tion. Manufacturers would be given a tax 
incentive to cut down on resource con- 
sumption, pollution, and waste. 

Social critic Jeremy Rifkin, in his new 
book The End of Work, argues that we 
should be encouraging the growth of 
what he calls “the third sector”: volun- 
teerism. “As long as people’s identifica- 
tion is with the marketplace, as long as 
they conceive of themselves primarily as 
spending and consuming, they'll still be 
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on that cycle, and they won’t change their 
thinking,” Rifkin says. “I think we should 
be working to get people out of the shop- 
ping mall and into the Lions Club, 
Greenpeace, or Habitat for Humanity.” 
To this end, Rifkin — who notes that 89 
million Americans do spend four hours or 
more a week volunteering — serves as a 
school systems consultant to help create 


curriculums that both teach the history of | 


non-profit work and raise its status to 
that of a graduation requirement. 

Some consumer advocates are con- 
cerned that the voluntary-simplicity 
movement — at least as portrayed in the 
mainstream press — emphasizes lifestyle 
over environmental impact. To make the 
environmental connection explicit, ac- 
tivists who met through the Merck Family 
Fund’s 1995 “Redefining the American 
Dream” conference are organizing a new 
non-profit organization. “The public is 
anxious about the future, tired of politics 
as usual, weary of the work-and-spend 
cycle, and hungry for leadership and 
lifestyles characterized by human-cen- 
tered values,” says a draft mission -state- 
ment from the group, tentatively called 
the Center for the New American Dream. 
Betsy Taylor, executive director of the 
fund and a center organizer, adds, 
“We're addicted to spending at the ex- 
pense of citizenship, and it’s really dam- 
aging to us mentally and morally.” 

The new group has ambitious plans in 
its first year. It intends to build an orga- 


nizational base, form four to six working | 


groups, develop an advisory council, cre- 
ate a homepage on the World-Wide Web, 
distribute a newsletter, and launch its 


first strategic campaign, which will try to | 


answer these questions: How much is 
enough? How much do people need to 
live a balanced life? 

One of the people establishing the Cen- 
ter for the New American Dream is Hoop- 
er Brooks, environmental program officer 
for the New York-based Surdna Founda- 
tion. “Every American has some sensitivity 
about consumption, but getting the popu- 
lation to the point where we actually re-ori- 
ent our thinking and our behavior is a cen- 
tral challenge.” 

The Center for the American Dream is 
very aware that it faces an uphill task in 
convincing low-income people — partic- 
ularly in developing countries — that 
they should voluntarily retreat from a ma- 
terialist vision that has not, until recently, 
been within their grasp. “A lot of Ameri- 
cans don’t have enough, and that is as 
much part of our agenda as the excessive 
consumption of many other Americans,” 
says Durning, who's also active in the 
center. “Survey research shows that poor 
Americans feel deprived to a much 
greater degree than the average Chinese 
or Indian because they are at the bottom 
of the ladder, and are constantly sur- 
rounded by reminders that they have less 
than the norm.” 

The battle for the hearts and souls of 
American consumers is just beginning. It 
took a towering figure like Ralph Nader to 
convince Americans that consumers had any 
rights at all. Now the sleeping giant is wide 
awake — and in a position to withhold its 
buying power. If we can stem the seemingly 
inexorable rush to buy and consume more, 
the beleaguered planet will have gained 
some valuable breathing room. Q

Boston schools terminate K-I 
and parents throw a tantrum

n December, Boston School Super- 
intendent Thomas Payzant decided 
to terminate the city’s half-day 
kindergarten for four-year-olds, 
known as Kindergarten I. The edu- 


cation budget simply does not allow for 


full-day programs for both four- and five- 
year-olds, Payzant said, and he wanted to 
ensure full-day classes for all five-year- 
olds — many of whom have been going 
without any kindergarten. 

The announcement regarding this 30- 
year-old institution raised an immediate 
uproar. At a hearing this month, a group 
of parents complained that they cannot do 
without Kindergarten I because it’s their 
only source of free daycare. They would 
have to give up their jobs, they say, which 
would swell the welfare rolls. 

Although their argument makes sense, 
Payzant’s proposal is still a wise decision 
for these tough economic times. Under his 
plan, every kindergartner will be guaran- 
teed a year of full-day classes. Under the 
current system of half days, kids barely 
had enough time to take their coats off. 

In fact, some say K-I is a waste of time. 
Laurie Davis of Dorchester has her five- 
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year-old son, Max, in a full-day Kinder- 
garten II program. She recalls the times 
she volunteered in his Kindergarten I class 
and how teachers tried to cover numbers, 
the alphabet, and multicultural activities in 
a two-and-a-half-hour time frame. “The 
information was very rushed because the 
teacher was trying to cram tons of stuff 
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into the curriculum,” says Davis. “I cer- 
tainly think kids need some sort of pre- 
school experience, but K-I is not the ulti- 
mate remedy.” 

Elaine Fersh, mother of three and the 
director of Parents United for Child Care, 
says that in the past five years more and 
more parents have begun looking for full- 
day kindergarten. Parents find it impossi- 
ble to schedule child-care around a two- 
and-a-half-hour school day. “It all came to 
a head two years ago, when a thousand 
parents couldn’t find full-day kindergarten 
for their five-year-olds.” 

Nina Gaeta of East Boston has a three- 
year-old daughter, Gabriella, who is more 
than ready to go to school. “She picks up 
a book and pretends to read to me,” says 
Gaeta. “She pretends to write songs and 
letters to me.” 

Gabriella is not attending kindergarten 
because her birthday falls four days after 
the cutoff. But, even if she were 
eligible, Gaeta figures that ar- 
ranging a schedule alternating 
between school and daycare 
would be a logistical nightmare. 
She believes the change is for 
the best — for now. “Give the 
education to the five-year-olds 
who need it for first grade,” 
says Gaeta. “Let them go all 
day, and that way the parents 
can work and know their chil- 
dren are being taught and are 
safe.” 

But working parents still 
need daycare. An amazing 65 
percent of Boston parents with 
children in public schools make 
less than $15,000 a year. 
Payzant’s plan has left many of 
them wondering how they will 
work and care for their four- 
year-olds. 

“Half-day kindergarten is not 
the only answer to daycare 
needs,” contends Fersh. “There are other 
options, such as the Head Start programs 
and Early Intervention Education.” 

But City Councilor Peggy Davis-Mullen 
argues that programs like Head Start have 
requirements many people can’t meet. 
“You have to make under $9000 to be eli- 
gible for Head Start,” she says, “or you

was going to write a column about the increasing 
tendency toward imprecision and intellectual laziness 
in modern speech patterns, but, well . . . whatever. 

I mean, this is complicated subject matter — at 
heart, it’s about how people seem increasingly 


unwilling even to try to make themselves understood these 
days. In order to address it thoroughly, I’d have to think 
hard about what I wanted to say, and then I'd have to form 
logical arguments, and then I’d have to consider what the 
counter-arguments might be, and, well . . . whatever. 


Do you get what I’m saying? Have you, too, noticed 


how the word “whatever” has crept into the lexicon, taken 
its place alongside “like” and “y’know” as one of those 
automatic sentence-fillers that prevent people from having 
to complete a thought? Is this driving 

you 


crazy, too? 
Does it make 
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recent decades, but I’d argue that this has only been true | 


within the past few years. 

I'd also argue that 10 or 20 years ago, right around the 
time critics began complaining that TV was producing a 
generation of bleary-eyed, unimaginative, inarticulate 
zombies, dialogue on TV was actually far more evocative 
and inspiring than it is today. 

Think about Alan Alda’s Hawkeye Pierce on 
*M*A*S*H*, or Bea Arthur on Maude. Those characters 
managed to convey a wealth of arrogance and intellectual 
superiority while speaking in full sentences. 

Likewise, you never heard Mary Richards turn to Lou 
Grant on The Mary Tyler Moore Show and say, “Right, 
Mr. Grant: whatever.” 

In the past, even the most oafish thinkers on TV man- 
aged to communicate witty and coherent thoughts — 
Archie Bunker may not have been a grammarian’s dream, 
but at least his language 
was rich. 

Today, word-rich 
dialogue — particularly 
the kind that 
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in despair and wonder what’s happened to the art of nor- 
| mal human conversation? I mean, it’s... I mean. . . well, 
whatever. 


I don’t know who’s responsible for this latest step in the 


dumbing-down of the English language, although I suspect it 
was one of those boy dolts on Friends. 


Sample Friends dialogue: 


Chandler: You’re a dick. 
Joey: Yeah, right, whatever. 


What can we glean from this bit-of perky repartee? What 


statement does the word “whatever” actually make? 


Oh, we all know what it’s supposed to communicate. 
One is supposed to toss off the word “whatever” in an 


off-handed, cynical, slightly arrogant way, as if to suggest 
that the other speaker’s words or ideas are so woefully 
unimportant that they don’t require a dignified response. 


“Whatever” is supposed to signal that the speaker is 


| cool and vaguely superior, that the listener is hopelessly 
out of it and easily dismissed. 


Billy used the word constantly when he bitched and 


moaned at his idiot wife, Brooke, on Melrose Place. 
Brooke would go off on one of her pseudo-psycho tirades, 
accusing Billy of all manner of injustices and betrayals, 
and Billy would just gape at her stupidly and say, “Sure, 
Braoke. Whatever.” 


But aren’t there better ways of communicating that 


brand of cool cynicism and detached superiority? Can’t 
someone come up with something even a shade more 
provocative? 


Much has been written about how television has con- 


tributed to the deterioration of communication skills in 
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communicates complex thoughts — is the exception 


rather than the rule in popular culture. You hear it on | 
shows like Seinfeld, and on better nighttime TV dramas | 


like Chicago Hope, but far more often, you'll find two 
characters staring dumbly at one another and saying. . . 
well, you know, whatever. 

(An interesting anomaly is The X-Files: Moulder and 
Scully say “whatever” to each other, but they’ve co-opted 
the word. They utter it with a kind of half-wink, suggest- 
ing that they understand how stupid and meaningless it 
really is. In other words, they have out-whatevered “what- 
ever,” thereby underscoring the show’s reputation as one 
of the most intellectually sharp and cutting-edge dramas 
on TV.) 

“Whatever” is a twentysomething word, not because 
it’s used primarily by people in their 20s (although this 
may be the case); but because it speaks to the worst 


part of that generation’s ethic — its tradition of using | 
something hip and arrogant to disguise deeper strains | 
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of intellectual laziness and insecurity. It’s a slacker | 


word, the linguistic equivalent of a job at Store 24, a 
way to be disengaged and lethargic but still come out 
sounding cool. 

This is why it’s so insidious. When a speaker lapses into a 
flood of “likes” and “you knows,” at least his or her inabili- 


ty to articulate a complete thought is clearly exposed. | 


Likewise, when someone uses such bastardized terms as 
“impacted” and “utilized,” at least you can shake your head 
and pity the poor fool for not having a better handle on 
basic language. 

But the word “whatever” hides all this, cloaking an essen- 
tial lack of intellectual rigor in arrogance and pretension. 
It’s obnoxious. It’s deceptive. It’s . . . well, whatever. Q 
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My son says he has it on good authority that the 
phrase is “Feed a fever, starve a cold.” I thought it was 
“Feed a cold, starve a fever.” Can you tell me who's right, 
what it means, and who said it?

Your son thinks there’s a better authority than Dad? 
For shame. Although I have to admit, even when you’re 
Dad and the world’s smartest human being, sometimes 
the only way to win an argument is to threaten no 
dessert. 

Your version of the proverb is the traditional one, but 
you can find citations in the literature that have it the 
other way around. The idea, if not the exact wording, 
dates back to 1574, when a dictionary maker named 
Withals wrote, “Fasting is a great remedie of feuer.” 

You’re thinking: this guy wrote a dictionarie? His 
medical advice wasn’t so hot either. Doctors have been 
trying to stamp out this piece of folklore for years. 
Current medical thinking is that when you’re sick with 
either a cold or a fever, you certainly don’t want to 
stress your system by stuffing or starving yourself. 

Nobody’s sure where the notion of feeding colds and 
so on arose. (It surely didn’t originate with Withals.) 
One somewhat dubious explanation has it that the 
proverb really means “If you feed a cold now, you'll 
have to starve a fever later.” 

A more plausible interpretation is that the feed-a-cold 
idea stemmed from a folk understanding of the disease 
process. The notion was that there were two kinds of ill- 
nesses: those caused by low temperatures (colds and 
chills) and those caused by high temperatures (fever). If 
you had a chill, you wanted to stoke the interior fires, so 
you pigged. If you had a fever, you didn’t want things to 
overheat, so you slacked off on the fuel. 

Bottom line: you’re right — your son’s out to lunch. But 
I can relate. When I had sniffles as a kid, the feed-a-cold 
thing was usually good for a few extra Twinkies. So you'll 
just have to forgive me if, in the delirium of a 99-degree 
temperature, I used to imagine that it was feed a fever too.

You're familiar with the green freeway signs that 
announce when you enter a new city. They always show 
the population, which we understand, and the elevation, 
which we don’t. Is the elevation measured at the sign 
itself (no way), or at some standard place like City Hall 
(improbable)? Or is it the average elevation of the town? 
If so, how is this calculation performed?

This is not the scientific process you might think it is. 
As far as I can tell, nobody publishes an official list of ele- 
vations for cities in North America. Highway depart- 
ments, mapmakers, almanac compilers, and others do 
come up with numbers for their own purposes, but they 
use different sources, and their figures don’t always agree. 

For example, Denver, the mile-high city, is listed in 
the World Almanac as having an elevation of 5280 feet. 
But if you tap into the Geographic Names Information 
System maintained by the US Geological Survey 
(http://www-nmd.usgs.gov/www/gnis), you find that 
Denver has subsided to just 5260 feet. 

A town’s official elevation may be the altitude at some 
prominent public place (Caltrans uses City Hall), or it 
may be an average for the downtown area. Either way, 
the figure is often just an estimate. Caltrans got its num- 
bers from the US Geological Survey, but the USGS got 
them by eyeballing the contour lines on maps. Okay, it’s 
not like they grabbed the maps off the rack at the gas 
station, but jeez, doesn’t anybody do original research 
anymore? ' 

It’s only when we get into the no-nonsense world of 
engineering that we start to get some precision. Many 
big towns have established a “city datum” — a standard 
elevation pegged to some known point — which is used 
in blueprints for major construction projects. For 
instance, on a drawing for an office building, the eleva- 
tion of the sidewalk in front of the entrance may be 
marked as “+15’ Podunk city datum.”

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Chris craft 


Boston’s spice king muses on his 
new Beard award, the lure of 
fishing boats, and who the best 
chefs in Boston really are.

CHRIS SCHLESINGER is downsizing. The Cambridge restaurateur, who was just 
awarded a James Beard medal for Best Chef in the Northeast, has so many business in- 
terests that it’s hard to imagine when he has time to cook. That’s what he’s concerned 
about, and that’s why things are going to change. 

Best known as the chef and co-owner of Inman Square's bustling East Coast Grill, 
Schlesinger is in the process of buying out his partner of 10 years, Cary Wheaton, and 
will soon be the restaurant's sole owner. The two also own the take-out spot next door: 
Jake and Earl\’s Dixie BBQ, named after Cary’s father and Chris’s one-eyed dog, which 
will close in July to provide space for the East Coast Grill to expand. And they own the 
Blue Room, in Kendall Square, but are in the process of selling it to the trio of Steve 
Johnson, chef at the Mercury Bar (and Chris’s boyhood friend); Nick Zappia, general 
manager of all three Chris-and-Cary restaurants; and Deanna Briggs, Nick's girlfriend 
and the general manager at Hamersley’s Bistro. Schlesinger is also selling Inner Beau- 
ty, Inc., the company that makes Inner Beauty hot sauces and spice rubs. 

Chris’s cooking is distinctive, if sometimes difficult to define. He describes it as 
“loud and strong flavors that balance and compete with each other, as opposed to a 
subtle cuisine that’s the product of a lot of technique.” He cooks the kinds of food he 
likes to eat, grilling just about anything and making down-home desserts like crisps, 


cobbiers, and pies. 


“For me, cooking is fun,” he says. “You know, when you hear a band and they’re up 
there having a good time, the music just seems to sound better. | try to embody that in 
the restaurant. I'm not just interested in precious food.” 

His cookbooks, too, reflect this easygoing style. Written in partnership with John 
Willoughby, Thrill of the Grill, Big Flavors of the Hot Sun, and Salsas, Sambals, Chut- 
neys and Chow-chows (all published by William Morrow) are accessible, unpreten- 
tious, and internationally inspired (particularly, he says, by “climates in the low 80s”). 
Lettuce in Your Kitchen and License to Grill are on the way. 

On April 29, | saw Chris at the James Beard Awards in New York, where he won the 
James Beard/Perrier-Jouet Award for Best Chef in the Northeast. He was up against 
Jody Adams, co-owner and chef of Rialto, in Cambridge; Susan Regis, chef of Biba, in 
Boston; Stan Frankenthaler, owner and chef of Salamander, in Cambridge; and Jean- 
Louis Gerin, owner and chef of Restaurant Jean-Louis, in Greenwich, Connecticut. 

The James Beard Awards are considered the most prestigious in the business. After 
food-industry professionals nominate candidates and cast their votes, Arthur Andersen 
tabulates the results, and each winner receives a medallion engraved with the image of 
the late, great James Beard. Chris claims that he hasn't taken his off since he won, 
and that doorways have had to be widened to accommodate his new gait. 


What does “Best Chef in the Northeast” 
really mean? That's a tough question. | 
think it has to do with general accomplish- 
ment in the field. I certainly don’t believe 
it’s about who's really the best cook at that 
particular point in time in the region. Ev- 
erybody understands that. If it was who 
was the best cook that year, then guys 
would win over and over. It’s honoring the 
people who have worked for a long time 
and have reached a certain level. It’s like a 
lifetime-achievement award. 


Was this really your sixth nomination? 
Yes, which is kind of good in its own way. | 
mean, if you're nominated for six Academy 
Awards, that’s a good thing. Even so, I 
wouldn’t have been surprised if someone 
else in the group had won. If I had to choose 
who had the best year this year, some of the 
best food, if not the best food, that I’ve eaten 
in Boston this past year has been Jody’s. I 
would not have been surprised if she’d won 
it. [In fact, he bet $30 that Adams would 
win.] | wouldn’t have been surprised if Su- 
san had won it either. If you're talking about 
talent and accomplishment, both those 
women are equally or more qualified. 


What did it actually feel like to win? I’ve 
never been so nervous in my life. It was 
excruciating. I think the James Beard 
Foundation is great — it’s a trade organi- 
zation that has created an incredible 
amount of attention, created this whole 
aura. James Beard was a true American, 
not a Francophile; a lot of his beginning 
books are on outdoor cookery. He is a 
great symbol for this new generation — 
the first generation — of American cooks. 
They try to make it like the Academy 


Awards. Part of it’s kind of silly, but at the 
same time, when they called my name, I 
thought it was the greatest award in the 
world. | was sitting there, trying to take it 
all in, enjoy it. | was at the back of the 
room, so I took a really slow walk up there. 
I was taking my time. The spotlights had a 
hard time finding me. I was so happy. | was 
crying and | thought about. my father and 
how proud he would have been. I love the 
restaurant business. I just felt so proud to 
get the damn thing. | thought it was so 
cool. | never expected to feel that way. I 
was mainly hoping “God, let me win so I 
won't have to go through all this again.” 

Everyone came up to me — “uh, you fi- 
nally won.” I would have been pitied if I'd 
lost again. I couldn’t have been prouder. I 
mean, people sent me flowers, they called 
me on the phone. It feels great. 


Certainly foodies know about this, but 
does the general public know, and do 
they care? Yes. | think people read about 
it. That’s the value of the James Beard 
Foundation. They promote the industry: 
chefs, restaurants, everybody. It’s in the 
papers — they take out big huge ads in 
the New York Times. It’s the focal point 
for people in the industry. Everybody in 
the trade helping each other out to further 
the trade in general. 

It certainly furthers my reputation. I 
think it’s good for the tourist business. It 
certainly can’t hurt. 


Your newest cookbook, Lettuce in Your 
Kitchen, is about to come out. What 
now? For next spring, two small books, 
License to Grill: Vegetables, and License to 
Grill: Fruit. We hope that that will become 
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a series. And then a meat book. We'll go 
through every part of every animal and ev- 
ery kind of cooking technique. It will be 
fun. There are no meat books out there. 
People don’t understand meat, why you 
cook different pieces different ways and 
which cooking techniques are appropriate. 
It would be a resource book. 


And the East Coast Grill? Cary’s leaving 
the business June 1. My partner of 10 
years has decided to leave the business 
and stay at home with her new baby. I’m 
buying her out. I’m shocked but not sur- 


prised — she wants to have a life. I’m sad, 


scared, and excited. It’s basically going to 
be a whole new restaurant. We're tripling 
the size — Jake and Earl’s will be sub- 
sumed, and we're taking over the [nearby] 
Haitian restaurant, Chez Vous. Hopefully 
we'll open by late July, after closing for 
three or four weeks. 


What kind of changes are you going to 
make? We're going to grow it a little bit.

It’s 11 years old. I'd like to make it warm 
in the winter and cool in the summer. Have 
a place for people to hang their coats. We'll 
have more room. There will be some qui- 
eter spaces. I think customers have put up 
with a lot to eat there. We've been fortu- 
nate that we haven't had to change before, 
but we're going to add things. We're going 
to put a raw bar in. Do a lot of local 
seafood. In the past couple’of years, every- 
body's been trying to cook more vegetables, 
shorten the food chain. 

I know a lot about seafood, but I don’t 
know a lot about where it comes from or 
about fishermen. I'd like to go out on the 
boats. I don’t know a lot about the plight 
of the New England fisherman — when 
the species come and go, where they land. 

My professional efforts have branched 
out lately — cookbooks, two restaurants 
— and it’s a lot of work. It’s meant less 
time in the kitchen, and the effort under- 
way right now is to simplify things. As a re- 
sult of simplifying things, I will spend more 
time in the kitchen at the East Coast Grill.

it must be terrifying to do it all without 
Cary. Everything’s new. She’ll be missed 
unbelievably.

And I want [the seafood] kept in ice the 
whole time. I want to grill it and squeeze a 
little lime on jt. My goal is to have the 
friendliest, most knowledgeable staff, and 
promote New England seafood. I used to 
get into conversations with Jasper White 
(formerly of Jasper’s, now the executive 
chef at Legal Sea Foods) and Bruce 
Frankel (formerly the chef and owner of 
Panache and 798 Main Street), about 
cooks’ responsibilities to their areas. My 
connections were always to anywhere but 
Boston, but as I’ve matured as a cook, I 
believe in local stuff and working with lo- 
cal people. I want to be a local seafood 
joint. I’m excited and challenged. 

We’re in the hospitality industry. You 
spend a third of your time at work and a 
third of your time with your family, and it 
would be nice to go out to eat and share 
time with who you actually choose to share 
time with. I want to have an environment 
where you can experience good fellowship. I 
think that that’s the best a restaurant can be. 


plate presentation.” 


Are you going to be the chef there, siav- 
ing over a hot stove? Yes, but I’ve 
learned how to manage people. I don’t 
have to be in the kitchen at 11 a.m. and 
cook all day, but they’re my recipes, my 


’ stuff. I want to be the host. I’ve always 


thought of myself as a cook and a restau- 
rateur rather than as a chef. I’ve never 
thought of myself as a chef. 


What's the difference between a cook 
and a chef? To me a chef is a hotel guy, a 
more focused cooking guy. A guy who ob- 
sesses about water purity and plate pre- 
sentation. A guy who thinks about food 24 
hours a day. 


Does winning this award make you 
more excited to be in the kitchen? I’m 
honored to get the award, but I certainly 
don’t feet like I’m the best chef in the 
Northeast. And I’m honored to be associ- 
ated with the other people that have re- 
ceived this-award: Jasper White, Lydia 
Shire (chef and owner of Biba, in Bos- 


ton), Joanne Killeen and George Germon 
(chef/owners of Al Forno, in Providence), 
Todd English (chef and owner of Olive’s, 
in Charlestown), and Gordon Hamersley 

(chef and owner of Hamersley’s Bistro, in 
Boston). 

But there are a lot of people who get lost 
in this process. The best cooks in Boston, 
who started before they had these awards, 
are Bruce Frankel, Jimmy Burke (chef and 
owner of Tuscan Grill in Waltham), and 
Moncef Meddeb (chef and owner of 8 
Holyoke). What Jimmy did at the Harvest 
is the basis for what a lot of people do, and 
it’s certainly the basis for what I do. None 
of those guys have ever been nominated, 
and they’ve cooked as many great meals as 
anybody else in this city. These guys have 
been cooking for 20 years. 

Who are the best chefs in the Northeast? 
These guys — the chefs that I'll always look 
up to, the chefs that will always cook better 
than me — Jimmy, Bruce, and Moncef — I 
mean, they were doing it before I was doing 
it. They started it. There’s a legacy. OQ

God and man 
at Flynn’s 
Truck Stop

hat the chaplain is saying is, “Father, we want to thank 
W you for this opportunity to share your broken body with 

this couple,” but it’s hard to tell, since every few seconds 
another 18-wheeler goes roaring past the Restorer Chapel, making 
Bob, Bernice, the chaplain, the host, and the entire wedding party 
shudder in unison like leaves on a tree. 

Give them guidance in every tender and intimate adjustment to 
living together. WHOOSH. ‘This is it,’ quoth Adam. WHOOSH. 
The marriage bed must be a place of mutuality. WHOOSH. What 
the Lord hath made let no man put asunder. WHOOSH. 
WHOOSH. WHOOSH. 

Bob and Bernice, neighbors for a dozen years, sweethearts for 
one, have cause to complain about certain aspects of this ceremo- 
ny. For one thing, it’s happening in the back of a semi, evoking 
the uncomfortable memory of Bob’s first wife, Priscilla, who went 
into cardiac arrest two years ago in the cab of his tractor-trailer. 
For another, the chapel is not convenient to anything, unless you 
count the truck wash, the fuel pumps, the shower rooms, the CB 
repair shop, or the intersection of Routes 20 and 140. Then again, 
there are benefits, such as an abundance of parking. The bride 
and groom, for their part, appear satisfied. This is all part of the 
bargain when you get married at Flynn’s Truck Stop, where sa- 
cred unions come and go, but traffic is forever. 

Among long-haul drivers, who have been refueling here since 
1932, Flynn’s is known as a clean place. In its convenience store, 
Flynn’s sells the | ¥ jesus air freshener right next to the GIRLS 
GIRLS GIRLS air freshener, and it prominently features the universal 
anti-truck-stop-prostitute window sticker: NO LOT LIZARDS. The 
store doesn’t stock the type of magazines that, as Bob Hazlett puts 
it, “are conducive to bringing on additional things.” But the key 
influences are Chaplain Bob and Chaplain Bunny, who for two 
years have walked the length and breadth of their parish, fishing 
for souls in the parking lot.

By his own admission, Bunny O’Hare was once the kind of 
trucker who threw other truckers through walls. He drove a truck 
during the week and tended bar on the weekend. The “typical 
cowboy type,” he says. 

“I had a reputation as being ‘Don’t mess with me, because I'll 
rip off your head and put it in your back pocket,’” he says. “I was 
the kind of guy that I had a certain seat, and when | walked 
through the door they would get out of that seat. It was like a re- 
spect-type thing.” 

These days, it’s Chaplain Bunny, and he is the kind of chaplain 
who encourages truckers to weep openly. Certain truckers do 
weep, and copiously — a chaplain in Ohio told me that of the five 
truckers he had seen the day before, four burst into tears upon en- 
tering the chapel. One thing that O'Hare learned from his previ- 
ous ministries in a prison and on a military base is that many of 
the men who turn to him are simply starved for intimacy. 

“I can’t tell you how many times they've told me, ‘I’m 51 years 
old, and you’re the first man to ever hug me,’” says O’Hare, who 
is 54. “In 90 percent of the cases, these are men who never had 
close relationships with their fathers.” 

Like most Transport for Christ chaplains, O’Hare has seen both 
sides of truck-stop life, and uses that knowledge to nudge drivers 
toward the conversion experience. Transport for Christ — a mis- 
sionary agency to the trucking industry — gauges its success rate 
by the number of “decisions for Christ” made yearly in its chapels. 
For instance, as soon as the mobile chapel was parked, the num- 
ber of “first-time commitments” shot from about 50 per year to 
150. Among its 18 chapels, Transport for Christ recorded 645 
“decisions for Christ” in 1995. 


Sometimes, decisions for Christ are prompted by brushes with 
death, as in the case of the evangelist Joe Hunter, who flipped his 
18-wheeler 25 years ago and skidded so far that his freight of car- 
pets “tore the roof plumb off.” (“Two weeks later,” he says, “I 
turned my life over to Jesus.”) At the Restorer Chapel in Shrews- 
bury, decisions for Christ have been made en route to a topless 
bar down Route 20. Such conversions can be fairly dramatic. 

“A driver comes running through the door. Running. He says, 
‘I'm a Christian,’ he says, ‘but I got a problem. The other guys just 
invited me to the girlie joint up the road,’ ” O’Hare says: But be- 
tween that trucker and the bar was the Restorer Chapel. “He says, 
‘It was like a magnet just drew me right in.’ He says, ‘I had no 
control over my legs.’ And he came running right in.” 

“He thought he was going to go down to the topless bar and get 
drunk,” Hazlett recalls. “But that wasn’t what the Lord had 
planned for him.”

The Restorer Chapel has wheels on it and was once used for 
hauling furniture. Its evolution from container to tabernacle has 
been gradual. First came a set of JESUS IS LORD mudflaps. Then, 
atmospheric lighting. Then, when the Restorer joined the Trans- 
port for Christ fleet, its sides were painted with a verse from John 
and, in six-inch-high letters, PROCLAIMING A DYNAMIC GOSPEL TO A 
DYNAMIC INDUSTRY. It has never housed a wedding before Bob and 
Bernice’s, but from January to March it was the scene of some 14 
decisions for Christ. 

In its early incarnation, Transport for Christ consisted of a 
handful of tractor-trailers that drove the country’s highways offer- 
ing lectures on “the spiritual, emotional, and social needs peculiar 
to the trucking industry.” Chaplains would stay on the road for 
about 30 weeks out of the year, pulling into truck stops in a 48- 
foot trailer with a glowing red cross on its grille. Norm Ebersole 
drove the Guiding Light chapel for .six years. “That was a lone- 
some time, let me tell you,” he says. “That was your whole life, liv- 
ing in that trailer.” 

It all started in 1951, when Canadian evangelist James Keys 
conceived the idea en route to a Billy Graham meeting. Keys, who 
drove (and crashed) his first truck at the age of 13, is known as 
the Grandfather of Trucking Ministries. From his current min- 
istry, at the Road Angels Trucker Center on I-70, he recalls the 
sensation caused by the first mobile chapels. 

“I couldn't begin to tell you the things that happened in those 
first years,” he says. “I remember | was on 1-95, down at Doswell, 
pulling into Gerald’s Truck Stop, and a driver comes in and says, 
“You know, when I saw that fiery cross,’ he says,-‘l threw my bottle 
of liquor and my beer out the window.’ Another one comes in and 
says, ‘When I saw that rig on the highway, | thought the end was 
coming, and I stuck my finger down my throat and brought up my 
West Coast Turnarounds’ ” — trucker jargon for Benzedrine. 

(Keys left the ministry in disgrace on September 10; 1976, his 
reputation tainted by what Transport for Christ officials will de- 
scribe only as “a real bad situation.” As Keys tells it, he was ac- 
cused of embezzlement and given 10 minutes to clear out his 
desk. The following year, Keys founded the Association of Chris- 
tian Truckers. To this day, he denies any wrongdoing.) 

By now, insurance costs have made mobile chapels impractical. 
And, at any rate, stationary units have proven more successful. In 
order to change the tenor of their establishments, truck-stop owners 
have come forward with start-up funds. Since it first unhooked its 
trailers in 1976, Transport for Christ has built up its fleet to 18 per- 
manent chapels, including two in Canada and one, remarkably, on 
the outskirts of Moscow. Officials at Transport for Christ say 50 
other truck stops have put in requests. 
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Wedding guests squeeze into the chapel — a 48-foot trailer once used to haul furniture. 


Bob Thompson, who commissioned the first stationary chapel for his truck stop in Har- 
risburg, Pennsylvania, says the chapels are becoming more popular because of the influ- 


| ence they exert on the truck-stop community. Prostitutes, in particular, tend to avoid 
| truck stops with ministries. 


“Reversal is hard in anything, even in a little old simple habit,” Joe Hunter says. Still, 


| over time, the chapel can drive away the drug dealers, the lot lizards, and, perhaps most 
| important, the thieves who can ruin a place’s reputation. Truck-stop owners will tell you 
“it’s the presence of the chapel,” Hunter says. “It’s God’s presence.”

Long-haul truck drivers live disconnected lives. They are a workforce of three million 


| stuck with schedules that position them outside mainstream society. Independent owner- 
| Operators are home, on average, for six weekends a year; company drivers are lucky to get 
| home every three weeks. They sleep in the daytime, and criss-cross the country at night, 
| eight feet above the pavement. 


For many drivers, there are only three human types: drivers, dispatchers, and four- 
wheelers. The dispatcher is the ever-present demon, a disembodied voice routinely de- 
manding the impossible. Milo Hershberger, a Transport for Christ chaplain on I-76, 
says he chooses his clothes carefully so as not to be mistaken for one of that breed. For 


| instance, a suit and tie would be a mistake. “As far as [the drivers] are concerned, a 
| suit and tie is someone sitting behind a desk, and that could just as well be their dis- 


patcher,” he says. 

“Four-wheelers” refers to automobiles, but it can also mean the people who drive auto- 
mobiles. Asked about his position in American society, a trucker is likely to discuss road 
dynamics as if there were no other way to explain. When you’re driving an 80,000-pound 
truck for 12 hours a day, the highway is society. “They don’t understand the pressure 
you're under,” one driver told me. “They think you're a four-wheeler, like them. They 
don’t give you space on the road.” 

Truck drivers are often shut out for purely practical reasons. “Many churches are not 
able to serve the trucking community, because they don’t have the facilities, at least for | 
parking,” says Hazlett. And drivers’ feelings of separateness are often borne out by painful 
encounters with the world of the four-wheelers, where truckers are seen as undesirable. 

“| had a driver that came by, and he said he stopped in a church of his own denomina- 
tion. He had a pair of new jeans and a new shirt on. After the first hymn, they escorted | 
him out,” recalls Hershberger. “By the time he came to me, he didn’t even want to get | 
near a church.”

Truck stops are not inherently holy places. In some spots, prostitutes will knock 
on the window of your rig late at night. Offers of “commercial company” come siz- 
zling over the CB for the full length of the New Jersey Turnpike. At Hazlett’s last 
chapel, in Pennsylvania, he once saw 14 girls arrested for solicitation in ‘one night. 


| Drugs were readily available throughout the ’70s and ’80s, less for recreation than to 


boost productivity. 
Still, for the majority of drivers, the real enemy is solitude. It’s not as much the infi- 


| delity that breaks up truckers’ marriages as the time apart, says O’Hare. “They have a | 
| lot of time to think,” he says. “Satan uses that. When you think about the loneliness. 
| When he calls home, and there’s no answer. When he wonders where she is.” 


After a few years, the profit margin pales beside the personal sacrifices. One trucker | 
at Flynn’s recently drove in from Michigan with a 40,000-pound load, only to discover 


| that one bag of material was damaged. When the drop-off rejected his load, the driver 


spent two days waiting to be rerouted. Another driver walked up to the fuel desk and 


| learned from a telephone message of his wife’s death in an automobile accident. Long- | 


haul truckers tend to stay on the road for about 10 years, says Ed Flynn. After that, the 
thrill wears off. 
“It’s a hard life. Just bottom line, it’s a hard life,” said Paul, an owner-operator from 


| Bangor, Maine, who has been driving for 29 years. “When you're at it long enough, you’d 
| rather just be home sitting by the window, looking at the snow.” 


Transport for Christ offers religion as a way of living with the frustrations, as well as so- 


| liciting help in very specific cases. Hazlett uses the example of his own revelatory moment, 
| which occurred shortly after he was laid off from a job in the steel industry. 


“I had reached a point in my life where I couldn't make house payments. The source of 
my direction was God. He sustained us and brought us through, and we were able to 
bring the payments up-to-date,” he says. “I can go to God, and say, ‘God, I need a thou- 


| sand dollars.’ I’m not saying it will drop down out of the sky, but one can have faith that 


help will come. It brings you back to biblical concepts.” 

During their years of ministering to long-haul drivers, many truck-stop pastors have 
customized their gospel, altering words of hymns, for example, to include such con- | 
cepts as lane dividers and toll plazas. One master of this form is Gary Nussbaum, 
whose monthly column in Highway News ponders themes like, “You know, fellow 
truckers, | wonder how many of us are going through life like that guy in the hammer 
lane,” and the question of questions: “Are you ready to be called home by the Heavenly | 
Dispatcher?” 

Hazlett himself stays away from the highway metaphors, and concentrates on the mes- 
sage that the church is the only way to deal with a job that. combines massive power and 
massive powerlessness. To the driver grounded for a week in Shrewsbury while his per- 
sonal life collapses outside Baton Rouge and his dispatcher deliberates in Milwaukee, Ha- 
zlett offers one solution: faith. 

“It’s kinda out of your hands, and you're kinda in the middle of it. And to me this has to 
do with how we deal with life,” says Hazlett. “I tell them to turn that shipment over to 
God. He knows when a load is going to be delivered. He knows whether it’s going to be

Super-fresh sushi lifts 


this one above the crowd 


by Robert Nadeau 


kay. Einstein is in heav- 

en. He asks a passing 

stranger her IQ. She 

answers, “140.” Ein- 

stein says, “Great, I 
haven’t had a good discussion of relativity 
in decades.” He asks another newcomer. 
The answer is 150. Einstein says, “Terrif- 
ic, we can talk about quantum mechan- 
ics.” Einstein’s on a roll. He tries a third 
soul. The answer this time is 190. 

“Well, well,” says Einstein. “Let me 
ask you something. How come a neigh- 
borhood Thai or Chinese restaurant is 
never as good as the downtown places, 
but a neighborhood Korean or Japanese 
restaurant is?” 

No, Dr. Einstein, I don’t 
know either. The latest ex- 
ample is JP Seafood Café, 
the project of the second 
generation of a Korean- 
American family that start- 
ed by purchasing a fish 
store a few blocks down 
Centre Street. Take-out 
dinners, including little 
sushi assortments, became 
so important in that busi- 
ness that the restaurant be- 
came a logical next step. So 
now the family has an in- 
stantly successful restaurant 
with a fish store next door, 
in larger quarters. 

The Korean-Japanese 
thing is handled by assign- 
ing the dishes to two differ- 
ent chefs. The Japanese 
chef who takes care of the sushi is a fine 
talent, and the Korean chef turns out 
some highly competitive platters. 

We began with gyoza ($4.95) and shu- 
mai ($5.95). The former are the Korean 
version of Peking ravioli, with finer pasta 
and beef-vegetable or vegetable (cabbage- 
ginger is the flavor) fillings instead of 
pork. The latter are the Japanese improve- 
ments on a classic Cantonese, shrimp-fla- 
vored dim sum, being miniaturized to bay- 
scallop size and fried. Both are wowsers, 
as is the scallion pancake ($7.95), a thin- 
ner, larger, eggier, less greasy version of 
the Mandarin scallion pancake. 

Just to tour the sushi, we had a nigiri 
sushi deluxe ($18.95). Our platter had 
several quality touches, starting with the 
decision to stick entirely to finger-shaped 
nigiri sushi, except for one turret of fly- 
ing-fish roe. An unusual white-colored 
roe in a thin slice was new to me, as was 
the careful extra slicing on a surf clam. 
The chef used both sweet raw tiny 
shrimp and a cooked prawn, broiled eel, 
and raw salmon. My only quibbles with 
this platter were the large amount of 
wasabi (horseradish-flavored green mus- 
tard) spread on most pieces (a decision 
that should be left to the diners, with the 
mound of wasabi on the wooden platter), 
and the lack of the most expensive grade 
of dark tuna — which, in fairness, has 
been disappearing from sushi assort- 
ments all over Boston. 

Since the nigiri plate had no rolled 
sushi, we had a half-dozen California 
maki ($4.50) to see how the chef did with 
those popular avocado-crab rolls. And we 
were glad we did, as the tricky reverse 
roll, with the rice and sesame seeds and a 
few flying-fish eggs on the outside, 
looked great and tasted freshly made. 

On the Korean side of things, I was ex- 
tremely impressed with the bibimbop 
($9.95), a traditional medley of beef and 
vegetables, everything in distinct piles,

topped with a fried egg and flavored with 
a hot sauce based on sweet-bean paste. 
At the JP Seafood Café, the bibimbop is 
laid out with great attention to detail: the 
stir-fried beef in the center, surrounded 
by carrots, zucchini, spinach in sesame 
sauce, daikon radish, dried mushrooms, 
and such. The rice is in a bowl on the 
side, the hot sauce in another. 

Japchae ($9.95) are cellophane noodles 
with a mixture of vegetables: snap peas, 
carrots, Chinese cabbage, red and green 
bell peppers, cauliflower, mushrooms — 


all carefully underdone as for stir-fry. The | 


“seafood stirfry” ($11.95), a house spe- 
cialty, is much the same with scallops, 
clams, shrimp, phony crab, and (unadver- 
tised) squid — all fish-store fresh — in a 





mild, generically Asian sauce. This kind of | 


thing made Jae’s famous. 
A grilled red snapper 


fish, but a lot of it dried out 
in the cooking process. It 
was interestingly garnished 
not only with rice but with 
a careful assortment of tra- 
ditional Japanese pickles — 
sweet yellow turnip pickles 
(takuan), surprisingly 
bright-green cucumber, 
purple onion, and tiny car- 
rots. The teriyaki chicken 
($11.95) was many bone- 
less nuggets of breast meat, 
juicy and tender, coated 


seeds. The garnish was a 
couple of cubes of broiled 
tofu (very effective here), 
broccoli florets, carrots, 
and mushrooms. 

Seafood tempura ($12.95) is another

way to take advantage of the freshness of | 


the seafood while still getting a more veg- 
etables on one platter than a non-Asian 


seafood house ever serves. The tempura | 


was exceptionally well fried, not browned 
(tempura frying is done at lower temper- 
atures than Western deep-fat frying), yet 
crispy and free of residual grease. There 
is also a shrimp tempura ($12.95), and 
my recommendation for maximum fla- 
vor: the fish tempura ($10.95) made with 
white-fleshed fish in season. 


JP Seafood Café has yet to come up 


with desserts, but this is no hardship a 
block from Jamaica Plain’s own outlet of 
JP Licks, arguably the best ice-cream store 
in the hub of ice cream. Service at the café 
began quite well, despite crowds from ear- 
ly dinner well into the evening. The young 
managers are pleased with their accep- 
tance and success in what is still a neigh- 
borhood underserved by restaurants of 
quality. And cheap doesn’t hurt either.

I recently previewed Mushroom, a doc- 
umentary film by Angelica Allende Brisk 
and Rachel Libert. Although it touches 
on the culinary as well as the mystical, bi- 


ological, and psychedelic aspects of | 


mushrooms, it is the mushroom people 
who bring the film to life. I was once a 
member of the Boston Mycological Club, 
and in the sequences with officers of a 
couple West Coast mushroom clubs, | 
recognized all the types we had in the 
Boston club 20 years ago: the artist, the 
well-bred naturalist, the adventurer sam- 
pling mushrooms of unknown edibility. 
The only old friend who hasn’t been rein- 
carnated in this film was the Yankee lady 
I remember once saying, in reference to 
our despised rivals, the bird-watchers, 
“Well. No one ever risked being poisoned 
watching a bird.” When Mushroom plays 
on some odd half-hour of public televi- 
sion, don’t miss it. QO

Let’s talk comedy. As in the lack thereof. So you’ve done the comedy-club circuit, been made fun of 
at Def Comedy Jam, and had it up to here with the stiffs on Saturday Night Live. Looking for some- 
thing . . . well, funnier that won’t empty your wallet? Go no farther than the Central Square T-stop 
on the Red Line, to the Cantab Lounge, home of the Id. 

Although Freud might not approve, the Id are making a name for themselves. Formed last year at 
cast member Brett Duggan’s Christmas party, the improvisational comedy troupe has undergone sev- 
eral cast changes before settling on the current five-person roster.

“When people ask me about the punk rock 
that’s happening today, I tell them that it’s 
more of a teenage thing than what we were 
doing back in 1977,” explains 38-year-old 
singer-songwriter Penelope Houston. “Back 
then it was more of a cultural thing. We were 
breaking down the doors of the old rock, 
storming the halls of culture, and spray- 
painting the walls.” 

Houston, who brings her acoustic-based 
band to Mama Kin next Sunday, was just 
growing out of her teens when she stormed the 
halls of culture with politically charged San 
Francisco punk band the Avengers in 1977. 
But she abandoned the raw overdrive of that 
band for the softer shadings of mandolin, 


_ autoharp, strings, and acoustic guitars more 


than a decade ago. She’s still prone to spike a 
sweet lullaby like the title track of her major- 
label debut, Cut You (Reprise), with a barbed 
lyric like “Now your time has come/I’m going 
to cut you/Like I should have done a long time 
ago” — she’s even pictured with knife in hand 
on the CD cover. But she no longer has to raise 
her voice.to get the point across. * 

“I was tired of screaming at the top of my 
lungs,” she admits. “I wanted to hear different 
instruments . . . that’s one of the reasons I 
avoided the electric guitar for so long. They 
can be such a cliché. I guess 
I always wanted to avoid that 
— the rock cliché. That’s 
what drew me to punk in the 
first place. But when punk 
turned to hardcore, it became 
a place that women didn’t 
really want to hang out any- 
more.” 

The Avengers released one 
brilliant EP, Avengers (White 
Noise), during their short 
career. The posthumous ret- 
rospective Avengers (CD 
Presents) came out in 1983. Three years later 
Houston launched her second musical career 
by releasing a bright, poppy single on her own 
label, id records. Five full-lengths followed on 
indie or foreign labels Birdboys 
(Subterranean), The Whole World (Heyday), 
and Silk Purse, Crazy Baby, and karmal apple 
(all on the German label Normal) — before 
Reprise finally signed her. 

For Cut You, Houston and bandmates 
Meletios Pappas (guitar/mandolin), Eliot 
Nemzer (guitar), Steven Strauss (bass), and 
Kevin Mummey (drums) re-recorded 8 of 
their best old tunes and added six new ones. 
The disc opens with the sweet rush of “Secret 
Sign,” a hesitant love song that sets Houston’s 
lovely voice against a solid backbeat and 
wraps it in a warm blanket of jangly guitars 
and melancholy organ tones. “Locket” offers 
a jazzy Brazilian backdrop for Houston’s tale 
of troubled romance. And “Glad I’m a Girl” is 
a playful, rockin’ ode to womanhood with 
lyrics that borrow a device or two from the 
classic “Rock Around the Clock.” 

Houston hasn’t totally forsaken her punk 
past. She’s been known on occasion to play 
the Avengers tune “Corpus Christi” live. And 
even if it’s not her style anymore, she still 
enjoys a good blast of revved-up rock. “I went 
out to see Bikini Kill and Team Dresch the 
other night and it was amazing. If I was work- 
ing at a label, I’d definitely be signing bands 
like that. And if I had teenage kids, I'd rather 
have them listening to Green Day than to 
some 40-year-old heavy-metal guys.”

for John Schlesinger’s movie, which is 
pleasantly untidy while you’re watching it 
but comes together in your head after- 
ward. Malcolm Bradbury did the hilarious 


| (and faithful) adaptation of the Stella Gib- 


bons novel, which was published in 1932 
and has maintained its reputation through 


| the decades as a small classic of eccentric 


British humor. The book is a kind of goof-

the woodshed.” (This traumatic — and 
vague — childhood experience conve- 
niently excuses her from all normal hu- 
man interaction.) Judith Starkadder 
(Eileen Atkins) dotes on her handsome 
son Seth (Rufus Sewell), who spends his 
time seducing local maidens and going to 
the movies. Judith’s husband, Amos (lan 
McKellen), is a self-ordained minister 
who leads a congregation called the 
Brethren, condemning them to certain 
hellfire while they quiver in response. 
(Their heads bob as if fastened to their 
torsos with loose springs.) The inhabi- 
tants of Cold Comfort Farm also include 
scarlet-faced old Adam (Freddie Jones), 
who tends to the cows, and Elfine (Maria 
Miles), who flits about the estate like a 
caped fairy in an elementary-school play, 
reciting poetry.

t's Impossible 


Brian De Palma and Tom 
Cruise stray from their Mission

or a few moments during 

its opening-credit se- 

quence, Brian De Palma’s 

Mission: Impossible seems 

poised to capture some of 
the excitement promised by its in- 
escapable hype. A fuse burns across the 
screen and a pulsing montage of key mo- 
ments in the movie dances to the relent- 
less theme song. You've seen it before. 
Not only was it the opening for every 
episode of the slick and savvy '60s spy 
show on which the film is based, it’s also 
virtually identical to the grabby, ubiqui- 
tous trailer promoting it. 

What follows, though, is less than elec- 
trifying. Tortured and implausible plotting, 
strained banter, contrived set pieces, over- 
wrought and tedious technology, and a 
frenetic but wooden narrative can’t con- 
ceal the film’s essential emptiness and 
confusion. The characters consist of 
clichés and tics; even De Palma’s flamboy- 
ant style is, with a few eye-popping excep- 
tions, seldom on view. 

Three things that have arisen since the 
end of the TV series handicap any attempt 
to bring Mission: Impossible to the big 





screen: the end of the Cold War, advances 
in computer technology, and Tom Cruise. 
The first renders the cloak-and-dagger 
conventions and conflicts of the genre into 
a formal exercise. The second compels the 
filmmakers to spend about as much time 
shooting people in front of keyboards and 
computer screens as I’m spending in front 
of mine writing this review. And the third 
means we must ogle Cruise’s vulpine, cal- 
low grin in every frame. 

He’s Ethan Hunt, “point man” for the 
Impossible Mission Force. He and his 
dimly defined cronies, headed by Jim 
Phelps (Jon Voight, spookily effective in 
the old Peter Graves role), are assigned 
to apprehend a renegade agent in the act 
of stealing a computer disc from the 
Prague Embassy. In a scenario similar to 
the opening of True Lives but without the 
wit and excitement (the action consists 
of arty POV shots and Emilio Estevez 
desperately hacking on a laptop), a dis- 
guised Hunt and company infiltrate an 
embassy function only to discover it’s an 
ambush. Everyone is killed except for 
Hunt, and as agency head Kittredge (a 
reptilean and under-exploited Henry 
Czerny) informs him, he’s the prime 
suspect as the traitor. 

Disavowed by the agency, Hunt seeks 
the real mole — a Biblically monikered 
entity named Job who’s dealing with a 
British arms dealer named Max (a shame- 
less Vanessa Redgrave, flirting grotesquely 
with Cruise and cooing her lines as if they 
were from A Midsummer's Night Dream). 
In exchange for Job’s identity, he agrees to 
provide Max with a list of CIA undercover 
agents, which he must spring from the 
heart of CIA headquarters in Langley, Vir-

ginia. Putting together a team of other 
“disavowed” agents (Jean Reno as a knife 
expert, Ving Rhames as another damned 
computer specialist), he puts his plan into 
motion. 

Ho-hum. Had De Palma utilized some 
of the extraordinary acting talent in his 
cast (a cruelly used Kristin Scott-Thomas 
and Emmanuelle Béart, to name two), 
making us care for his characters, these 
high jinks might have meant something 
Instead, only Cruise is showcased, and he 
hasn’t been as insufferably full of himself 
since Top Gun. Neither are the stunts in 
Mission: Impossible nearly as engrossing 
as in that film; they divert mostly because 
they’re hard to follow. 

But De Palma never bores for long. He'll 
amaze eventually if only through sheer ab- 
surdity, as when a nodding Cruise mistakes 
fellow agent and spurious love interest

But | can’t 
imagine how a lover of the novel 


Schlesinger’s choices, or Brad- 
bury’s. The movie doesn’t have a 
graceful arc because the book 
lacks one — Gibbons needed to 
tie up all the loose ends to make 
Flora’s reorganization of the 
farm complete, and not all of her 
transformations are as satisfying 
as the one she works on Elfine. 
The film offers the less refined 
pleasures of caricature and 
knockabout humor, but it also 
provides some moments so mad 
and airy that they float up like 
helium balloons — like Seth bid- 
ding farewell to the Starkadder 
bull, Big Business, before leaving 
home to seek his fortune. Cold 
Comfort Farm is great fun. = 


Claire (Béart) for 
the bloody 
specter of her 
husband Phelps.

On a black and 
white monitor a figure who looks a bit like 
Martin Landau interrogates a spy while a 
woman who looks a bit like Barbara Bain 
is sprawled, bloody and lifeless, on a bed. 
The spy spills his information, and the 
mask is taken off to reveal Tom Cruise, as 
the set is dismantled to reveal a studio. 
From then on, the mask is taken off Mis- 
sion:. Impossible; what's left is tawdry, 
derivative, overhyped, but still more 
amusing than infuriating. OQ

Beth Harrington’s Madonna 
and other near-miracles

oston videomaker Beth 
Harrington has a 
crowd-pleasing hit on 
her hands with The 
Blinking Madonna & 
Other Miracles — five years in the mak- 
ing, Federico Fellini (the on- 
screen Harrington looks un- 
cannily like Juliet of the Spirits’ 
star Giulietta Masina) meets 
Sleepless in Seattle. But the 
very first audience for this 
non-fiction charmer, playing 
May 29 through June 2 at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, was, 
Harrington avows, the tough- 
est she'll face. Before her was 
“a sea of priests and nuns, and if you 
grew up Catholic, you can recognize a 
nun even when she’s in street clothes.” 

The occasion was a weighty confer- 
ence on gender at Notre Dame Universi- 
ty, and, to Harrington’s surprise, the 
gathered Catholic academics really liked 
her autobiographical video. No one in the 
Q&A challenged Harrington’s satiric re- 
creations of her 1960s parochial-school 
childhood under “Julie Andrews nuns,” 
or her voice-over confession to being a 
“recovering Catholic,” or a scene in 
which the unmarried filmmaker shows 
herself partaking of the flesh (“a couple 
of seconds on screen with this handsome 
French guy”). Nobody at Notre Dame 
even raised an objection to Harrington’s 
unhidden agnosticism about the central 
Catholic “miracle” of her film, one that 
she herself occasioned. 

As the fable goes, Harrington shot 
video footage at the August 1991 reli- 
gious feast of the Italian Madonna del 
Soccorso di Sciacca Society in her North 
End neighborhood and then donated the 
tape to members of the society. What 
they saw there was an equivalent of the 
holy happenings at Fatima: their statue of 
the Madonna, which normally reigns qui- 
etly in their club, seemed to blink on 
video! Hallelujah! But what Harrington 
saw, as she gently informed her trans- 
fixed friends, was a technical glitch, a 
disruption of her camera’s autofocus

SOMEONE ELSE’S AMERICA 


The xenophobes mobilizing against immi- 
gration aren’t going to be much swayed by 
Goran Paskaljevic’s Someone Else's Amer- 
ica, but fans of whimsical sentiment might 
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awakening the plaster-of-paris Virgin. 

An end to the miracle? Not if the Herald 
could help it — the newspaper ran with a 
front-page tabloid story. Soon the North 
End was swarming with Catholic pilgrims 
crossing under I-93 to see first-hand the 
Blinking Madonna. Or the videotape of the 
Blinking Madonna. 

That's a major thread of Harrington’s 
video: a good-natured re-cre- 
ation of those exciting days in 
the North End. But another 
thread, just as compelling, is 
Harrington’s own story dur- 
ing this period, in which a 
long-time live-in boyfriend 
had moved out on her. Lonely 
and depressed, she reached 
out toward the Italian-Ameri- 
can community. Had she fi- 
nally broken through to her neighbors, 
who, though she moved to the North 
End at the beginning of the 1980s, re- 
garded her forever as an Outsider? 

For her re-enactment, Harrington used 
lots of Italian-American locals being their 
colorful selves, improvising their dialogue. 
For our interview, Harrington offers me a 
quick tour of her North End film locales, 
including the J&B Variety Store on Cooper 
Street (“The women here scrutinized me as 
I tried to ingratiate myself”) and the social 
club at North and Lewis where the no- 
longer-blinking Madonna resides. Harring- 
ton waves to Guy Martignetti, salami-slic- 
ing proprietor of Salumeria Italiana. “He 
plays himself, someone skeptical when I say 
how well I belong in this neighborhood.” 

Our tour includes a stop on Harring- 
ton’s rooftop. That’s where, during her 
gloomiest time, secular angels miraculous- 
ly appeared: three fancy-free European 
airline employees, new tenants in her 
building. Including that sexy Frenchman. 

The latter story — Sensitive Single 
Woman Alone in the City — opens up a 
whole other audience for The Blinking 
Madonna; and several enormously suc- 
cessful screenings in recent weeks have 
been at women’s film’s festivals, includ- 
ing Boston’s own fest at the Brattle. Says 
Harrington, “Three women came up to 
me at the Brattle, middle-aged women 
who thought they’d be in a different 
place. They said, “You told our story!’ ”

SILENT WITNESS 


“Anything that’s changed here is a falsifi- | 
cation of history,” says survivor Tadeusz | 
Szymanski at the Dachau Memorial Site | 
as he points to a hideous pile of decom- | 
posing shoes once belonging to Holocaust | 
victims. But what happens when the shoes 
disintegrate? What becomes of the story 
when the storytellers die off? These are di- 
rector Harriet Witchel’s concerns. She 
proposes that Dachau’s preservation — 
like Auschwitz and Plotzensee — must be 
preserved, and that its preservation must 
be fought for, lest it slip into a slow, revi- 
sionistic death. 

There are problems. A tour of the 
Dachau site today includes very little of 
the area originally used (like the SS bar- 
racks now housing the Munich police). 
And the Carmelite nuns — who have the 
unfortunate habit of setting up convents 
on every mass grave and execution site 
from Dachau to Plotzensee — don't 
help matters. Witchel’s 74-minute docu- 
mentary can at times sap your spirits 
with its dank imagery and sobering testi- 
monies. But it’s strangely empowering 
as well to know that you walk away from 
it a potential messenger. At the Coolidge 
Corner.

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Politics as usual 


Joshua Seftel’s documentary 
takes on the Kennedys

TAKING ON THE KENNEDYS: A BE- 
HIND-THE-SCENES LOOK AT THE

n 1994, 26-year-old Patrick 
Kennedy — the fresh-faced, ado- 
lescent-looking son of the Bay 
State’s favorite senator, Ted 
Kennedy — launched his first cam- 
paign for national office, vying for a 
Rhode Island congressional seat against 


| political neophyte Kevin Vigilante, a 39- 
| year-old physician with a community ser- 


vice record as long as his arm. Ill-prepared 
for the rough and tumble of political cam- 
paigning, Vigilante brandished lofty ideals, 


| naively swearing off the mudslinging tac- 





tics most voters claim to deplore. 
Kennedy, on the other hand, -rolled up his 
sleeves and faced the business of politics 
head-on, delegating fundraising duties to 
his famous relatives and deploying nega- 
tive TV ads from the start. Predictably, 
Kennedy won, proving that money, clout, 


| organization, and strategic savvy (not to 


mention his family’s potent mystique) are 
still an unbeatable combination — regard- 


| less of the Kennedy-of-the-moment’s lack 


of experience. 
To Boston filmmaker Joshua Seftel, the 
Kennedy factor in this race was secondary 


| to the overall sleaze factor that dominates 


American electoral politics. His documen- 
tary Taking On the Kennedys — which 
airs this Tuesday on the PBS series P.O.V. 
— is a behind-the-scenes log of the entire 
campaign, shot from within the Vigilante 
camp. Armed only with his Hi-8 video 
camera, Seftel (a veritable one-man band 
who conceived, directed, and produced 
the film on his own) trails Vigilante from 
meeting to press conference to fundraiser 
to debate, as he receives “the political edu- 
cation of a lifetime” — the hard way, We 
watch the candidate press the flesh, at- 
tending (to be precise) “six parades, 20 
festivals, dozens of supermarkets, 50 se- 
nior centers, and one nail-pounding con- 
test;” we also see him bullied by his cam- 
paign handlers, outgunned by an expen- 
sive barrage of negative ads, and so over- 
worked he reneges on his unrealistic 
promise to continue seeing patients at the 
clinic he founded for HIV-positive women. 

If Seftel’s film lacks perspective, at 
times, it’s also refreshingly free of didactic, 
interpretive commentary, blathering “talk- 
ing heads,” and the like: what you see is 
what you get. Grainy and faux-amateurish, 
it’s brilliantly edited, a cinéma-vérité pas- 
tiche that evolves into a psychological pro- 
file of both candidates, and an exposé of

| ceived “the political education of a lifetime.” 
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the process. Vigilante emerges as sincere, 
but naive and not very political, scarcely 
committed to his Republican party’s agen- 
da — an easy target for Kennedy’s allega- 
tions that he’s not his own man, a patsy 
for the AMA and other moneyed lobbying 
organizations. Kennedy at first comes 
across as “a nice kid” (Vigilante’s words); 
soon, though, it becomes clear that he has 
only the vaguest belief in the liberal ideals 
his family stands for — he’s long on savvy, 
short on substance. His high-school co- 
caine addiction becomes an issue, as does 
his status as a material witness in the 
William Kennedy Smith trial once Vigi- 
lante finally decides to sling mud. 

As the campaign gets uglier, Seftel’s dry 
wit zeros in on some wonderfully humor- 
ous moments. Consider his footage of 
Mary Ann Sorrentino, a liberal Democrat 
and the dowager grande dame of Provi- 
dence talk radio, mercilessly pitting her- 
self, bulldog-like, against the over-privi- 
leged Kennedy: “Wake up, Patrick,” she 
opens her show, “it’s 11:33 a.m., you’re 
supposed to be out shaking hands!” Or the 
irony of the sequence in which a horde of 
reporters, some from national networks 
and the Today Show, cover Caroline 
Kennedy’s arrival in Providence to help 
her cousin raise money while just two local 
journalists attend a press conference Vigi- 
lante calls on the.same day. This film 
works well as nuanced political satire, but 
it also makes for good entertainment, if 
you like theater of cruelty. 

For a self-taught cinematographer 
who’s no older than Patrick Kennedy him- 
self, Taking On the Kennedys is a remark- 
able piece of work. Already touted as a 
wunderkind for his first film, Lost and 
Found, a documentary on the plight of Ro- 
mania’s orphans that was nominated for a 
national Emmy, Seftel is incredibly re- 
sourceful, a man who hasn’t let discour- 
agement stand in his way. After graduating 
from Tufts in 1990 and making little 
headway in the job market (qualified to 
teach high-school French, he was also 
seeking entry-level film-production assign- 
ments), he made the decision to shoot Lost 
and Found on his own. He raised $2000, 
borrowed a camera, and hopped on a 
plane. The rest is film history. 

Taking On the Kennedys was an outlet 
for Seftel’s conscientious political views 
and his sympathy for the underdog. He 
cautions that it’s not “in any way a parti- 
san film” or a film about the Kennedys per 
se, though he recognizes their lasting hold 
on the public imagination. “I believe 
strongly in what that family stands for,” he 
asserts, “but the film is not about my be- 
liefs or opinions. It’s more about what I 
observed of the state of electoral politics in 
general — the slow corruption, the role of 
money, name recognition, and negative 
ads. The Kennedys have 
become an emblem of po- 
litical know-how.” Thanks 
to his own robust initiative, 
Seftel’s low-budget, neo- 
noir work is sure to be-

ive people hurl themselves 
through the air and crash 
face-front into a rectangular 
red wall. A man and a wom- 
an bound off the floor and 
slam belly to belly on a square blue mat, 





| locking like two lovers. Two men in right- 
| angle sits — backs straight, legs out- 


stretched — bang back-first into a pair of 
red-and-yellow plywood panels set in a gi- 
ant V. A woman swan-dives from high 
atop a scaffolding platform and plummets 
into a hard-foam cushion. Throughout, 
mikes in the floor and the walls blast the 
smash of muscle against wood, the crunch 
of limb against limb. Those are some of 
the sights and sounds of Elizabeth Streb’s 
Streb/Ringside, an eight-member dance 
troupe that Dance Umbrella brought to 
the Emerson Majestic Theatre last week- 
end in a no-holds-barred program of eight 
pieces called Popaction. 

Streb’s aesthetic is not only gravity-defy- 
ing, it’s almost dance-defying: she blends 
acrobatics with concept to create kinestheti- 
cally assaultive works that not only create 
no illusion but forgo images and most dy- 
namic conttast in the bargain. Yet despite 
their hard-hittingness (the primary sensa- 
tion is of bodies ramming into things), they 
are far from gratuitous exponents of vio- 
lence or acts of derring-do executed to 
shock. Rather, there’s a keen intelligence at 
work behind all the noise: Streb is obsessed, 
she says, with the “authenticity of action” 
— with, almost literally, paring dance down 
to the bone to expose the forces, and the 
time and space requirements, of movement. 
She adheres to that mission in a variety of 
ways: by having many dancers vie to occupy 
a single wall or spring-laden cushion 
(1991's Wall and 1994’s Bounce respective- 
ly), by exploring the movement possibilities 
in a severely limited space (1985's Little 
Ease), by applying different types of bodily 
force to build and break down a structure 
(1993’s Surface), and by investigating the 
parameters of balance (1995’s Rise) and the 
relationship of bodies shooting into and out 
of space (1995’s Up). 

If none of that sounds visually pleasing in 
the traditional sense, it’s not — though on 
occasion the juxtaposition of body parts 
(say, a dancer caught horizontally in the 


| crooks of the knees of two others who are 


dangling vertically from a wall) makes you 
laugh. Streb’s pieces resonate because of 
their physical, not their visual, muscle; their 


| subjects are energy and work and accelera- 


tion and power — more the stuff of physics 
than of art. What stays in your mind after 
the lights go out are not shapes and patterns 
but colors: the sharp red of Wall, the yellow 
and neon blue of Up, the hot white of Little 
Ease. What stays in your body are punches. 
Consider Little Ease, perhaps the best 


| piece on the program, and Bounce, one of 
| the most complex. The first, a solo for 





Streb, takes place in a small rectangular 
box (maybe half Streb’s height) placed high 
above the stage. Inside, the choreographer 
crouches, slams onto her side, plasters her 









chest to the “ceiling” and walks up a “wall,” | 


then turns an aborted somersault (she gets 
no further than her head on the floor and 
her feet up) into a flat-footed walk along 
the length of the ceiling. What makes the 
piece work so well is the sheer cleverness 
that accompanies the idea driving it. 
Bounce, on the other hand, is strictly the 
embodiment of an idea; as Streb herself 
puts it in her program note, the piece is 
about “situations where there is not 
enough time and not enough space but 
you do the move anyway.” Seven dancers 
throw themselves into flips and back hand- 
springs, dives and cartwheels and cannon- 
ball jumps as they fly hither and thither — 
vertically, horizontally, diagonally — 


across a spring-laden mat before they land | 
splat. They ascend in one direction and | 
come down in another, as if executing | 


whole-body tour jetés. Timing is key-— 
shouts of “Go” ricochet as each an- 


nounces his or her takeoff. Bounce is a liv- | 


ing, breathing study of perception (how do 
I judge when to go?) and chance (what 
keeps us from crashing?) and trust. 

Surface and Up, too, aim to give life to 
an idea. The action in Surface centers on 
two plywood panels that the seven dancers 
manipulate as they move. Here it’s not just 
people crashing and falling, but 80-pound 
pieces of wood as well. Hanging on to the 
panels’ top edge, two dancers — with 
split-second timing — slam flat on their 
backs, pulling the panels down with them: 
One man walks tightrope-style along the 
pushed-together edges of the wood, which 
are held in place by others. As the holders 
open the structure into a wide V, the walk- 
er’s legs split precariously — till he barks 
out “Up” and can regain his equilibrium. 
It’s all an experiment with the forces of ac- 
tion: how people and things occupy and 
vacate spaces, how their interplay builds 
and unbuilds structures. 

Up uses an Olympic-size trampoline and 
a pipe grid suspended above it to introduce 





force with a whole different quality. The six | 


dancers, dropping from scaffolding plat- 
forms way above ground, bound off the 


trampoline and whoosh past one another | 
high, then low, in a column of air. Again, | 


timing is everything: an improperly timed 
descent could cause a major collision. Up 
is the only piece on the program with a 
“score” (by Matthew Ostrowski with Mark 
Ainger): sensors in the trampoline set off 
sounds of clanging and banging and booms 
as the dancers let fly; in Streb’s hands, 
even something as soft as the rebound of a 
trampoline has the aural impact of dishes 
smashing. That’s because she sees near- 
misses as a part of the natural order, and 
because she revels in the survival instinct 
that (most of the time) keeps her dancers 
safe. Hence her watchword: “To fly, you’ve 
got to be able to take the hit.” Q

of I Hate Hamlet and Jeffrey — is a hilari- 
ous and (gleefully) audacious writer. The 
Naked Eye may plot an unlikely collision 
course, but its crack-ups will crack you up. 
No, the underloved wife of a starchy Fami- 
ly Values flogger would not come waltzing 
into the studio of a notorious prick-and- 
piercings photographer and chat with him, 
however reluctantly, as he hung naked on 
a cross. But given that one does so here, a 
stone would cackle when she dresses him 
down for his assumption that Republicans 
are without libido: “Do you think homo- 
sexuals and minorities have a monopoly on 
the orgasm?” she bristles. To which he 
replies, “Of course. It’s our golf.” 

The unlikely sparrers are art maven 
and political wife Nan Bemiss and enve- 
lope-pushing shock-shutterbug Alex 
DelFlavio. As Rudnick’s satire opens, 
Nan, in chic Chanel, has arrived on the 
morning of the gala opening of Alex’s 
first big uptown show to ask that he re- 
move just three photographs (including 
the one of the towering African-American 
organ) from the exhibit to appease her 
husband, Pete, who will be using the par- 
ty to celebrate clinching the presidential 
nomination. What, one can’t help but 
wonder, is the apparently less offensive 
subject matter of the rest of the exhibit? 
Small, unthreatening, heterosexual, Re- 
publican dicks? 

Since The Naked Eye is not a tract on 
censorship, the issue of the offending pic- 
tures is not resolved by artistic capitulation

or grandstanding. Instead, heartbreak 
(Pete is having an affair with a centerfold) 
and a sudden urge to shell-break induce 
Nan to pose nude for DelFlavio. But not 
before a lot of fun is had with a couple of 
callow, opportunistic art-world journalists: 
DelFlavio’s black lesbian separatist assis- 
tant (and recent parolee), Mumbali; and 
the play’s richest character, Nan and 
Pete’s young-society-matron daughter Sis- 
sy, whose non-stop gibbering would put a 
magpie to shame. (She is also sufficiently 
out of it to think the giant-cock canvas a 
picture of a “lonely tree.”) 

“Shock your life,” Alex admonishes Nan 
early on. And that seems, to some extent, 
to be Rudnick’s message. The Naked Eye 
is billed as a farce, out to lambaste hypo- 
critical politicians, rich Republicans, fame- 
worshipping artists, the marketplace men- 
tality of Left and Right, and the whole 
concept of political correctness. But the 
play is neither savage nor anarchic, in the 
manner of true farce. It’s more like snap- 
py. And Rudnick is at heart a sentimental- 
ist, as evinced by the AIDS-age romantic 
comedy Jeffrey, which studded hilarious 
comic set pieces around a central, misty 
core of saying-yes-to-love. Here it is sug- 
gested that, in a world numbed by empty 
and dangerous sex, not to mention duplic- 
ity and hucksterism, it is love that is 
shocking. In the end, the play’s most 
bridge-burning act is performed by its one 
true, if stiffly coiffed, romantic. By con- 
trast, DelFlavio’s attempts at shock, from 
his art to his AIDS-flaunting, are calculat- 
ed and self-serving. 

Not so Rudnick’s — they’re just unsuc- 
cessful. But what The Naked Eye lacks in 
intended edge, it makes up for in amuse- 
ment, thanks to both Rudnick’s jokes 
(“What’s the difference between trash and 
art?” “Color film.”) and the merry Ameri- 
can Repertory Theatre production. The 
latter is helmed by Rudnick’s frequent col- 
laborator, Christopher Ashley, who direct- 
ed both the stage and screen versions of 
Jeffrey, as well as an earlier version of this 
piece called The Naked Truth and pro- 
duced at New York’s WPA Theatre two 
years ago. From that staging come Mary 
Beth Peil, who won an Obie for Nan Be- 
miss, and J. Smith-Cameron, who is a 
chirping stitch as Sissy. 

Peil, too, is a wonder — how could she 
have been such a zero as Gertrude in the 
recent Huntington Theatre Company 
Hamlet and turn up such a hot ticket here, 
gamely executing every comic turn-on-a- 
dime from dignity to ditziness, gentility to 
lust? In the second act, when Sissy pi- 
geonholes Nan as “perfect,” Peil’s 
voice swoops down about an octave: 
“Don’t ever say that again.” As good as 
Peil is, it struck me that this would be a 
great showcase for ‘the much fhore 
dangerous Elaine Stritch. 

Newcomer Neil Maffin — who gets 
points for spending much of the open- 
ing scene relaxedly sporting a penis not 
his own — makes DelFlavio a sort of 
Warhol-as-Jesus figure, cold, coaxing, 
cocky, yet ethereal. (Actually, 
DelFlavio is a great admirer of Jesus; 
“Die young, die naked, and leave a 
great logo!” the artist exults from his 
living-room cross.) 

From the home team, Jeremy Geidt 
— who, being English, is somewhat 
implausible as an American presidential 
contender — manages to be both 
suave and ugly as Pete Bemiss. Thomas 
Derrah and Francine Torres do a 
bravura duet as the married, but one 
shudders to think intimate, couple who 
edit an avant-garde art magazine and 
swoop in to muscle DelFlavio into pho- 
tographing the birthday party of their 
six-year-old (“little Guernica”). And 
Rudnick and Ashley are justified to 
think they struck paydirt while mining 
the ART Institute for Advanced The- 
atre Training: as Mumbali, whose 
quirks include a psychotic reaction to 
bad French, Pamela Hart exhibits tim- 
ing as ace as her toughness; and Cheryl 
Kenan brings all the right assets to 
candidate Pete’s centerfold squeeze, a 
sort of cross between Loretta Lynn and 
Barbi Benton. 

Neither does The Naked Eye, despite 
its title, lack spectacle. Derek 
McLane’s sets — both downtown loft, 
with its blood-red elevator door, and 
uptown concrete-palace gallery, with 
its generically logo’d restrooms — are 
impressive. And Catherine Zuber’s cos- 
tumes, from dildo to Chanel, are apt, 
with Sissy’s gala gown a witty combi- 
nation of little-girl-lost and Joan 
Rivers. In short, The Naked Eye may 
not shoot daggers, but it does a pretty 
good job of winking. Q

That, of course, is before the first-scene 
fashion makeover, in which cocksure 
Louie Falco persuades flaky Joey Pug to | 
see the Armani light. The joke (or perhaps 
the philosophic lesson) is that, as the play | 
progresses from one fanciful scene to an- 
other, Louie, no matter what wrap or rap | 
you hang on him, proves incapable of 
transformation, whereas dopy Joey’s a reg- 
ular, and increasingly authoritative, 
chameleon. But what gives the play its 
charm is the way in which New-York-to- 
the-bone Louie and his ragtag protégé dis- | 
cuss everything from a well-executed hair- | 
cut to a well-executed execution with the | 
same soulless, streetwise sincerity.

O’Neill’s Long Day is Ron 


Daniels’s ART swan song

ong Day’s Journey into Night 
might seem an unlikely 
choice for Ron Daniels at 
the American Repertory 
Theatre. Since joining the 
company in 1991, he has been the resident 
| Shakespearean, mounting visually stun- 
ning productions of Hamlet, the Henriad, 
and, earlier this season, The Tempest. 
Chekhov, Brecht, and a handful of new 
plays have rounded out his directing work 
in Cambridge, so Eugene O’Neill’s decid- 
| edly American classic would seem to be a 
| departure. “It doesn’t feel like a departure 
| at all,” Daniels says as we sit in his office 
overlooking Brattle Street. “I have been 
very interested in American realism for a 
long time. When and if I run my own the- 
ater in America, I will be looking much 
| more at the great American classics.” 
| Daniels would very much like to run his 
| own theater someday, but right now his 
| sights are set on a different adventure. 
Next month, he leaves his post as associate 
artistic director and head of ART’s Insti- 
| tute for Advanced Theatre Training to 
| pursue a full-time freelance directing ca- 
reer. He looks forward to the “big change” 
| with an appropriate mixture of excitement 
| and trepidation. “It’s something I have to 
do now. Already things are lining up as a 
whole series of firsts, as opposed to more 
of the same. I am scheduled to do my first 
| opera [Mozart’s The Shepherd King for 
| Boston Lyric Opera in the fall], to make 
| my debut in New York [Naomi Wallace’s 
| One Flea Spare at the Joseph Papp Public 
Theatre next winter], and possibly to do 
my first movie. It’s tremendously exciting, 
| though tinged with the feeling of leaving a 
_ lot of good friends.”

Daniels identifies himself as something 
of an institutional creature, having spent 
most of his working life as a member of 
four theaters: Teatro Officina in Sao 
Paulo, in his native Brazil; Victoria The- 
atre in Stoke-on-Trent, England; the Roy- 
al Shakespeare Company; and for the past 
five years, the ART. “I’ve been accustomed 
to working over a period of time with peo- 
ple, like Frank Butler [production manag- 
er] and Cindy Lee [properties manager] 
here. It becomes a kind of texture. It is not 
just your work, it is everybody’s work. Just 
going in as a freelancer and doing a daz- 
zling job and then leaving is easier than 
sustaining relationships and growing with 
other people. 

Daniels’s desire to work again with 
Claire Bloom, who played Madame 
Ranevskaya in his 1994 production of The 
Cherry Orchard, was the impetus behind 
the ART Journey. “She is a wonderful ac- 
tress, capable of a delicacy and a vulnera- 
bility that is quite astounding but also pos- 
sessing an inner strength and resilience. 
The two things together I find quite 
thrilling and very appropriate for this play. 
This is a part, I think, she has always want- 
ed to do, so it was an ideal opportunity.” 

Bloom plays Mary Cavan Tyrone, loyal 
wife and mother of two, morphine addict 
on the mend, and martyr to a family 
caught up in an orgy of blame and re- 
crimination. Michael Stuhlberg plays Ed- 
mund Tyrone, the would-be poet and 
consumptive younger son who constitutes 
O’Neill’s retrospective self-portrait at age 
24. Bill Camp plays Jamie, his alcoholic 
older brother, and Jerome Kilty plays the 
family patriarch, James Tyrone, a profes-

‘one-acts in double doses

ne-Act Café is a must-see 
for anyone who enjoys 
grammar-school science 
fairs.

The “experiment” director Milton Coyk- 
endall mounts in his evening of one-acts

in the role?” he asks in a program note. 
| “How does the setting of a play affect its 
| meaning?” 

Such questions, of course, have been 
| asked and answered routinely since the 
dawn of drama. By tradition, they are 
| posed in private early on, in the mind 
| and in rehearsal. Coykendall, however, 
decided to dramatize them for the public

have been compromised by overwhelming 
commercial success. Kilty just joined the 
cast, after Dan O’Herlihy, who played the 
role during a two-week preview engage- 
ment in Stamford, Connecticut, had to 
withdraw from the production for per- 
sonal reasons. 

Written in the early 1940s and consid- 
ered by many as the greatest of great 
American plays, Long Day’s Journey into 
Night is infamously autobiographical. In 
fact, in 1945 O’Neill delivered the sensi- 
tive manuscript to his publisher in a sealed 
envelope with the express instruction that 
it not be opened until 25 years after his 


and beyond all doubt that there is more 
than one way to stage a given play. 

To show the difference that casting and 
interpretation make, Coykendall chose 
August Strindberg’s The Stronger, which 
has two actors but only one speaking 
part. Mrs. X, the talker, runs into Ms. Y 
in a café on Christmas Eve, sits down un- 
bidden, and launches into a monologue. 
Gradually, it becomes clear that Y has had 
an affair with X’s husband, and the focus 
then shifts to the question of which wom- 
an has the upper hand. In Coykendall’s 
first rendition, set in the 1880s, Y is re- 
duced to tears and X keeps her compo- 
sure. In the second, set in the 1950s and 
cast with the same 
actors in opposite 
roles, it’s X who 
breaks down at 
the end. When en- 
countered on the 
page, The Stronger 
is masterfully 
enigmatic, and its 
open-endedness 
can be and has 
been preserved in 
production. In the 
case of the Java 
renditions, anyone 
left wondering 
which woman is 
the weaker need 
only follow the 
trail of tears. 

For his experi- 
ment in context, 
Coykendall select- 
ed Luigi Pirandel- 
lo’s The Man with 
the Flower in His 
Mouth, in which a 
dying man button- 
holes a stranger 
and bitterly spouts 
off about his im- 
pending demise. 
Like The Stronger, 
the play is basical- 
ly a monologue, 


though the stranger peppers his reactions 
with a line now and then. In the first ver- 
sion, set in a café sometime during this

century’s second decade, the ill-fated man 
is married, and he’s being followed by his 
irksomely concerned and cosseting wife. 
In the second, truncated version — which 
is set in a bar in the 1990s — he’s a tat- 
too’d, hard-drinking gay guy who’s being 
trailed by his irksomely concerned and 
cosseting lover. Although the play is en- 
gaging the first time around, it doesn’t 
bear repeating (at least not within the 
hour). Ultimately, the change in setting 
adds little beyond the intimation that the 
lethal lesion beneath the doomed man’s 
lip, the “flower in his mouth,” is a symp- 
tom of AIDS. 

For its third amazing feat of the | 
evening, Java presents Romulus Linney’s | 
Can-Can, which proves that it’s possible | 
to. stage two separate and largely unre- 
lated plays simultaneously. Of course, 
the advisable is but a small subset of the | 
possible, a fact that both Linney and 
Coykendall seem to have overlooked. | 
The play concerns two sets of lovers — | 
one straight, one lesbian — who had en- 
joyable affairs that eventually ended. 
Otherwise, their stories have little in | 
common, and neither has any overarch- | 
ing point or purpose. Why place two 
couples on a stage together if neither | 
ever interacts in any way with the other? | 
Can-Can’s answer, it seems, is “Because 
you can.” 

Sandwiched between the first and sec- 
ond versions of the other two plays, Can- 
Can does feature some decent perfor- 
mances. David C. Wallace’s acting here 
is better than his reacting in the Piran- 
dello work, which is marred both times 
by Christopher Crowley’s hurried and 
over-hyped performances. And Diane 
Gioseffi and Beth Johnstone do what 
they can. But Candy Brooks, who is good 
as X and passable as Y in the Strindberg, 
is horribly miscast as Can-Can’s Country 
Woman, one of the lesbian pair. Repeat- 
edly described as a homely person with 
scarred skin and broken teeth, the Coun- 
try Woman is all wrong for Brooks, who 
is a beauty with a bad country accent. 
Ultimately, the best thing about Can-Can 
is that it’s performed only once, a mercy 
that should have been granted across the 
board. =

You can’t stop the children of the revolution

aetitia Sadier is a French- 

woman fronting a British 

band who draw much of 

their aesthetic sensibility 

from a bunch of obscure 
German groups. And as if that weren’t ex- 
otic enough, Sadier’s other passions — 
| and those of her multi-instrumental part- 
ner in crime, Tim Gane — include old 
| analog synths and Farfisa organs, Marxist 
slogans, avant-garde cinema, the futuristic 
mood music of Martin Denny, and bizarre 
stereo-test albums of the ’50s. A long-for- 
gotten label that once specialized in the 
latter furnished Stereolab with a name 
when the group formed in ’91. The 
Krautrock of Can, Faust, and especially 
Neu! provided the framework for Stereo- 
lab’s unique strain of minimalist strum- 
and-drone rock (a strain that’s not directly 
indebted to the Velvet Underground) and 
a penchant for synth-powered electro-pop 
experiments that have little or nothing in 
common with synth-pop. So it shouldn’t 
come as any surprise that the title of 
Stereolab’s new Elektra CD, Emperor 
Tomato Ketchup, the band’s most sublimi- 
nally seductive and irresistibly tuneful re- 
lease yet, is also recycled. 

“It’s the title of a Japanese movie that 
we read about in a subversive film book,” 
explains Sadier from an LA stop on a tour 
| that brings the six-member group to 
Mama Kin this Sunday, May 26. “I think 
the film is about some children who stage 
| a revolution because they don’t want to 
| have to conform to the rules of the adult 
| society. Even though we haven’t seen the 
| film, we thought the title represented the 
| music on the CD.” 

Emperor Tomato Ketchup opens with 
what sounds like some old-school hip- 
hop-style scratching against a simple 
drum beat, a light-funk bass line, and a 
diffuse backdrop of percolating electron- 
ic noise. Images of an explosive armed 
insurgence aren’t the first thing that 
come to mind. Instead, “Metronomic 
Underground” coalesces slowly into a 
mesmerizing pastiche of mantra-like vo- 
cals, two-note organ chords, and unob- 


trusive guitar patterns. At first Sadier 
and second vocalist Mary Hansen seem 
to be weaving together intersecting pat- 
terns of disconnected syllables. But pock- 
ets of meaning gradually come into focus. 
By the time the song begins to wind 
down, almost eight minutes later, am- 
biguous words and phrases like “crazy, 
“brutal,” and “to be infinite” have ripened 
like some sweet, poisonous, symbolic 
fruit hanging on robust vines of melody. 
“Music is fundamentally ambiguous,” 
critic Greil Marcus once wrote in a review 
of the band New Order, “which is why its 
symbol-making power is so great. Music 
can make the dumbest lyrics sound pro- 
found, but ultimately it can support no 
specific message: its symbol-making pow- 
er is the power of making the ambiguous 
symbol . . . and from this contradiction 
comes tension, the source of a song’s abil- 


ity to dramatize the process by which a 
symbol is created.” 

Stereolab instinctively heighten this 
sense of tension and drama by drawing 
out the process of symbol-making 
through appropriation, repetition, and 
collage. That used to take them up to 18 
minutes (see “Jenny Ondioline” on the 
1993 Elektra disc Transient Random- 
Noise Bursts with Announcements). But 
they’re now capable of telegraphing their 
message in a catchy three- or four-minute 
song burst like “Percolator,” a brisk tune 
buoyed by a fast-moving bass line and 
percussive organ chords and layered with 
synth blips and beeps, treated saxophone, 
and the unmistakable metallic ping of a 
mallet on a vibraphone. Sadier sings the 
entire song in French, but she repeats key 
phrases like “naviguer une direction” 
enough times that even a non-French

speaker like me can get the gist. “Percola- 
tor” becomes as clear as “Metronomic 
Underground.” 

Elsewhere, Sadier uses a monochromat- 
ic voice reminiscent of Nico to lend an air 
of innocent seduction to what could easily 
be stolen socialist bromides. “Originally 
this set-up was to serve society/Now the 
roles have been reversed/They want soci- 
ety to serve the institutions,” she recites 
again and again in a chanteuse-like trance 
on “Tomorrow Is Already Here,” a track 
on which syncopated guitar and organ 
chords interlock like the cogs of some 
jury-rigged music machine. The disc clos- 
es with Sadier repeating “You and me are 
molded by things well beyond our ac- | 
knowledgment” under a hypnotic expanse | 
of low-frequency synth tones. The song, | 
“Anonymous Collective,” might come off | 
as a blatant piece of agit-pop if not for the | 
subtle, ironic blanket of mystery created by | 
the sonic texture. 

“It’s subtle because we’re not sure what | 
we're doing,” Sadier explains. “We’re just | 
putting forward some questions about how | 
we are shaped and molded by what sur- | 
rounds us. I mean, a lot of things that | 
aren’t readily visible have a tremendous 
impact on our behavior, our actions, and | 
our non-actions. It’s like the way the title 
of an album shapes the way you hear the | 
music on it.” 

Or, you might say, it’s like the way we | 
all participate in the process of symbol- | 
making. Stereolab are one of the few 
bands around willing to go out on a limb 
and implicitly acknowledge the listener's | 
right to (as Greil Marcus put it) “free-as- | 
sociate within the structured, dramatic, | 
excluding frame of music.” And that’s at | 
least as subversive as a film about youth 
rebellion. 0 |

gles on their own Duophonic label, the band have 

quietly kept up a production schedule that’s hard to 
rival. Even if you exclude the steady output of hard-to- 
find singles and import EPs, Stereolab’s five full-length 
CDs and assorted EPs provide more than 400 minutes 
of recorded music. For anyone who’s counting, that’s 
an average of more than an hour of music per year. And 
since several of those discs weren’t available domestical- 
ly until American Recordings inked a deal with Eng- 
land’s Too Pure label last year, much of that music is 
relatively new to these shores. 


E the five years since Stereolab began releasing sin- 


* Switched On Stereolab (Slumberland, 1992). 
The band’s debut compiles the numerous singles re- 
leased on Duophonic the preceding year. Gane lays 
down a warm, resonant foundation of strummed guitars 
that should appeal to any fan of the Velvet Under- 
ground; then he layers on all manner of lo-fi electronic 
interference. Sadier sticks to singing in English for most 
of the disc. It’s a catchy collection of indie pop that be- 
gins the development of the sophisticated pastiche rock 
that the band would later master. 

* Peng! (Too Pure/American, 1993/1995). Featur- 
ing the four-person line-up of Gane (guitar, Farfisa, 
Moog synthesizer), Martin Kean (bass), Joe Dilworth 
(drums), and Sadier (vocals, Moog), this 47-minute disc 
opens with a breath of ethereal pop that bears a passing 
resemblance to the Cocteau Twins. But the band head 


straight for the Autobahn on songs like “Orgiastic,” 
“Peng! 33,” and the wonderful, organ-fueled “Mel- 
lotron,” reveling in the hypnotic pleasures of metronomic 
beats and linear drones — a minimalist chug-and-chime 
approach to mechanized rock that fans of Neu! and 
Kraftwerk may remember by the name of “motorik.” 

* the groop played “Space Age Bachelor Pad Mu- 
sic” (Too Pure/American EP, 1993/1995). With a cov- 
er that’s designed to look like an old stereo-test album 
from the ’50s, and Gane’s increasing command of elec- 
tronic manipulations and pop hooks, this eight-cut offer- 
ing highlights the stylistic tension in Stereolab’s sonic 
spectrum. “We’re Not Adult Oriented” and “Avant Garde 
M.O.R.” are two of the finest examples of blissful organ- 
driven rock you’re likely to find east of Yo La Tengo. The 
instrumentals “Space Age Bachelor Pad Music (Mellow)” 
and “Space Age Bachelor Pad Music (Foamy)” are pure 
aural experiments. Despite the title, there’s nothing in the 
way of Esquivel-style cocktail music. 

* Transient Random-Noise Bursts with Announce- 
ments (Elektra, 1993). Stereolab prove they’re capable 
of consolidating their hypno-drone approach into mostly 
bite-sized chunks of noisy pop. “I’m Going Out of My 
Way” starts by copping the familiar pounding organ riff of 
the Modern Lovers’ “Roadrunnér” and ends with a flurry 
of electronic blips. “Pack Yr Romantic Mind,” which fea- 
tures a snippet of the melody from “Strangers in the 
Night” and languorous “dum de dum de dum” back- 
ground vocals, embodies some of the 60s exotica the 


band alluded to in the title of their previous EP. It’s also 
one of their most fragile and beautiful tunes. But “Jenny 
Ondioline,” a relentlessly catchy 18-minute organ-laced 
drone and a study in repetitive riffing that would make 
Mark E. Smith proud, is the disc’s real tour de force. 

* Mars Audiac Quintet (Elektra, 1994). Boasting a 
robust line-up of six members, three of whom are cred- 
ited with playing keyboards of some kind, and a much 
warmer, more hi-fi sound than its predecessors, Mars 
Audiac Quintet is understated without sacrificing 
melodic impact. Sadier’s penchant for wrapping her al- 
luring accent around Marxist aphorisms like “Progress 
is the clue” and philosophical bromides like “Two in- 
evitables/We can’t avoid dying” surfaces in the melodic 
glow of “Wow and Flutter” and “Transona Five.” 

* Refried Ectoplasm (Switched On Volume 2) (Too 
Pure/American, 1995). Here’s another collection of 
singles and rarities, including tracks originally released 
by Sub Pop, Teenbeat, Duophonic, and Slumberland, 
and one tune lifted from the group’s 1993 EP Crumb 
Duck (Clawfist). This last is a collaboration between 
Stereolab and British industrial loner Steve Stapleton of 
Nurse with Wound. But like all the rest of the tracks 
here, it’s just another example of Stereolab’s seemingly 
inexhaustible supply of hooks, drones, and melodies. 

* That’s All Very Well But .. . The Best of Mc- 
Carthy (Cherry Red, 1996). Anyone willing to shell out 
the extra bucks for this 22-track import will find that 
Gane once played guitar in a band who excelled at solid 
Smiths-style rock and shared Stereolab’s lefty leanings. 
Aside from blending politics and pop, the tracks on this 
disc bear only the faintest hints of what Gane would go 
on to do once he hooked up with Sadier and started 
toying around with old synths and organs.

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Predicting and recapping the annual rock faceoff

n case you got the Phoenix a day 
after we hit the newsstands and are 
reading this on Friday morning, let 
me fill you in on what happened at 
the Rumble final last night: Trona 
won, but not without a fight from Quin- 
taine Americana. In the most apples-and- 
oranges choice to hit a Rumble final in 
years, it came down to a choice between 
Trona’s pop finesse and Quintaine’s sonic 
| overload, between Quintaine’s domination 
of the stage and Trona’s friendly, lower- 
key presence. But Trona ultimately took it 
because they wisely mixed some high-vol- 
ume thrills with their pop, and because too 
| many of their songs were too damn hard 
|: to resist. 
| Even if I’m wrong, tonight’s (Thurs- 
| day’s) final caps the most entertaining 
Rumble in years, one that did the job of 
representing the best of the entry-level lo- 
cal scene. Which has not by any means 
been a given in recent years (especially not 
last year). Never averse to patting itself on 
the back, WBCN can afford to do so this 
year after a well-attended stretch of semifi- 
nals — two nights (May 17 and 18) that 
hit most of the major trends in town, even 
if the proportions were a little surprising. 
Of the eight semifinalists, there was one 
ska band (Skavoovie & the Epitones), one 
weird/alternative band (Turkish Delight), 
two loud bands (Jocobono and Quintaine 
Americana), and a whopping four pop 
bands (Trona, Red Telephone, Gravel Pit, 
and Jules Verdone). 

The semis set up some intriguing sce- 
narios. Would the final come down to a 
contest between Trona and Gravel Pit, two 
bands who largely share the same audi- 
ence? Would Jocobono’s Billy O'Malley, 
late of Seka/Strip Mind, win the Rumble a 
second time? Would bassist Ed Valauskas, 
who plays in both Gravel Pit and Ver- 
done’s band, wind up competing against 
himself? Or would it be a face-off between 
two former Orangutang members, Trona 
frontman Chris Dyas and Jocobono drum- 
mer Todd Perlmutter? In the end, the 
semis came out with one of the more sur- 
prising upsets in Rumble history. 

That would be the second night, which 
was near-universally considered to be a 
showdown between Jocobono and Gravel 
Pit. Both bands came with a large built-in 
audience; both apparently played the sets 
of their lives in the preliminaries (1 missed 
Jocobono’s preliminary set but can attest 
that Gravel Pit excelled). Closing the night, 
Quintaine Americana offered a coiled and 
twisted set — fueled, perhaps, by their 
frustration at being such a longshot — and 
wound up stealing it from the favorites. 

Of the apparent front-runners, Gravel 
Pit played the single best Rumble set | saw 
this year in the preliminaries. The band’s 
loud garage/pop streak usually competes 


with their more experimental tendencies, 
but in the preliminaries they skipped the 
preamble and rocked hard from start to 
finish. The highpoints of their Manifesto 
(Q Division) album (“New Haven,” “Offi- 
cer Dwight Boyd”) were also the peaks of 
the set, but there wasn’t a bad song in the 
batch. In their semifinal they took a differ- 
ent tack and emphasized their more left- 
field material, including the long and slow 
“Time To Leave the Cradle” and a new 
song, apparently about the Salem witch 
trials, done in ominous waltz time. This 
more experimental set spoke well for 
Gravel Pit’s diversity, prompted one judge 
(Mercury Records staffer Jim Fouratt) to 
compare them to Pere Ubu, and con- 
firmed their standing as one of my current 
favorite local bands. But it may also have 
cost them the night. 

Although apparently not as strong as 
their preliminary showing, Jocobono’s set 
in the semi was no slouch. Aside from 
their cutting a striking figure in cocktail 
dresses, what sets Jocobono apart from 
other metal-ish bands in town is their abil- 
ity to mix things up. Within a half-hour 
they got into dark metal, catchy '70s-ish 
hard rock, fusion-esque breaks, and post- 
Nirvana rock, keeping the volume up with- 
out lodging into one groove for too long. 
And it doesn’t hurt that the band members 
are interesting players, with O'Malley do- 
ing long solos that were worth following 
while Perlmutter and bassist Mike Welsh 
pulled off some clever rhythmic twists. To 
these ears, those dynamics were missing in 
Quintaine Americana’s set, which took the 
Jesus Lizard tack of pummeling the listen- 
er senseless — good enough, but that’s 


been done a lot lately. One of the band’s 
drawing points is a twisted heartland sen- 
sibility that fits their name (which I take to 
be a pun of a certain film director’s name 
— Quentin’s Americana, anyone?). But it 
becomes irrelevant in a setting where you 
can’t make out the lyrics. 

Turkish Delight opened the night with 
the quirkiest set of the semis. The band 
mine the confrontational avant-punk terri- 
tory staked out by the likes of the Bush 
Tetras, Au Pairs, and Wire, and they show 
a playful streak at the darnedest times — 
note singer Leah Callahan’s habit of grin- 
ning and passing out party favors when the 
group lock into their most ominous riffs. 
At this point the band’s sound is still better 
than their writing — a couple of tunes 
took the easy road into pure noise — but 
in the category of “female-fronted bands 
with a clear-cut Wire influence,” they're a 
damn sight more interesting than Elastica. 

The opening night of the semis was 
largely a battle of the pop bands, with the 
single exception of Skavoovie & the Epi- 
tones — who seemed an unlikely choice to 
represent local ska (where were the Allsto- 
nians?) but were the brightest surprise of 
the night. Modeled somewhat after the 
Skatalites, they’re a largely instrumental 
band who put horn-driven workouts atop 
that beat. Even their obligatory trashing of 
a classic-rock chestnut (Kiss’s “Rock 'n’ 
Roll All Night”) worked because the song 
fit into the groove they were laying down, 
and because they moved onto something 
else after one verse — and if that sounds 
like an obvious cover, the Cab Calloway 
song they played next sure wasn’t. Funny 
to note, however, that whereas the ska 
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community espouses peace and tolerance, | 
Skavoovie’s fans caused the Rumble’s only 
disturbances by heckling Trona and boo- 
ing when the results were announced. 

Another surprise was the Red Telephone, 
a band I caught for the first time in the pre- 
liminaries, who write old-fashioned pop 
songs but deliver them in a harsher, alterna- 
rock style. They don’t have a full set of 
strong material yet, but there’s a clear 
standout in “Everything Changes”— a 
number that starts out as a reprimand to an 
angst-ridden friend but turns into a reassur- 
ing pep talk, with a tune that appropriately 
turns from jagged chords to uplifting hook. 

Jules Verdone took a lower-key route, 
even plugging Trona a few times and not- 
ing that she once flew from Baltimore to 
Boston just to see an Orangutang show. 
Although she comes off a tad self-effacing 
on stage — probably because she’s reluc- 
tant to play the sex-appeal card — she’s 
writing terrific songs that acknowledge the 
complexity of adult relationships, and 
singing them in a grabbing, unforced 
voice. Verdone was writing good lyrics be- 
fore she wrote good hooks, but nowadays 
her songs have an equal mix of cheap 
thrills and depth. 

Trona have likewise made a few changes 
for the better. Whereas co-singer/guitarist 
Mary Ellen Leahy used to be shy about do- 
ing much of anything on stage, she now 
shares lead vocals on songs that Chris 
Dyas used to sing solo; she even plays 
some lead guitar when Dyas switches to 
acoustic. The band have also taken on a 
harder edge after a year of regular gigs. 
Although they’re still fairly genteel by 
Orangutang standards, they’re not afraid 
of loud guitars when a song calls for them. 
It was a night for songs, however, and 
Trona had clear standouts in “Red Hot 
Slag,” which takes on the overused target 
of tabloid press with smarts and wit, and 
“Poor Violet,” a neo-psychedelic gem that 
ran through my head for days afterward. 
That song may well be the one that wins 
(won?) them the Rumble.

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CHARLIE KOHLHASE 
QUINTET: DART NIGHT 


The new Charlie Kohlhase Quintet 
release, Dart Night (Accurate), com- 
memorates the ignominious end of 
their regular gig at Somerville’s Wil- 
low Jazz Club. After nearly four years 
of playing every second Tuesday of 
the month, the band showed up one 


| night in 1995 to find they’d been re- 


placed by a dart league. No one had 
bothered to tell them. As Kohlhase 
remarks in the liner notes with his 
usual understated irony, “Welcome 
to the jazz business.” 

With the gig now a memory, it’s 
ironic indeed that the CKQ’s third 
release comes closest to what listen- 


overblowing, honks, and multiphon- 
ics — into an overall’ musical plan. 
On “If I Could,” trumpeter John 
Carlson likewise resorts to “new” 
techniques — split notes, breath 
sounds, and growls — without sacri- 
ficing lyricism. Saxophonist Matt 
Langley is the band’s speed demon, 
but his voluble solos are not mere 
scale patterns. On “I Surely Would,” 
he shapes his roiling outpourings into 
steep peaks and long undulating val- 
leys. Matt Wilson and John Turner 
double-team the rhythm, with Turner 
more often than not anchoring the 
band with a straight-on precision that 
prods the band forward. The interac- 
tive Wilson can glove any idea and 
hurl it back at a soloist without losing 


Richard Thompson to Cibo Mato). | 
Calling themselves and their 1994 al- 
bum Latin Playboys, they mixed and | 
matched Kiko outtakes and other cul- 
tural detritus for mood pieces as | 
haunting and evocative as any dose of 
“magical realist” fiction.

Kohlhase composes and arranges 


| with a historically informed pen. Like 


all innovators, he’s a good listener 


| and synthesizer; he sees history 
through the lens of self-knowledge 


and individuality. Lesser players cling 
to a historical model in the hope that 
it will impose on them the identity 
they lack; Kohlhase is strong enough 
to unify his sources from within. He 
cites pianist Andrew Hill as an inspi- 
ration on “Bossa Macabre,” a 22-bar 
tune that deploys alto and drums as 
simultaneous soloists over a haunting 
melody played by the horns and bass. 
And band leader/composer Sun Ra 
inspired the exotic-absurd “Egyptian 
Processional.” But these serve only as 
reference points for a personal vision. 
From the way Kohlhase makes the 
most of the wide spectrum of colors 
available to him in a band where all 
three horn players double, it’s clear 
he’s also learned something from 
Mingus and Ellington. 

Like his writing, Kohlhase’s solos 
extend the continuum of jazz history. 
His phrasing never leans on bop 
clichés — the smooth momentum of 
Lee Konitz and the ethereal motivic 
variations of John Tchicai are more 
likely models. On the title track, his 
solo unfolds with a logic that enfolds 
his use of extended techniques — 


the beat. 

The band went into the studio to 
make this album immediately after a 
1995 tour, and they’re at their tight- 
est as a unit. “The Brink” and “Deep 
Purple” mark some of the album’s 
high points, with the band weaving 
complex, contrapuntal group impro- 
visations without getting in one an- 
other’s way. Even during individual 
solos, each player is listening and re- 
acting to the others and contributing 
to a total statement in keeping with 
the spirit of the composition. 

There’s a melancholy streak in the 
writing here, yet it’s not a unhappy 
album at all. Instead, the band deploy 
the optimism of swing and the armor 
of intelligence and humor against the 
heartache of such tunes as “Hard To 
Forget,” a ballad “written at the 
wrong end of a love affair,” and “The 
Brink,” an unsettling piece written 
during the Gulf War. This richness 
and variety of form and feeling makes 
this their most satisfying album yet.

Boston Baroque foils Mozart’s 
Abduction from the Seraglio

ozart’s first two fully 
mature operas, com- 
posed back-to-back 
when he was 25 and 
26, make a fascinating 
contrast. Idomeneo gave new energy to a 
stilted and dying form, the heroic “opera 
seria”; with Die Entfiihrung aus dem Serail 
(“The Abduction from the Seraglio”), 
Mozart established the singspiel — the 
German vernacular musical comedy with 
spoken dialogue — as a major art form. 
Difficulties of both style and technique 
keep us from hearing either of these 
youthful masterpieces often enough. 
Abduction seemed a natural for Martin 
Pearlman’s Boston Baroque, which closed 
this season with the first local version in 
many years. We had a good period-instru- 
ment orchestra — John Grimes’s timpani 
giving bite and bounce to the Turkish 
janissary music (which also includes tin- 
gling triangle, smashing cymbals, and 
birch-brushed bass drum), Christopher 
Krueger’s singing flute and piccolo, Marc 
Schachman’s eloquent oboe — and a cast- 
ful of strong singers. But an Abduction is 


harder to pull off than you think. 

I continue to admire Pearlman’s solu- 
tion to the problem of spoken dialogue. 
The plot (all in the title: Belmonte, a Span- 
ish nobleman, sneaks into Turkey to res- 
cue Constanze, his fiancée, her feisty En- 
glish maid, Blonde, and his manservant, 
Pedrillo, from the clutches of the Pasha 
Selim and his foolish-but-sadistic harem- 
keeper, Osmin) is so silly, and the music 
so rich, that for a concert performance the 
dialogue might just as well be omitted. Yet 
a series of complex, disconnected musical 
numbers (arias, duets, trios, a marvelous 
quartet, plus choruses) could make 
Mozart’s musical pacing an undifferentiat- 
ed blur. With just enough dialogue, the 
numbers can be “placed” and the plot kept 
moving. And since it’s pointless to speak 
German to an American audience, you get 
the accomplished actor/director/linguist 
Laurence Senelick to do a lively and effi- 
cient English condensation (a job he’s 
done before for Boston Baroque). 

Senelick’s English dialogue was full of 
contemporary diction (“the Mother of all 
moments”) and some delectable wordplay. 
Osmin is a “suspicious, malicious misan- 
thrope”; Pedrillo, searching for an accept- 
able euphemism, calls Constanze “the 


Pasha’s favorite — uh — Favorite.” Intro- 
duced to the Pasha’s new architect (Bel- 
monte), Osmin contemptuously sees no 
difference between a “building construc- 
tor” and a “boa constrictor.” With Senelick 
himself coaching, the dialogue moved 
quickly and, juxtaposed with the sung Ger- 
man, actually helped express the failure be- 
tween two cultures to communicate. 

Feeling, in Abduction, is more important 
than production values. This was not one 
of those busy “semi-staged” concert op- 
eras. Movement was minimal but effective. 
How the singers raised or lowered their 
music stands became pointed expressions 
of emotion. 

Boston Baroque’s early instruments 
were here backing some high-powered 
non-specialist singers. As the ardent Bel- 
monte, 29-year-old Atlanta tenor Richard 
Clement, happily becoming a Boston sta- 
ple (BSO, Boston Lyric Opera), demon- 
strated a stylish Mozart lyricism and float- 
ed wherever possible some ravishing long- 
held notes. In the crucial non-singing role 
of the Pasha Selim (ancestor of Sarastro 
in Mozart’s next — and last — singspiel, 
The Magic Flute), the ART’s best actor, 
Will LeBow, captured the perfect balance 
between “Turkish” tyranny and Enlighten- 
ment wisdom. Leading bass of the San 


SALLY WOLF: phrase after 
phrase emerged with blank placidity. 
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Francisco Opera Kevin Langan, like a tall, | 


officious Franklin Pangborn with low | 
notes (slightly lower than usual at Baroque 
pitch), really inhabited the role of Osmin. | 
He has a couple of the most devilish (and | 
beautiful) comic arias ever written, and the | 
audience ate him up. American soprano | 
Jane Giering-De Haan, who sings mostly | 
in Germany, had the vocal chops (high 
E’s) and the lively personality for spitfiery 
Blonde, one of opera’s most high-wire | 
soubrette roles. 

Tenor Philip Creech (Pedrillo) was also 
charming, but 17 years of singing at the 
Met have sadly scarred his voice. More 
damaging to the opera, despite her creamy 
vocalism and technical control over the 
wide range of Constanze’s music (high 
D’s), plus the stamina to sing two of | 
Mozart’s most dangerous soprano arias | 
without pause (and on adjacent nights), 
was Met soprano Sally Wolf (known 
worldwide for her Queen of the Night), | 
another audience favorite. Even Joan | 
Sutherland, who was often criticized for | 
blandness, made the famous defiance-of- | 
torture aria “Martern aller Arten,” with its | 
frequent changes of tempo and temper, 
thrilling. But Wolf, eyes glued to her score 
(even in the spoken dialogue), made no | 
distinction between indignation and ten- | 
derness, despair and forgiveness. Phrase | 
after phrase emerged with the same blank | 
placidity. In the climactic line, “At last, | 
death will free me,” the word “Tod” 
(“Death”) was merely one more note to | 
pass quickly over. She sang the preceding 
“Traurichkeit” (“Sorrow”) aria meltingly, 
yet there was never any connection with | 
individual words. 

Pearlman himself contributed to the 
problem. Abduction is full of booby traps, 
twists and turns for which a conductor has | 
to be ever on the alert. The Overture and | 
parts of the first act had signs ef real life | 
and temperament. But the remaining two | 
acts flagged and drifted, enfeebled by slop- | 
py ensemble work and the neutering of | 
what should have been incisive contrasts | 
— both from number to number and | 
within each number. Pearlman let Mozart | 
down in the very places where he was | 
deepening the stereotypes and transform- 
ing trivialities into scintillating, earthsHak- 
ing art.

‘At the New Orleans Jazz Fest, 
the food competes with the music

EW ORLEANS — The 

New Orleans Jazz & Her- 

itage Festival is the great 

leveler. The weeklong an- 

nual affair, which com- 
pleted its 27th edition earlier this month, 
is in part one big joke on music critics, 
whose job it is to think hierarchically. 
(We’re built to write “best of” lists.) At the 
fest, one- or two-hit wonders like Clarence 
“Frogman” Henry are as good as jazz im- 
mortals like Doc Cheatham, who’s as good 
as Cajun royalty like the Balfa kids (“Balfa 
Toujours”), who are as good as the Neville 
Brothers (the unofficial mayors of the 
city), and no one is necessarily better than 
an ageless Bourbon Street burlesque 
queen named Chris Owens who fires up a 
crowd wearing an all-red stripper’s outfit 
of bustier, garters, and thigh-high boots, 
belting out “C.C. Rider” while she pumps 
her hips (“See me ride!”) and flirts with a 
backing chorus of shirtless Chippendale 
boys. 

The idea is to get to as much of this 
stuff as possible at the Fair Grounds race- 
track, where the festival is held — the 11 
simultaneously running open stages and 
tents, the innumerable craft demonstra- 
tions and retail tents, cooking demonstra- 
tions, folklore discussions, and all those 
food concessions. In that atmosphere, with 
as many as 90,000 people swarming the 
fest (on Saturday May 4, when Joan Os- 
borne, Better Than Ezra, and Van Morri- 
son were the big headliners) and the 85- 





degree heat beating down, arguments 
about relative quality wilt quickly. While | 
we wolf oyster po’ boys and baskets of 
boiled crawfish, we debate the next desti- 
nation. The Dixie Cups (the trio who gave 
us “Chapel of Love” as well as the first 
“Iko Iko”) versus Van the Man? “The | 
Dixie Cups always do the same set,” goes | 
one friend’s argument. “But I like the Dix- 
ie Cups,” comes the retort. That’s the only | 
argument she needs. 
In truth, real fest hounds go to the event 
not to see the big national touring acts but 
to make discoveries — whether it’s the 
Oyster Tasso Pasta or a grizzled club dog 
named Coco Robicheaux, who plays what 
the fest program calls “spiritual gris-gris 
blues,” and that’s as good a description as 
any of Coco’s Howlin’-Wolf-via-Dr.-John 
rumble. Getting into the flow, the rhythm 
of the place, into that word “heritage” that 
you see everywhere, is a matter of getting 
sucked into the stories, from the endless 
narratives that might entail Coco Ro- 
bicheaux’s partial emergence from 30-year 
obscurity, to the three generations of fami- 
ly that seem to be represented in every Ca- 
jun and zydeco band (there’s always 
someone under 10 up there scratching | 
away at a rubboard), to the tale spun out 
by a solemn chef in the food demonstra- 
tion booth while he makes Oysters Bien- 
ville, to the way everyone on stage, from 
the Frogman to Dr. John and the Nevilles, 

seems to owe a portion of his career to 
songwriter/producer Allen Toussaint. 
This year we do the second weekend, 
Thursday to Sunday (Jazz Fest always |

takes place the last weekend of April 
through the first weekend of May). From 
the airport, we stop at the hotel, then head 
straight for the Fair Grounds, where the 
first act to raise the hair on the back of our 
necks is the Dixie Hummingbirds, an an- 
cient gospel quartet who’re all rhythm, 
from their call-and-response vocals to the 
snapping blues chords pounded out on a 
big hollow-bodied Gibson and the accom- 
paniment of a slamming tambourine. On 
Day Two, the Frogman sings Ray 
Charles’s C&W hit “I Can’t Stop Loving 
You” with a Fats Domino—like New Or- 
leans boogie piano, “I Like It like That” 
(which sounds a lot like “Chicken 
Shack”), and his most famous hit, “Ain’t 
Got No Home,” where he creates a male- 
female dialogue by alternating a high 
falsetto with his deep froggy growl. 

At the Congo Square Tent, the Golden 


| Eagles Mardi Gras Indians create a 


spooky joo-joo, nothing but percussion 
and deep growling vocals, led by Big Chief 
Monk Boudreaux. The tribe, we’re told, 
are from the Central City neighborhood of 


Second and Dryades Streets; they per-° 


formed at the first fest in 1970. Now 
they’re working deep rhythms, hocketing 


| layers of call-and-response to “Shotgun 


Joe,” driven by Devil dread. “I know the 


| Devil’s in you (I know, I know) . . . Indi- 


ans, here they come...” There’s imagery 


| of a big black limousine, and a humming 
| drone of backing vocals against percussion 


while the chief tells his tale, a fearful story 


| whose history extends from Buddy Bolden 
| to Robert Johnson to Eudora Welty’s clas- 


sic fictional piano man “Powerhouse” to 
the percussion-driven incantations of the 
Art Ensemble of Chicago. It’s a stirring 
performance, worlds away from the latter- 
day guitar funk of Mardi Gras tribes like 
the Wild Magnolias. 

At the Fais Do-Do stage, Rosie Ledet, a 


| 25-year-old raven-haired cutie called “The 


Sweetheart of Zydeco,” plays “Sweet 
Brown Sugar” and other pieces that are 
hardly double entendre, including one 
about a dog that keeps sniffin’ round and 
Rosie’s gonna show him where to bury his 
bone. Well, none of it’s dirtier than Boo- 
zoo Chavis’s “Uncle Bud,” but then it’s a 
lot more difficult to understand what Boo- 
zoo’s singing. 

The fest spills into the clubs at night. At 
Mid City Lanes, “Home of Rock ’n Bowl,” 
tenpins clatter and the dance floor shakes 
as Boozoo once again takes on his 
younger zydeco challenger Beau Jocque in 
one of their perennial “Boo vs. Beau” con- 
frontations, with Rosie Ledet in a striped 
referee shirt moderating and being dubbed 


| by Boozoo the new “Queen of Zydeco” 
| (don’t tell Queen Ida). There’s a night at 


Checkpoint Charlie’s on the edge of the 


| Quarter where Coco Robicheaux’s tight 


little outfit brings us down from the sunny 
sprawl of the Fair Grounds to the throb- 
bing confinement of clubland, his band 
cranking hard and Coco howling. At the 
Fair Grounds, there’s a brilliant perfor- 
mance by the unfortunately named family 
gospel group the Johnson Extension, four 


| women and two men with keyboards, bass, 
| guitar, and drums, rapidly spilling out “If 
| God has been good to you” against the ex- 
| clamation “Praise Him!” and a frenzied 
| “Nobody moves me like Jesus.” 


On Sunday morning we gear down, 


| take a trip seven miles downriver on the 
|. Natchez paddle-wheel steamboat, a classic 
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white-with-red-trim three-decker, 270 feet | 
long, capacity 1600 passengers. The nar- 
rator/tour guide reads the story of the riv- 
er for us as it-unfolds in front of us. A 
barge passes heaped with coal from the 
Kentucky on its way to a paper mill in St. 
Jo, Florida. There’s a Maltese freighter in 
for repairs, a Dutch cargo carrier, and on 
shore the Domino Sugar refinery, the Mo- 
bil oil refinery with its tall narrow stacks 
that lick flame, and a barge of logs from 
Alabama forests on their way to the Scott 
paper mill. 

At the festival, the trad j jazz catches our 
ears for a change. This isn’t “When the 
Saints Go Marchin’ In” but something else 
— a shifting, joyous polyphony marked by 
precise cymbal splashes, and a tuba alter- 
nating beats with a banjo strum. On stage, 
Fred Starr of the Louisiana Repertory Jazz 
Ensemble of New Orleans tells the story 
behind every piece — the early jazz of 
Dodds and Oliver and Armstrong and Jelly 
Roll Morton. “Meat on the Table” comes 
from one of the “uptown” bands, the New | 
Orleans Owls, the kind of thing they used 
to play in a joint called the Cave in the 
*20s, a succession of themes and soloists, | 
rocking off drummer John Joyce’s cymbal 
splashes and banjoist John Chaffe’s four- 
beat strumming. 

Nathan and the Zydeco Cha Cha’s rock 
R&B into the zydeco cross-rhythms, set- | 
ting the big crowd in front of the Fais Do- | 
Do stage dancing. And in the final perfor- | 
mance of the day, 91-year-old Doc 
Cheatham plays his horn, sure-toned and | 
elegant, and sings, “I’m as happy as-a baby | 
boy/With his new choo-choo toy/When 
I’m with my sweet Lorraine.” 

Perhaps the most moving performance | 
of the festival comes from Chef James Bat- 
tiste of Courtney’s Deli, a hole-in-the-wall 
take-out stand he took over three years 
ago after spending more than 20 years at | 
the fabled Chez Héléne under the tutelage 
of its legendary Chef Austin Leslie. In his | 
90-minute “set,” Battiste works under a 
big tilted mirror so the audience can see | 
what’s happening on his burners and his | 
cutting board. He’s a big man, in his | 
kitchen whites and tall chef's hat, 36 years | 
old, cooking up Oysters Bienville and 
then, with the leftovers, oyster pie (“I can | 
make a pie crust, but I can’t make a pie 
crust that I like”), holding up the season’s 
fine catch in the palm of his hand (“I’m 
gonna brag on these oysters”), drawing an 
appreciative chuckle and gasp from the | 
audience when he pours red-hot sauce | 
into the pan of boiling shellfish, and | 
offhandedly spilling out his life story along | 
with the story of the food. 

His words come out in heavy cadences, 
a dignified, deliberate delivery, as deliber- 
ate as John Joyce’s cymbal splashes. When 
he says “boil,” it tends to come out “burl.” 
He talks about his many jobs, working for | 
his father’s bread-delivery business, trou- | 
ble in school, starting at Chez Héléne | 
washing dishes at the age of 13, “the mili- 
tary,” hints at trouble with alcohol (“You 
can always tell what wine a chef likes to | 
drink by the wine he puts in the food”), 
and a pivotal experience at age 16, when | 
his father was injured in a fire. “When my 
father was laid out on the garage floor af- | 
ter the fire, he gave me the keys to the | 
business, and he gave me his wallet, and 
he said, “You always wanted to be a man; | 
well now you the man.’ ” All while he 
spoke, Chef James cooked up an oyster | 
pie, sweet and fragrant. “The name comes 


‘from Bienville Street. In New Orleans, like 


in most cities, there’s a story behind every- 
thing. Nothing happens by mistake; noth- 
ing happens for no reason at all.”

Will Oldham makes 


more curious, 


fragmented folk

rise Therefore is the fourth album by Palace 

Music, sometimes known as Palace Broth- 

ers, often just Palace. By whatever name it’s 

essentially composer/guitarist/singer Will 
Oldham, a vehicle for his not wholly inau- 
| thentic take on folk music, with structures designed to sus- 
| tain circular storytelling and ground warbling laments. And 
| Oldham warbles, literally, quite a bit, though usually land- 
| ing on pitch. His voice is a curious thing and practically the 
| whole show (unless you buy into his poetics); it’s fey, in 
| the dictionary sense, a high-pitched combination of ennui 
and fecklessness, life-sick certainly but forceful in the im- 
| mutable way it fails to connect with the vaguely menacing, 
sometimes bluntly brutal lyrics. A combination, then, of 
| Emo Phillips and M. Gira. Which may sound like torture 
and no doubt is for many. 

For Arise Therefore (on Drag City), Will is joined by his 
| brother Ned on bass and guitar, Gastr del Sol’s David 
| Grubbs on piano and organ, and a Maya Tone drum ma- 
| chine supplying an oblivious tempo. This last item, one 
| suspects, is meant to be a great joke of the disenchanted 
| kind, a conceptual coup whose dull kick lies in the conflu- 
| ence of its oddity and its aptness. For me, the scale tips to- 
| ward the latter — the machine, though occasionally out of 

synch, duly emphasizes the lugubriousness of the slow 
| numbers (and that is torture) while supplying a sonic 

corollary to the hollow-spiritedness of the mid-tempo ones. 

At one point, on “No Gold Digger,” it even supplies an im- 
| portant clue to the song’s possible meaning — the tacky 
| Latin insinuations of the rhythm tell us that we must be in 

Tijuana or some such famously evil place. 

Oh but those lyrics. Oldham has chosen to give us half- 

sentences, unspecified pronouns, and blended images. I, 
| on the other hand, am limited to reasonably coherent sen- 

tences. So any explication of his lyrics on my part will most 





likely involve invention or reduction (or both), which adds 


| up to false representation . . . as near as I can figure. 
Anyway, Oldham is both talented and bogus, smug and 
joky and sincere; his relationship to his lyrics (and we have 
only his creepy heartache timbre to guide us) is-nicely am- 
biguous and asks for large indulgences on our part. The 
| quaint phrasings of “A Sucker’s Evening,” the stately sur- 
realism of “A Group of Women,” and the poker-faced 
misogyny of “Disorder” don’t add up to much more than 
| one clever boy’s jottings. But when sung with Oldham’s 
| implacable listlessness, accompanied by musicians of dubi- 
ous intent (pianist Grubbs, especially, is a loose cannon), 
| and backed by a drum machine, the effect is of someone 
both shoring up and trashing his most ephemeral insights. 
| Oldham wants to come across as both serious and not car- 
| ing; he wants implausible deniability, and who can blame 
| him? Otherwise we’d have to take him as he comes. And 
| that would be much less satisfying, all around. Q

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Older and duller 


George Michael gets into 
a too-respectable groove

t’s tempting to call George 
Michael’s long-delayed third album, 
Older (DreamWorks), the best 
Sade album in years. If the exotic 
Europop smoothie had made Older, 
the smooth grooves might have carried a 
drugged, languid eroticism. Instead, the 
album is muted, muffled even. There’s no 
trace here of the young hotshot who shook 
his ass and showed off his pipes through 
the delicious piece of ear candy Faith 
(Columbia, 1987) and the best parts of the 
spotty follow-up, Listen Without Prejudice, 
Volume 1 (Columbia, 1990). 
It was easy to hear Faith as the work of 
a white boy who desperately wanted to be 
Prince — as an ingenious processing of 
Prince into what Nirvana called radio- 
friendly unit shifter (though Michael was 
more than some funkified Pat Boone). But 
where the impudence of Prince singles like 
“| Want To Be Your Lover” and “Little 
Red Corvette” was credited as a reaction 
against the conservatism of the Reagan 
era, Michael’s “I Want Your Sex,” its ap- 
pearance coinciding with the first 
widespread public concern over AIDS, 
was condemned as irresponsible by liberals 
who didn’t see how they were playing into 
the sexual mores Republicans had been 
pushing all along. “I Want Your Sex” was 
a calculated commercial move that also 
managed to be an affront to a stifling po- 
litical climate. And like just about every 
single from Faith that followed it, such as 
the wonderfully overwrought ballad “One 
More Try” and the title rockabilly knock- 
off, it managed to hold up over the course 


of its domination of the charts. 

On Older, Michael has tamed his own 
little red love machine, and the lubricious 
river that threatened to become an ocean 
on “Faith” has slowed to an almost de- 
mure trickle. Even the track with the most 
braggadocio, the current single “Fastlove,” 
where Michael proclaims that he’ll give up 
being Mr. Right if he can be Mr. Right 
Now, never goes beyond a mildly aggres- 
sive volume and tempo. It’s as though he 
wanted to show us that the years spent in a 
lawsuit trying to get out of his Sony con- 
tract have turned him into a genuine artist, 
and that an artist has no time for trashy 
pop pleasures. 

Older carries a dedication to the leg- 
endary Brazilian bossa nova composer An- 
tonio Carlos Jobim, who, Michael says in 
the liner notes, “changed the way | lis- 
tened to music.” The determinedly Latin 
feel of the album is pleasant enough. If 
you happened to be spending a summer 
afternoon on the beach and heard any of 
these songs wafting out of a radio, you’d 
want to follow the sound, get close to it to 
hear the parts the surf and wind were 
swallowing up. Listen to it on the head- 
phones, though, and it’ll still sound as if it 
were wafting in from far away. That helps 
when the lyrics run along the lines of “Oh 
the lover I still miss was Jesus to a child.” 
But it doesn’t keep the songs from fading 
into the background. There seems to be no 
bottom to the numbers. And though the 
sound evaporates while you’re listening, it 
also comes off as something that’s been 
achieved. 

Michael produced and arranged the al- 
bum, wrote all the songs, and played a 
slew of the instruments. Older can’t 
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match the summer-breeze lightness of, 
say, Stan Getz’s work with Joao Gilberto. 
You’re always aware of how much effort 
has gone into giving Older its lighter- 
than-helium sound. And you’re always 
aware that Michael the singer is holding 
himself back. Much of the pleasure of a 
number like Faith’s “Father Figure” 
comes from his unsubtle emoting. The 
high, whispery passages are a prelude to 
his letting go on the choruses. When 
Sinatra made his wonderful (and largely 
forgotten) 1967 album with Jobim, he did 
perhaps the softest singing of the latter 
part of his career. That softness, though, 
gave the songs an emotional weight. 
Sinatra sang like a man trying to let his 
troubles and heartbreak float away from 
him; Michael just floats away. The excep- 
tion is “Star People,” a nasty swipe at the 
propensity of the fabulously famous to 
complain about the toughness of their lot 
(ironically, the sort of complaining that 
led Sinatra to chastise Michael in a letter 
to the Los Angeles Times a few years 
back). 

There is a star fantasy going on here,

though, and it’s the fantasy of wanting to 
be taken seriously as an artist — unfortu- 
nately its side effect is the neutering of all | 
your talents. Michael dealt with his pas- 
sion to be taken seriously on Listen With- 
out Prejudice’s “Freedom 90,” where he | 
slammed the manufactured, stubble-faced 
mannequin image that has dogged him | 
since Wham! The oomph and swing of | 
that number seemed like a good ‘harbinger. 
And the video, where the lyrics were lip- | 
synched by a succession of supermodels, 
seemed to be Michael’s realization that | 
glamor wasn’t all bad. 
But on Older, Michael has landed him- | 
self into the MOR hell that’s transformed a | 
gaudy pop queen like Elton John into a | 
merely respectable figure, and where | 
Sting’s secondhand jazz-isms make him | 
something like an éminence grise. On | 
“Freedom 90,” Michael, referring to him- | 
self, sang, “When you shake your | 
ass/They notice fast/Some mistakes were | 
meant to last.” The booty-shaking he ap- 
pears to have abandoned is exactly the | 
type of mistake the stiflingly correct Older 
could use. Q

**** Earl Hines, EARL HINES 
PLAYS COLE PORTER (New 
World). When he made this 
remarkable solo album in 1974, 
pianist Earl Hines was 70 years 
old, but he played with the fire of a 
man in his 20s. He pushes each of 
songs — and 


| himself — to the limit. Hines had 
| never recorded any of Porter's 


songs before this session (and he 
never did again before his death, 


| in 1983), but he makes them his 








own with swinging assurance, 
lightning fast imagination, and a 


| formidable arsenal of pianistic 
| devices. 


Despite his swing-era roots, 
Hines sounds modern, even 
avant-garde. His virtuosic rendition 
of “Rosalie” appears positively 
cubist as he jumps from one idea 


| to another, coming at the tune 


fram a different angle each time. It 
would be disjointed if his sense of 
form weren't so strong. He even 
pushes “You Do Something to Me” 
outside the chord changes. In con- 
trast, “I've Got You Under My Skin” 
is a series of ever more elaborate 
variations on the melody, played in 
waltz time, as a tango, and in an 
astonishing out-of-tempo passage 
in which he buries the theme 
under mounds of decorative trilis, 
tremolos, and swirling 16th notes. 
This is jazz piano at its pinnacle, a 
combination of virtuosity, fearless 
risk-taking, and boundless energy 
and joy.

**x* Plunge, FALLING WITH 
GRACE (Accurate). The most 
Striking thing about Plunge's debut 
is the way the music knocks down 
expectations set up by the group's 
instrumentation — leader and 
main composer Mark McGrain on 
trombone (and allegedly alphorn 
at some point), Marcus Rojas on 
tuba, Avishai Cohen on bass, and 
Bob Moses on drums, percussion, 
and voice. That frontline implies a 
certain gravitas, but the one word 
to sum up Plunge would be nim- 
ble.

In any event, they favor a gravi- 
ty-defying bounciness, polyrhyth- 
mic and Third Woridish (and New 
Orleansish) — which means 
Moses must be the disc's co- 
auteur.

Solo albums are usually a good 
place for singer-songwriters to get 
intense and personal, but if former 
American Music Club leader Eitzel 
got any more intense and personal 
than he did with that band, he'd 
probably get arrested. AMC's 








break-up apparently took place for 
reasons more personal than musi- 
cal, following their two best 
albums, Mercury and San Fran- 
cisco — the first dark and aching, 
the second surprisingly upbeat. 
With the band gone (though the 
bassist and keyboardist appear 
here), Eitzel phases out the elec- 
tric/roots leanings and pushes the 
torch-ballad elements upfront 

The results are hit-and-miss, 
especially on the second half, 
where Eitzel leans too heavily on 
his trademark lonesome howl to 
cover up a lack of melody. But the 
first half is gorgeously miserable, 
with a pair of ballads (Goffin & 
King's “No Easy Way Down” and 
his own “Saved”) that explore 
Eitzel's favorite territory — the 
place where romance and desper- 
ation are interchangeable. And

A contemporary of Nick Cave 
and the Hoodoo Gurus, singer/gui- 
tarist Kim Salmon came straight 
outta the badiands of Perth in 
1979 with a band called the 
Scientists and an aesthetic that 
fused the death churn of the 
Birthday Party with some of the 
garage-pop charm of the Hoo- 
doos. He has since moved on from 
a part-time stint in the awesome 
Beasts of Bourbon to the lean, 
mean, blooze-fueled machine the 
Surrealists. 

Salmon still has formidable 
scuzz-rock chops and sinister 
charisma to spare. He sounds like 
an unholy cross between Lux 
Interior and Nick Cave on “You'll 
Pay for This,” a heavy, reverb- 
drenched dose of vengeance pow- 
ered by screeching sludge guitar, 
fuzz bass, and a thudding beat. 
The caustic acid-rock blues of 
“Non Stop Action Groove” is 
buoyed by overheated distortion 
that has the texture of liquefied 
metal. Even the ballad “Rose 
Coloured Windscreen,” with its 
queasy violin bowing, channels 
evil energy through lyrics like “Hell 
is where my heart lives and heav- 
en's just a state of my mind.” For 
all its ominous overtones, Sin 
Factory is a rock-and-roll amuse- 
ment park full of carnival rides for

It's 
astounding to hear such raw, fast, 
rhythmically insistent (not to men- 
tion occasionally out-of-tune) play- 
ing on material that predates not 
only rock and roll but also the no- 





wave-era slop of the likes of Sonic 
Youth and Pussy Galore. What's 
even more surprising is hearing 
two young, white, indie-rock guys 
playing early Delta-style slide 
inspired by the incendiary energy 
and scratchy, haunting low fidelity 
of those early live blues record- 
ings. McDowell protégé R.L 
Burnside may be recording with 
Jon Spencer, but this is the real 
blues explosion 

Reeling, groaning licks skitter 
from the dobro of guitarist Bob Log 
ill. Partner Thermos Malling rattles 
rickety back-porch percussion off 
pieces of shopping cart, a card- 
board box, and a washtub. What 
Log lacks in technical prowess he 
makes up for in crooked ruckus; 
he's not afraid to take the song 
straight to hell in a hail of splin- 
tered, gouging distortion. When 
they hit that creepy, crossroads 
groove, with Log's grainy white- 
trash howl straining to follow a sin- 
gle-string lead, they conjure up 
long-dormant voodoo with a musi- 
cal conversation effortlessly span- 
ning half a century.

DRAGS, DICKS, AND DYKES TO PLAY 
MARATHON MUSICAL BENEFIT 


Picture 40 bands, more than a dozen drag queens, and a few slightly off-center lo- 
cal celebrities entertaining a crowd of gay and straight clubgoers for 11 continuous 
hours. That’s the plan for “Drags, Dicks and Dykes 4 Life,” a June 1 marathon 
benefit for the AIDS Action Committee of Massachusetts. 

The brainchild of Boston cabaret singer Rick Berlin, “Drags, Dicks and Dykes” 
delivers everything its title promises. There is live music from gay and straight bands 
ranging from national acts such as the Dambuilders to local favorites like the Bay 
Village People, Sequoia, King of the Lesbian Folksingers, and Chucklebucket. Drag 
queens Vaunessa Vale, Sylvia Sidney, Zola, and others will shake things up between 
sets. The festivities will be hosted by a list of local personalities such as WFNX One 
in Ten radio show co-host Keith Orr and the Fenway Community Health Center’s 
Harry Collings. 

The event first took shape last year as Berlin’s way of thanking Jacques, the Bay 
Village drag bar, for his year-long Monday-night gig at the club. Last year the rau- 
cous party attracted a record crowd for the club and raised $2500 for AAC. 

“It was the biggest night in Jacques’s history,” Berlin said. “It was an amazing 
thing, like Woodstock. It was-the essence of what Jacques can be on a great night.” 

After last year’s tremendous crowd and positive response, the number of bands 
that wanted to participate tripled, and Berlin feared the audience for the event 
would be unable to fit into the nightclub. Also, because of neighborhood zoning 
regulations, the club closes at midnight, which would restrict the length of the 
show. So Berlin scouted out a larger site and will hold this year’s benefit at the mul- 
tilevel Quest on Boylston Street. There will be performances on two stages, upstairs 
and in the dungeon. 

Even with the change of venue, Berlin is confident that this year’s DD&D will 
have the spark of last year’s party. He notes that many of the Jacques drag queens 


“It’s a great example of how a band that’s just surfacing can have more bite than 
a band that just got a record deal,” Berlin says of the large crew of unsigned bands 
that will perform. “It really shows the joy of performing the first 25 times, when it’s 
still fun. There are a lot of people in that category. It’s very street-level.” 
“Drags, Dicks and Dykes 4 Life” runs from 3 p.m. to 2 a.m. June 1 at Quest. Tickets are $5.

New name, new co-chairs: 
the anatomy of change

or the last 10 years, Boston 

Pride has been shaped by one 

person. Jim Kratoville has 

raised money to fund the festi- 

val, he’s registered march par- 
ticipants, and he’s selected the parade 
marshals, speakers, and performers. This 
year will mark the first time in a decade 
that Boston Pride has been organized by 
someone other than Kratoville. No one 
will know until the June 8 parade is over 
whether his presence will be missed by 
the average parade attendee. But one 
thing has been clear since his resignation 
from the Pride, Inc. board of directors 
last December: his presence has not been 
missed by the people who did the grunt 
work for Boston Pride 95 — the same 
people who are now calling the shots for 
this year’s parade. 

The first sign of trouble between Kra- 
toville and the volunteers who make up 
Pride, Inc.’s Pride Committee surfaced 
last October, when the 11 members of 
the committee signed a letter to the Pride, 
Inc. board of directors demanding both 
Kratoville’s resignation and a financial 
audit of 1995’s celebration. 

That letter was accompanied by-a 
packet of eight additional letters, which 
outlined specific concerns about Kra- 
toville’s performance. From those letters 
and from interviews conducted last win- 
ter, it became clear that committee mem- 
bers had serious worries about sexism 
and the loose handling of money. 

* Committee member Stephen Burdick 
wrote, “In general, meetings were sprin- 
kled with Kratoville’s sexist and homo- 
phobic comments (‘no more slash-your- 
wrists-lesbian music’) and anti-transgen- 
der (‘we’re not dealing with that this 
year’) comments, that we would never 
stand for from anyone outside our com- 
munity. It’s not a question of political cor- 
rectness, but integrity and respect... .” 

¢ Sabrina Taylor, one of the co-chairs 
of this year’s Pride, wrote: “The Chair of 
Pride has exhibited extreme prejudice and 
discrimination towards Lesbians and 
women in general.” She added, “Finan- 
cially, Pride "95 may have been the most 
lucrative Pride ever, but it was not as 
profitable as it could have been. I, as well 
as several other Pride Committee mem- 
bers, heard the comment, ‘If Kratoville is 
still in charge... NO!” 

¢ Michael Thibert, who produced the 
Thursday-night event on the Esplanade, 
estimated that his show raised “between 
$6000 and $8000.” Yet John Affuso, the 
Pride Committee’s treasurer at the time (he 
has since resigned), maintained last winter 
that just $1200 was collected at the event. 

¢ And Kris Alden, a Pride Committee 
member who catered a post-Pride party 
for the committee at Kratoville’s apart- 
ment, said that she agreed to do the event 
at cost — until she realized that Kratoville 
had made arrangements with a neighbor to 
turn the Pride party into a personal one. 

“I agreed to donate my catering fee to 
Pride and provide a buffet and wine and 
beer for the agreed-upon $500,” Alden 
wrote in a May 20, 1995, letter to Kra- 
toville. “If the party has now grown into a 
larger event with both you and your 
neighbor inviting additional guests, I can- 
not do the event for $500. I would need 
to charge you for the additional liquor 
and for the cost of my staff persor.” 

Those additional charges came to $276, 
according to a copy of Alden’s invoice. 
Kratoville paid Alden $100, she said. 
When Alden billed him for the additional 
$176 and didn’t receive payment, she 
brought the matter up at a Pride meeting. 
There, she was paid — when Affuso 
wrote her a check from the Pride account. 

& 

During a recent interview, Kratoville 

declined to comment on the letters and 


the complaints 
raised in them ex- 
cept to say, “I just 
want to wish the 
committee very 
well.” 

As for his deci- 
sion to resign, he 
noted that he 
stepped down be- 
cause of family 
illness and that 
the board had 
voted him in 
as chair 
again. “I'll tell 
you some- 
thing: I would 
have done 
Pride again this 
year,” he said. 

During in- 
terviews last 
winter with 
board and com- 
mittee members, 
additional ques- 
tions about Kra- 
toville’s judgment 
came to light. 

Kratoville refused 

to deal with the 
organizers of the 

Dyke March, who 

were planning a 

separate parade for women the 
morning of Pride. When it be- 
came clear that a separate 
march for women would in- 
deed take place (it would 
merge with the general Pride 
parade once it reached Cop- 

ley Square), Kratoville said 
that he assigned two wom- 

en, board member Adri- 
enne Benton and com- 
mittee member Kris 
Alden, the task of deal- 

ing with the Dyke 

March organizers. “It 

would have been better 

that a lesbian handle it, you 
know,” he said. 

In the meantime, Norm Hill, a board 
member of Pride, Inc. who is also the 
Boston Police Department’s liaison to the 
gay-and-lesbian community, contacted 
Suzi Hart and Susan Trotz, the Dyke 
March organizers, and tried to discourage 
them from holding their march. “I didn’t 
understand why Norm Hill called me. . . 
because we had not even called the city 
yet,” Trotz said last winter. “He did not 
identify himself as a [member of the 
Pride, Inc. board].” 
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In an interview last winter, Hill main- 
tained that he had called Trotz because 
a letter from Trotz and Hart requesting 
a permit had landed on his desk. He 
also maintained that he never tried to 
hide his affiliation with Pride, Inc. from 
Trotz and Hart. 

But Kratoville did. 

A copy of a June 4, 1995, letter to Hart 
from the Pride Committee shows a space 
in the letterhead where Hill’s name nor- 
mally appeared. According to Alden, who 
signed the letter, Kratoville had demand- 
ed that Hill’s name be deleted. Jen Brusic, 
a member of last year’s committee, as 
well as Pride 96 co-chairs Sabrina Tay- 
lor and Gregg Fraker, all say that Kra- 
toville did have Hill’s name removed from 
the letter. 

When asked about it last winter, Hill 
said only that he had never asked for his 
name to be put on the letterhead in the 
first place. And, during a recent inter- 
view, Kratoville denied that incident 
took place. “I never would have whited 
out anybody’s name,” he said. “As far as 
I’m concerned, all board correspon- 
dence went out with everybody’s name 
on it.” 

Yet Peter Brennan, a board member 
who resigned last February in part be- 
cause of his frustration with the apolitical 
nature of Pride, said that some members 
of the Pride board didn’t want a separate 
march for women. “The interesting 
question is, why was the Pride Commit- 
tee so afraid of them?” he said. “We 
should be endorsing that kind of thing. 
We should be encouraging it.”

Since the letters and demand for Kra- 
toville’s resignation were sent, five 
board members — more than half the 
Pride, Inc. membership — have re-

signed. But 

questions about money 

remain. No one has answers about why 
the sole winner of a fundraising raffle last 
year has yet to receive her award, and 
why_names were never drawn for two 
other donated raffle prizes. 

Of three trips donated to Boston Pride 
last year by Five Star Travel, just one, a 
trip to the gay festival Hotlanta, was 
awarded. Sue Carey won the prize during 


a Pride event last June at Club Café. Al- 
though she was told at the time that she 
would receive her trip itinerary from Five 
Star Travel, she never did. 

Five Star Travel, meanwhile, was never 
notified that anyone had won any of their 
prizes: the trip to Hotlanta, a trip to Ams- 
terdam, and a stay at a gay resort. 

Last winter, board president Vin Mc- 
Carthy, who resigned April 29, promised 
that Carey would be reimbursed for the 
value of her prize in accordance with 
state law. Around the same time, Kra- 
toville told Carey that he would make 
sure she received her prize — or its 
equivalent, given that the event had 
passed. 

“Jim Kratoville was the last person I 
spoke to,” Carey said. “He told me he 
was resigning from the board and he 
would get me reimbursed for the trip.” 

Carey’s still waiting for the check. “Just 
out of principle, I’d like to see something 
happen,” she said. “I don’t want to go 
anywhere. I travel enough on business. I 
would be happy to even donate the mon- 
ey to a worthy cause.” 

According to a Joe Elie, a spokesman 
for the Attorney General’s office, it’s not 
uncommon for raffle tickets to be sold 
and prizes not awarded. But it is against 
the law. “Under the statute, Mass Gener- 
al Laws Chapter 271 Section 7A, if tick- 
ets are sold in a raffle, a prize must be 
awarded,” he said. 

New board president Laura Sachs, 
unanimously voted in when McCarthy re- 
signed, and Brennan expressed surprise 
when asked about Carey’s still-to-be- 
awarded raffle prize, as did Taylor and 
Fraker. 

“I thought this had been resolved as of 
last November,” Sachs said, adding: “The 
current board is aware that there are is- 
sues left from last year and will be dealing 
with things so that a) they will be re- 
solved and b) these kinds of things won’t 
happen in the future.” 

Five Star Travel has again donated 
three fundraising raffle prizes to Pride, 
Inc.: a trip for two to London, a trip for 
two to Hotlanta, and a vacation for two 
to a gay resort. Taylor has promised to 
take out an ad in the gay press after Pride 
is over to announce the winners. “And 
every winner will be given their prize,” 
she added. 

Like Sachs, Taylor and Fraker said that 
there is some cleaning up to do from last 
year’s event. They’ve promised to publish 
a full financial account of Pride ’96 in the 
gay press within a month of Pride’s end, 
in addition to the names of raffle 
prizewinners. 

Kratoville, though, predicted that Frak- 
er and Taylor would soon be faced with 
the same questions about money that he 
had faced. When you’re dealing “with 
cash” that’s what happens, he said. 

“My advice to [Taylor and Fraker],” 
said Kratoville, “is do the best job that you 
think you can do and skip the rest, be- 
cause there will always be one person in 
the crowd who will say, ‘I didn’t like this.’ 
My philosophy was, if you want to com- 
plain about it, then join the committee.” 

That’s exactly what Taylor, Fraker, 
and others did. And when they didn’t 
like what they saw, they complained — 
and installed new leadership at Pride for 
the first time in a decade. To date, 
they’ve invited the Dyke March organiz- 
ers to join the committee (they de- 
clined), and they’ve changed the official 
name of the parade to the Boston Gay, 
Lesbian, Bisexual, Transgender and Al- 
lies Parade. They’ve raised approxi- 
mately $30,000 in cash and an addi- 
tional $20,000 in in-kind contributions. 
And they still have the lucrative Thurs- 
day-night event, two boat cruises, and 
the parade itself, which puts them on 
track to raise even more money than 
last year. According to the annual re- 
ports on file with the Division of Public 
Charities, 1995 was, by far, the most lu- 
crative year: $77,454 raised, as com- 
pared to $37,569 in 1993 and $37,669 
in 1994. 

How smoothly the June 8 parade and 
festival goes, though, will be the real test 
of the new leadership. In the meantime, 
Taylor and Fraker — and Kratoville — 
are busy planning for the big day. Taylor 
and Fraker are pinning down sponsors, 
negotiating with the Dyke March orga- 
nizers, and overseeing their committee 
of volunteers while Kratoville (who is 
admittedly “missing my baby right 
now”) is mapping out his Pride Day 
schedule: “I'll be sitting on a roof deck 
on the corner of Dartmouth and 
Tremont having my margaritas and en- 
joying myself for once.” QO

RuPaul and tennis player Martina Navratilova have 
kicked off parades in those cities with motivating words and a wave to 
the crowd. 

In Boston, however, the grand marshal position is bestowed more 
as an honor for local achievement than as a ceremonial crown. In re- 
cent years, the title has gone to Harry Collings of the Fenway Com- 
munity Health Center, the Rev. Kim Crawford Harvey of the Arling- 
ton Street Church, former City Councilor David Scondras, and City 
Hall insider and breast cancer advocate Ann Maguire. Three years 
ago, during the height of the debate on gays in the military, the grand 
marshals were two gay service members who were campaigning to al- 
low lesbians and gay men to serve openly. 

“This is kind of like being at the Academy Awards when they give 
the Lifetime Achievement Award,” jokes this year’s honoree, Steven 
Tierney. 

But given the criteria for selecting Boston’s grand marshal, it’s no 
surprise that Tierney, 45, was chosen for the job. For more than 20 
years, he has been a fixture in gay Boston politics. He was co-chair of 
the Massachusetts Gay and Lesbian Political Caucus from 1981 to 
1991, during which time the Massachusetts Gay and Lesbian Civil 
Rights Law was passed by the state legislature. He served on the 
board of the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force from 1985 to 
1991 and remains on the boards of several city and state organiza- 
tions, such as Boston’s Board of Health and Hospitals, Men of Color 
Against AIDS, and the Healthy Boston Coalition for Lesbian, Gay, Bi- 
sexual and Transgendered Youth. 

“I’ve always felt that to be really in touch with the community, if 
you took any kind of leadership position, it was equally important to 
do things like volunteer at the Thanksgiving Day meal for people with 
AIDS,” he says. “I think it’s important to have a sense of who we are 
as a community. I think one of the things that happens to people who 
assume or are elected to leadership roles is they can get almost insu- 
lar; sometimes leaders talk only to each other.” 

For Tierney, that reasoning makes the grand marshal honor even 
sweeter. He feels that the new Pride committee, which includes people 
who were still in elementary school when he first started waging the 
battle for gay rights in Massachusetts, is paying tribute to his ongoing 
contributions. 

“It’s not like this is something from folks my age, who have been 
around forever, giving each other an award at a banquet,” he says. 
“This is a true recognition.” 

Tierney came to Boston from Detroit in the early 1970s to work as 
a residence hall director at Boston University. His first foray into local 
politics was a fundraiser that he held in his BU residence hall apart- 
ment for Elaine Noble, who was later elected the first openly lesbian 
representative to the Massachusetts Legislature. 

In recent years, Tierney has shifted his focus from politics to advo- 
cacy for the welfare of gay and lesbian youth. As director of health 
systems at the Justice Resource Institute, Tierney oversees the Sidney 
Borum Jr. Health Center, the Boston Street Youth Outreach program, 
Boston Gay and Lesbian Adolescent Social Services, the Health Law 
Institute, and Job Match. 

“I feel like it’s a natural progression to where we are now, worrying 
about our youth,” he says. “If we’re a community we need to be con- 
cerned about kids, and we need to think of ourselves as a complete 
community. I feel lucky to have made that progression.”

The top spots to watch

COPLEY SQUARE — this is where it all fj 

comes together. After the Pride breakfasts, morn 

ing services, and Dyke March have ended, crowds 

gather along Boylston Street and in the Square. Be- 

fore the parade kick-off, organizers and sponsors of 

the event offer kind words and encouragement at 

the 11 a.m. Pre-Pride Rally near the steps of Trinity 

Church. Politicians also take the podium to seek 

votes from lesbians and gay men. (Because it’s an — wae 

election year, this part should be better than usual — or worse, ienandien on your point of view.) 
Meanwhile, on Boylston Street, organizations and businesses make last-minute changes to their 

floats and line-ups. Go-go boys stretch their muscles in preparation for two hours of dancing, and 

Dykes on Bikes spit-shine their Harleys. Part of the fun is watching the gaping tourists who acciden- 

tally stumble upon the commotion, either on foot or from the windows of passing trolley tours. 
Getting to Copley Square early to hear the speeches and watch the organizational bustle leaves 

plenty of time to check out the parade from other vantage points, or to sneak to the Esplanade to get 

a good seat on the grass before the 100,000 or so other spectators catch up. 


CLARENDON STREET — one of the 
best stretches for viewing the parade begins at 
the John Hancock Tower and extends to the AIDS 
Action Committee (AAC) offices, in the same 
building as the Hard Rock Café. Everything in this 

area is louder and brighter, thanks to the Hancock. The brilliant colors 
of rainbow flags and drag queens’ dresses are reflected off the mirrored 
building like light off a disco ball, and the sounds of the Freedom Trail 
Marching band reverberate off the tall structure. 

The YWCA wears a big rainbow flag, and an arch of rainbow-colored 
balloons forms a welcoming gate over the street as the parade winds 
its way into Boston's gay epicenter, the South End. The AAC employ- 
ees who often gather outside their building offer an especially warm 
greeting to marchers. 


TREMONT STREET — The place to be is the in- 
a oe tersection of Clarendon and Tremont Streets as the pa- 
Sa rade rounds the corner and travels up Tremont. This is 
— where the largest crowds gather. Everywhere you turn are 
signs of gay life; Pride is the gay equivalent of Christmas 
on this street. Virtually every storefront sports a rainbow 
flag or some shade of pink. Look up to the third and fourth 
floors (and even roof decks), and you'll see even more fab-

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CYCLORAMA — For those hunting down potential date 
material, Tremont Street comes a close second to the Esplanade 
for sheer numbers and variety. Men and women of every shape, 
size, color, and fetish pack the street, especially in the area in 
front of the Cyclorama. 

The Cyclorama tends to be a popular viewing spot because the 
reviewing stands are located directly in front of the building. With 
thousands of lesbians and gay men voicing support for their fa- 
vorite floats by screaming, applauding, and flinging bras or other 
articles of clothing, parade participants are on their best (or 
worst) behavior. 


BERKELEY STREET — one of the last good areas to catch the pa- 
rade before the mad dash to the Esplanade is along Berkeley Street, especial- 
ly at the corner of Berkeley and Chandler. This is another area populated by

on your level of planning. Unless you’re going “e,, dee @ 

to skip the parade and head directly to the Es- rz 

planade for the afternoon entertainment, you’ll need comfortable 
walking shoes. Stay away from sport sandals like Tevas. The straps tend 
to cut into flesh after a few miles, and the sun easily burns sensitive toes. If 
your ensemble prohibits comfortable shoes, look for comfort inserts to slip 
inside your heels, boots, or whatever you'll be strapping to your feet. Pride 
always involves extensive walking and, of course, dancing. 

It’s important to travel light, but if you pack a few small items in a 
purse or backpack, the day will go much more smoothly. The most im- 
portant item in your travel kit is sun block. Remember what your mother 
told you: it’s still possible to get a sunburn on a cloudy day. Even queens 

who spent the winter in a tanning booth should 

wear some kind of protection. Start high, at least 
20 SPF, and stay away from the mango-coconut- 
banana-passion-fruit-scented lotion — it will draw 
more yellow jackets than a bowl of sugar water. Ap- 
ply the sunscreen about 30 minutes before the pa- 
rade, and bring the bottle along for a re-application 
at the Esplanade (maybe by that time there will be 
someone around to rub it into your back for you). 

Drag queens and Cosmo dykes should look for a 
base or concealer with SPF protection and consider 
toting a parasol as an accessory. Shaved-headed, goa- 
teed clones, and the otherwise follicularly challenged, 
should be sure to cover exposed scalps with a hat — 
or slather bald pates with sun block. Women who last 

bared their breasts at the Northampton Women’s Fes- 
tival (and intend to do so again at Pride) also need to remember,to use 
sun block or face the consequences Monday morning. “i, 

For sitting at the Esplanade, bring a blanket or towel. If the wea S 
been wet in the days before Pride, bring a trash bag to slip under the blan- 
ket. There’s nothing more uncomfortable than sitting on wet grass for two 
hours — and the trash bag can double as a makeshift poncho #fit 

Throw a few plastic-strip bandages in your bag. They're life savers for 
blisters — stick one on your heel when your pumps begin digging.i 
your foot. A small bottle of insect repellent can also be handy*for getting 
rid of all kinds of pests that cross your path. wet 

Food is available at the Esplanade, but with mile-long 
lines and inflated prices, it makes more sense-to pack a 
few treats in your bag before you go. Bring a spOfts bot- 

tle filled with water (or whatever) and keep it easily ac- 
cessible. The bottle can also be used as a squirt gun to 
cool yourself off if things get too hot. 

There are also a number of fast-food restaurants and 
convenience stores along the parade route for pit 
stops. Across from Copley Square there is a Burger 
King and Finagle a Bagel. On Tremont Street, the 
Boston Market has drinks and food, as does the 
Christy’s convenience store on Berkeley Street. 

Near the end of the parade route is a Starbucks, at 

the corner of Charles and Beacon Streets. 

Although shorts and T-shirts are the order of 
the day, men going on to the Grass Roots Gay Rights 

Fund street dance and women headed for the City Hall Plaza dance 
should bring a sweatshirt in anticipation of chilly evening weather. 

For lesbians who must wear flannel at Pride, find an old shirt and 
take the sleeves off (ripped, not sheared). Wear a T-shirt underneath so 
you can dispense with the top layer in the hot sun. And those who are 
k planning to shuck their bras at the Esplanade should leave the under- 
ps * wires at home and instead wear a bra that can easily be balled up into a 

pocket or bag. 

For leather men and women, stick to leather accessories instead of the 
3%: _ full ensemble. A leather cap, vest, or studded choker will get the point 
across. Wearing leather pants or a leather jacket can be torture if the tem- 
perature goes above 75 — and even if that’s what you’re striving for, the 
resulting scent of sweaty leather will offend the rest of the crowd.

pride in our farms, our families, and our 
small-town goodness. 

Trouble was, I didn’t grow up on a farm. 
The closest I ever came to one was on a field 
trip where, in an attempt to produce milk, I 
squeezed a cow’s udder too tightly and she 
kicked mud on my cherished pair of 
parachute pants. 

My family was not your typical white 
farming family. My parents had emigrated 
from the Philippines and settled in this 
American land of milk and honey prior to 
my arrival. My father liked to joke with the 
other Filipino family in town that when I was 
born, the doctor stamped MADE IN THE USA 
across my butt. 

This cross-cultural upbringing, combined 
with my adolescent longing for other boys, 
confused my sense of identity growing up. 
The Council Bluffs Pride Parade was the 
single event that — at least for the moment 
— made me feel as though I belonged in my 
suburban community. 

Unlike the Boston event, the Council 
Bluffs Pride Parade was not a bonanza of 
massive floats and outrageous, elaborately 
costumed performers. It was hand-lettered 
cardboard signs, a battalion of pickup 
trucks, and purple and white balloons blown 
up by Miss Pashby’s second-grade class. It 
was hand-dipped corn dogs and raunchy 
bean burritos. Every year, it lasted an hour 
too long and degenerated into chaos at the 
end. Basically, it was Council Bluffs in all its 
corn-cob glory. 

I always knew what to expect. My mother 
would snap pictures of me marching down 
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Main Street, to add to the box of photos she 
kept beside the washing machine. Dad got to 
drink Pabst Blue Ribbon and eat chicharron 
— Filipino pork rinds — with his bud- 
dies in the parking lot of the bank 
where he worked. I looked 

forward to the opportunity to 

stride through town beside 

my peers. 

A die-hard participant, I 
marched with my class- 
mates or a Cub Scout pack 
when I was younger, then 
graduated to membership in 
a tae kwon do organization 
as I grew older. (I remember 
joining anything and every- 
thing: the Chanticleer Theater 
Players, a pen-pal club, my high- 
school yearbook staff, the altar boys 
of Saint Patrick’s Church.) And each 
spring, as the date drew near, I reacquainted 
myself with the zig-zagging route from 
Hinky Dinky’s parking lot to East Main 
Street, past the Squirrel Cage jail, to our 
pristine town square, where the Grand 
Marshal addressed the crowd. 

“I pity the fool,” Mr. T snarled at the awe- 
stricken horde of Council Bluffers gathered 
in the square that year. “I pity the fool who 
doesn’t have pride in his community.” 
Friends and neighbors applauded. He was 
probably the only African-American most of 
them had ever seen. 

His special visit to Council Bluffs had 
been organized by my mother. She was 
the one-woman powerhouse behind the 
most impressive invitation Mr. T had ever 
received: a 10-foot-long card that was circu- 
lated through numerous elementary schools 
and displayed at the Central Park Mall for 
signatures from the entire community. Mom 
had mailed the monstrous note to Mr. T’s 
Hollywood home, planned the logistics of his 
ambassadorial trip, and invited the actor to 
our two-bedroom duplex for a spectacular 
Filipino feast.

“You mean you won't attend the parade 
because of an encounter with Mr. T years 
ago?” Scott asks, studying a photograph in 
which Mr. T’s arm cradles my shoulders, 
his menacing sneer dominating the picture. 
I nod, questioning the truth of my response.

Mr. T 
snarled. “I pity the 
fool who doesn’t 
have pride in his 
community.”

As we watch, a young Japanese man 
approaches us on the sidewalk. He’s a 
waif reminiscent of a CK One ad, with 
close-cropped hair and a shirt emblazoned 
with the legend Q&A. He walks up and 
hands me a flyer, oblivious to the rest of the 
group. Scott erupts in laughter when he sees 
the words printed on the flyer’s cover: Q&A, 
THE QUEER AND ASIAN ALLIANCE OF BOSTON. | 
I’m flattered and dismayed. Mostly, I’m left 
pondering my own definition of community, | 
and how strongly it is shaped by others. 

As I stand there, flyer in hand, in the heart 
of Boston — thousands of miles from my 
Council Bluffs roots — I realize that both of 
these communities have been welcoming and 
smothering at the same time. And I grasp 
how my perception of myself, that elusive 
thing called identity, has been influenced — 
sometimes in subtle, unassuming ways — by 
the people in the communities around me. 

I fold the yellow flyer into thirds and toss 
it into a nearby trash can. “Wait,” Scott says, 
“you’re throwing away the first group where 
you truly belong!” With a goofy grin, he 
takes my free hand in his and we laugh. O

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Having unprotected sex should 
never be a relationship test

rue love may be the biggest 
threat to gay men’s health 
these days. 
I say this because in recent 
weeks I’ve learned of two 
friends who became HIV-positive after 
they had unprotected sex with their 
lovers. Each of my friends believed his 
partner was the true love of his life. A 
third friend also told me recently that 
he was having unprotected sex because 
— you guessed it — he had found his 
true love. 

When “Ray” met his lover three years 
ago, he saw stars. “It’s true love,” he 
told me soon after he moved in with the 
man who would later infect him with a 
deadly virus. Ray had never been very 
good at monogamy, but he was so sure 
this was his Mr. Right that he pledged to 
be faithful. So did Mr. Right. They went 
together to get HIV tests, and when the 
results came back negative for both of 
them, Ray’s lover suggested they give up 
condoms. The lover hated condoms be- 
cause, like many men, he couldn’t main- 
tain an erection with one on. That had 
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prevented the couple from fully consum- 
mating their love in a way they both 
wanted. 

Ray agreed not to use condoms. He 
reasoned that since they had both 
pledged monogamy, and since they were 
both HIV-negative, it would be safe. And 
it would be something special, he 
thought, because he could share every 
kind of lovemaking with his true love. 

What Ray didn’t know was that the 
man he was living with would eventually 
find another love: intravenous drugs. 

It seems amazing to Ray even now, 
but for a long time, he didn’t know his 
lover was shooting up. When Ray did 
find out, he tried his best to get help for 
his lover. But in the end, Ray ended up 
leaving the relationship without much to 
show for it — except for the deadly virus 
that now courses through his body. 

Like Ray, “Brian” also pledged 
monogamy and true love to his man. 
And like Ray, Brian and his lover decid- 
ed to give up condoms. Unbeknownst to 
Brian, however, his lover was secretly 
having sex with other men while contin- 
uing to havé unprotected sex with Brian 
at home. 

“Using a condom became more than 
just a question of safe sex,” Brian says. 
“It became a symbol for our faithfulness. 
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After we agreed not to use condoms, if 
one of us had later suggested going back 
to them, it would have been obvious 
why. The condom thing became a test of 
our relationship.” 

It is a test that failed, and one for 
which Brian — who is now HIV-positive 
— is paying a high price. 

It’s easy to be judgmental, to say that 
Brian and his lover obviously had prob- 
lems they weren’t discussing, and to sin- 
gle out Brian’s lover as the bad guy. But 
it’s not that simple. 

The issue of monogamy is one that has 
always been highly charged in our com- 
munity. Add to it the element of AIDS, 
and things only get harder to sort out. 

Brian’s lover couldn’t or didn’t want 
to remain monogamous. But, at the same 
time, he didn’t want to lose Brian. Of 
course, he should have talked to Brian 
about it, but Brian is the first to admit 
that broaching the subject would have 
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caused great friction between them. 

Although Brian believes they might 
have been able to work out a solution, 
his lover feared facing a confrontation 
and risking the breakup of the relation- 
ship. His answer was to maintain a se- 
crecy that endangered the health of the 
man he claimed to love. 

My fear is that these men’s stories 
are not as uncommon as we'd all like to 
believe. When are we going to learn 
that the test of true love isn’t unpro- 
tected sex, but allowing for and pro- 
tecting each other against the conse- 
quences of human error? 

As gay men, we need to put aside our 
jealousies and insecurities and redefine 
our test of love for each other. If you re- 
ally love someone, you won’t whittle 
down the entire matter of trust to the 
question of using a condom, and you 
won't make the test of your love a ques- 
tion of life or death. 0 
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Are the funds from the AIDS 
Pledge Walk taken for granted?

fter 11 years, it’s 
become almost 
routine. Thou- 
sands of Massa- 
chusetts residents 
drag themselves out of bed early on 
the first Sunday in June. Armed with 
pledge sheets, team T-shirts, and 
good intentions, they converge on 
the Boston Common to begin a 6.1- 
mile trek through Boston, Brookline, 
and Cambridge for the AIDS Action 
Committee’s annual pledge walk. 

But along with the smiling faces 
and block party—like atmosphere are 
constant reminders of why thousands 
of people give up their day: family 
members carry pictures of lost loved 
ones, while friends quietly mourn as 
they walk. 

Since 1986, the walk 
has raised $20 million 
for the AAC and other 
local AIDS-service or- 
ganizations; this year, 
march organizers say 
they hope to raise 
$2.75 million. Despite 
these efforts, AIDS re- 
mains the leading 
cause of death in the 
state for people be- 
tween the ages of 25 
and 44. An estimated 
35,000 Massachusetts 
residents are infected 
with HIV, according to 
the AAC, and four 
more people become 
infected every day. 

Six million of the 
$20 million raised since 
the first walk has 
been distributed to 
organizations 
throughout east- 
ern Massachu- 
setts. So while the 
yearly walk may 
seem old hat to 
many observers, 
its proceeds are vi- 
tal to the 29 orga- 
nizations receiving 
funds from the 
AAC this year. For 
instance, the mon- 
ey from the walk is 
the largest source 
of funding for the 
AIDS Law Project 
of the Gay and 
Lesbian Advocates 
and Defenders. 

“There is no 
question that our 
efforts to advance 
civil rights for people with HIV 
would be seriously compromised 
without that kind of consistent fund- 
ing,” AIDS Law Project director 
Bennett Klein says. “It’s a very im- 
portant resource that we've put to 
good use. Litigation is a very expen- 
sive process.” 

Since 1988, the AIDS Law Project 
has received nearly $250,000 from 
the AIDS Pledge Walk. Klein points 
out that the money has helped defend 
dozens of people with AIDS from 
discrimination and helped establish 
laws protecting people from future 
discrimination. 

“I think we've always been grateful 
that the [organizers of the] AIDS 
walk understood at a very early time 
how important it was to fight for civ- 
il-rights protections,” says Klein. “In 
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the mid and late ’80s there were no 
legal protections available for people 
who were thrown out of their jobs. It 
was the effort through impact-litiga- 
tion cases that determined that peo- 
ple with HIV should be included in 
disability-discrimination laws.” 
Although there are now legal pro- 
tections in place for people with HIV, 
the discrimination (and the need for 
services such as the AIDS Law Pro- 
ject) hasn’t gone away. A precedent- 
setting case that the AIDS Law Pro- 
ject litigated recently in Maine is just 
one example. Bangor dentist Randon 
Bragdon had a written policy stating 
that he would not treat anyone with 
HIV or AIDS. When an HIV-positive 
woman needed to have a cavity filled 
and Bragdon refused, she sued. A 


court found that Bragdon had illegal- 
ly discriminated against the woman 
under the Americans with Disabilities 
Act and ordered him to end his dis- 
criminatory practices (“Tooth and 
Nail,” News, May 12, 1996). 

Bragdon had argued that someone 
with HIV cannot be safely treated 
without presenting a danger to the 
health-care provider. Had Bragdon’s 
argument held up before the judge, 
Klein says, it could have opened the 
door to any dentist refusing to care 
for a patient — and to allowing 
health-care providers who draw 
blood or insert intravenous lines to 
refuse to treat HIV-positive patients 
as well. 

“This is actually a very common 
problem in health care for people with 
HIV,” Klein observes. “There are very 
few dentists who are as explicit about 
the discrimination as this dentist, but 
the sentiment is out there.” 


Such discrimination is not limited 
to health care. With little prompting, 
Klein can tick off a roster of HIV-re- 
lated discrimination cases in employ- 
ment, unauthorized HIV testing, and 
violation of privacy laws, including 
the recent case of an HIV-positive 
aerobics instructor at the Boston 
Athletic Club who was not allowed to 
come back to work until he agreed to 
sign a letter informing all the club’s 
members that he was HIV-positive 
(“A Question of Discrimination,” 
News, November 11, 1994.) 

In addition to offering grants to lo- 
cal organizations with established 
AIDS services, such as the Fenway 
Community Health Center, Victory 
Programs, and the Hospice at Mission 
Hill, the AIDS Action Committee so-

licits proposals for “model” 
programs — innovative new 
programs that offer a unique 
service to a geographical area 
or population that otherwise 
would go without. One such 
program receiving funding 
for the first time this year is 
the AIDS Ministry at the 
Universalist Meeting House 
in Provincetown. The unique 
AIDS ministry will offer a 
spiritual retreat for health- 
care providers and volunteers 
who work with people with HIV and 
AIDS, according to program coordi- 
nator Ed Frock. 

This year, the largest block of funds 
will go to support the free programs 
and services provided by AAC. 
Through its professional staff of 100 
and its several thousand volunteers, 
AIDS Action helps out more than 
1500 Bay State residents with HIV 
and AIDS. 

“When we began this fight in 1983, 
no one believed we would still be on 
the front lines a dozen years later,” 
says Larry Kessler, AAC’s executive 
director. “Clearly, we are in this for 
the long term.” 

The AIDS Action Committee’s an- 
nual Pledge Walk is Sunday, June 2, 
and there's still time to sign up. For 
more information or to obtain a 
pledge sheet, call 617-424-WALK or 
visit the AIDS Action Web site at 
www.aac.org. = 
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Avalon (Sun.), 15 Lansdowne St., off 
Kenmore Square, (617) 262-2424. 
Avalon generally attracts the largest 
gathering of gay men in Boston; an 
average head count is nearly 3000. 
With about 10 bars and three dance 
floors, there's room for everyone. The 
only drawback is that when you spot 
someone you might like to meet, the 
odds of crossing paths again that 
night are slim. For this reason, many 
make Avalon a destination for a 
group of friends, and the groupings 
on the dance floor bear this out. It's 
not uncommon to see six or eight 
men, shirtless, writhing in a large cir- 
cle of love and camaraderie. Some- 
times such togetherness can be 
achieved only with a little chemical 
help. But if that’s your game, you'd 
best take care of business before en- 
tering the club: the restrooms are 
carefully monitored. Open from 10 
p.m. to 2 a.m. Cover $5. 

The Bolt, 174 Lincoin St. (off Stuart 
St.), (617) 695-1475. Near the The- 
ater District. Open Mon. through Sat. 
from 11 a.m. to 2 a.m., Sun. from 4 
p.m. to 2 a.m. Cover $3 Thurs. 
through Sat. after 9:30. Lunch is 
served Mon. through Sat. from 11 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Buzz (Sat.), 67 Stuart St., (617) 267- 
8969. Once a week, “Buzz” covers up 
the Europa signs and the high-spend- 
ing hets from the Continent are sent 
elsewhere. DJs Michael Sheehan 
and Joe Di’Espinosa spin for a large- 
ly collegiate crowd. Open from 10 
p.m. to 2 a.m. Call for cover charges. 

Chaps, 31 Huntington Ave., Copley 
Square, (617) 266-7778. Chaps has 
a nice, mid-sized dance floor and 
boasts some of Boston's hottest DJs. 
Every Tues., part of the $3 cover 
goes to a different local AIDS service 
organization, and at 1 a.m. there's a 
drawing for a raffle to benefit that or- 
ganization (vacations and cash are 
the most common prizes). The crowd 
is a healthy mix of the young and 
not-so-young. If you like watching 
bodybuilders expose the fruits of 
their labors, you'll love Chaps, which 
has one of Boston's highest rates of 
Shirt-shedding. On Sun. at about 7 
p.m., “Tea Dance” features go-go 
boys. Open daily from 1 p.m. to 2 
a.m. Cover $3 to $5. 

Club Café, 209 Columbus Ave., 
South End, (617) 536-0966. Popular 
among both women and men for ca- 
sual conversation, a late-night bite, or 
a smart cocktail. The café in front of- 
fers live music on weekends. The 
women tend to hang out in the front, 
and the men move back and forth be- 
tween the front and back (as men are 
wont to do). Club Café’s back bar is 
called Moonshine; it's lined with video 
monitors that sport the latest alterna- 
tive videos and kitsch favorites, such 
as the Carpenters and Nancy Sinatra. 
This place is popular for well-dressed 
men and women who prefer a decibel 
level that allows conversation. Open 
daily from 2 p.m. to 2 a.m. Dinner 
served Sun. through Wed. from 5:30 
to 10 p.m., and on Thurs., Fri., and 
Sat. until 11 p.m. Brunch served on 
Sun. beginning at 11:30 a.m. No cov- 
er. 

Coco's Lazy Lounge & Dance 
Club, 965 Mass. Ave., (617) 427- 
7807. With three separate spaces, 
this women's club provides for ail 
possible moods and frequently fea- 
tures local lesbian performers. A 
tastefully decorated palace (nearly 
5000 square feet), it's not within 
walking distance of much of anything 
except its own valet-parking lot. 
Thankfully, there's always a line of 
cabs waiting out front when the bar 
closes. Open Fri. and Sat. from 9 
p.m. to 2 a.m. Cover $5. 

Eagle, 520 Tremont St., South End, 
(617) 542-4494. Convenient to South 
Enders, this is a one-room deal with 
a pool table that attracts some of 
Boston's most skilled players. If you 
walk in looking unsure of yourself, 

longtime bartender Jack may call you 

over for an introduction. Like the no- 
frills décor, this bar is built on a princi- 
ple of economy: you don't need to 
spend much time or money before 
leaving with a new friend. About 45 
minutes before closing, lots of rest- 
less neighborhood boys throw on a 
pair of sneakers and walk the two or 
three blocks to see what they can 

take home. Open Mon. through Fri 
from 3 p.m. to 2 a.m., Sat. from 1 
p.m. to 2 a.m., and Sun. (for brunch) 





from noon to 2 a.m. No cover. 

Fritz, 26 Chandler St., South End, 
(617) 482-4428. A sports bar and the 
downstairs bar of the Chandler Inn. 
The atmosphere is friendly, and 
there's a large after-work/pre-dinner 
crowd on weeknights. Fritz also 
serves brunch on Sat. and Sun. until 
3 p.m. Open Sun. through Fri. from 
noon to 2 a.m., and Sat. from 11 a.m. 
to 2 a.m. No cover. 

Jacques, 79 Broadway, Park 
Square, (617) 426-8902. Like its 
drag-queen clientele, this club de- 
tives much of its strength just from 
having survived this long. Wed. 
through Sat., the entertainment on 
the intimate stage is pure drag — lip- 
synching at its finest, featuring who- 
ever happens to be Miss Gay Boston 
at the time. On Mon., rock singer- 
songwriter Rick Berlin performs alter- 
nate sets with Vaunessa Vale. Sun. 
brings an array of non-drag bands. A 
word of caution: Jacque’s can attract 
some pretty tough men, the kind of 
guys who want to fool around with 
guys but don't want to admit it and so 
choose to “date” crossdressers. 
These guys will not respond favor- 
ably to being approached by a man in 
trousers. Open Mon. through Sat. 
from 10 a.m. to midnight, and Sun. 
from noon to midnight. Cover for 
shows $3 to $5. 

Luxor, 69 Church St., Park Square, 
(617) 423-6969. A video bar that 
plays the latest music videos on sev- 
eral screens, interspersed with some 
stolen moments from Saturday Night 
Live, The Kids in the Hall, and In Liv- 
ing Color. The video jockeys pride 
themselves on their mixing acumen 
and create very funny compilation 
tapes from campy movies such as 
Mommie Dearest, these are generally 
shown on Tues. nights. The comedy 
clips provide an excellent opportunity 
for striking up a conversation with the 
cute guy standing beside you as you 
laugh at the same joke. Downstairs is 
Jox, a small sports bar used as a 
break from the music upstairs, or a 
chance to check the current score of 
whatever game happens to be airing 
that night. Open daily from 4 p.m. to 
1 a.m. No cover. 

Napoleon Club, 52 Piedmont St., 
Park Square, (617) 338-7547. This is 
the city’s second-oldest gay bar; it 
was founded in 1952, after a notori- 
ous prior incarnation as a speakeasy. 
Every night, men gather round two 
baby grand pianos for sing-alongs 
that span an entire century of stan- 
dards; it's not uncommon to hear the 
latest Andrew Lioyd Webber song af- 
ter an old Jerome Kern tune. The ac- 
companiment is top-notch, despite 
the fact that the pianists drink for free 
and freely. On weekends, there's a 
small disco upstairs named 
Josephine's, where one can bop up 
for a more traditional dance-bar at- 
mosphere. If you're young and pretty 
and alone, don't be surprised to find 
a free drink sent your way by an older 
and more financially secure gentle- 
man. Drinks are never served in plas- 
tic cups at Napoleon's: only fine (or 
close to fine) crystal. And the bar, 
walls, mirrors, and bathrooms are 
kept impeccably clean. It's accepted 
as fact that Liberace and Judy Gar- 
land frequented Napoleon's in its ear- 
ly days. After five minutes in the 
place, one is certain that such stories 
are true. Open daily from 5 p.m. to 2 
a.m. No cover downstairs, and $3 for 
upstairs dance floor on weekends. 
119 Merrimac, 119 Merrimac St., 
Haymarket, (617) 367-0713. This is a 
no-nonsense leather-and-denim bar. 
Don't worry about shaving before hit- 
ting this place — the lighting is what's 
known as mood, with a capital M. You 
won't have to invest three hours of 
eye-contact games in order to score 
here, but the next morning you may 
wake up with someone who doesn't 
look like what you expected. Open 
Mon. through Sat. from 10:30 a.m. to 
2 a.m., and Sun. from noon to 2 a.m. 
No cover. 

Playland, 21 Essex St., Downtown 
Crossing, (617) 338-7254. The oldest 
gay bar in the city, on the edge of the 
Combat Zone. It opened its doors in 
1938, and, chances are, some of to- 
day's clientele were there. Most gay 
Clubs have traded gaudiness for manii- 
ness, but Playland is as campy and ef- 
feminate as ever, with Christmas lights, 
American flags, and dozens of Holly- 
wood starlet head shots covering the 
mirrored walls. It is not uncommon to 
spot a sixtysomething drag queen dish- 
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ing the dirt with a 21-year-old just in 
from the suburbs for his first dose of 
gay culture. This may not be the best 
place to find the man of your dreams, 
or even of the moment, but you can't 
beat it for sheer camp and good sub- 
versive conversation. Upstairs, there's 
a piano bar that opens on Thurs., Fri., 
and Sat. at 8 p.m., with some pretty 
good keyboardists who'll take requests. 
Open Mon. through Sat. from 8 a.m. (!) 
to 2 a.m., and Sun. from noon to 2 a.m. 
No cover 

Pranzare, 1271 Boylston St., Fen- 
way, (617) 424-1441. This Fenway 
restaurant and lounge has yet to de- 
velop a large gay following (it is locat- 
ed inside the Howard Johnson's), but 
it does receive a fair amount of 
spillover from nearby Boylston Street 
clubs such as Quest and the Ram- 
rod. The Italian restaurant features 
meals priced from $9 to $16, and the 
music played in the lounge is primari- 
ly on the light, acoustic side, although 
there are occasional evenings with 
jazz ensembles, blues performers, 
and Latin music. Dinner served Sun. 
through Wed. from 5 to 10 p.m., and 
Thurs. through Sat. until 11 p.m. The 
bar closes later on nights with enter- 
tainment. 

Quest, 1270 Boylston St., (617) 424- 
7747. Quest has one of the more 
eclectic schedules for local clubs. It's 
largely straight, except for the nights 
listed below. The club has three 
floors and a cool roof deck, with DJs 
and dancing on two floors. On Mon., 
“Queer Circus” features an amateur 
strip contest.

| blade, a pair of skivvies) can become as 
| threatening as a land mine. 

But mostly, “location” is wherever you 
| find yourself riding: through February 
| sleet, over dead skunk entrails, in and out 
| of opening-day traffic at Fenway Park. On 

any given day, you might be cussed out, 
| spit on, and flipped off. Simply put, the 
only space Boston roads allow for biking 
is about as wide as the gap between two 
| car bumpers. And, as everybody who's 
| ever stepped or ridden off of a sidewalk 
| knows, sometimes those bumpers are 
| touching. 
| So where to bike in the big, bad city 
when you're looking for more than just the 
| challenge of cutting another few seconds 
| from a commute? Again, let’s talk loca- 
| tion. If you're a serious biker, using an au- 
| tomobile to ferry your 
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two-wheeler to a park some- 
where is anathema. In fact, if bi- 
cycle commuting is a part of 
your daily routine, chances are 
you don’t even own a car. But 
chances are you do have some 
favorite spots — bicycling 
havens in and around Boston 
that can be reached on two 
wheels. Here are a few to add to 
your list. 
a 

You can reach Jamaica 
Plain’s Arnold Arboretum by 
taking the Jamaica Way from 
Boston. This busy thorough- | 
fare, which follows the Emer- | 
ald Necklace, is flanked by 
dirt paths that provide enter- 
taining curves and dips 
through the woods. The Ar- 
boretum’s acreage is laced 
with pleasant, well-paved 
roads that wind along its 
grassy meadows, flower gar- 
dens, and sculpted trees. 

North of the Charles, a good 
place to plant yourself is in & 
Somerville, at Davis Square’s 
Someday Café. It’s situated at the begin- 
ning of the Minuteman Trail. If you're into 
cyclist solidarity and caffeine, the bike 
techs from nearby Ace Wheel Works gen- 

erally stop into the 
Someday for a java, 
and occasionally a 
couple of couriers or 
commuters are hang- 
ing around. And if 
you're biking to 
Davis Square from 
downtown, Courier- 
Ware, at 1105 Mass 
Ave, betgveen Har- 
vard and Central 
Squares, can take 
care of your non- 
caffeine needs, in- 
cluding courier 
bags, cycling-re- 
lated gadgets, and 
gossip. And the 
Broadway Bicycle 
School, at 351 
Broadway in 
Cambridge, is 
another good 
place to hang 
around, whether 
for tech classes, 
advice, or just 
some air for 
your tires. 
Starting at 
Davis, road 
bikers can 
pick up the 
Minuteman

Trail and follow it through Arlington, 
Lexington, and Bedford. The trail is an 
eight-foot-wide converted railroad bed, 
and along its 15 or so miles you'll have 
access long, smooth stretches of riding 
on near-deserted side streets. For a loop 
that will take you back to Boston, hop off 
of the trail at Lexington Square (the 
Woburn Street crossing) and use the side 
streets of Lexington, Lincoln, Waltham, 
and Weston to link up with Comm Ave 
(Route 30) close to the crossing of the 
Mass Pike and 1-95, about 10 miles south 
of Lexington Square. It’s probably pru- 
dent to have a road map with you, but to 
get to Comm Ave from Lexington, take 
Mass Ave west or Waltham Street south 
(both meet Woburn Street within a cou- 
ple blocks of the trail crossing), and you 
should be able to work your way south on 
other routes. 

Although it’s not ideal, Comm Ave of- 
fers consistent pedaling all the way from 
the Pike to Boston College — few traffic 
lights, fewer potholes, and no extreme hills 
or mind-numbing flats. If you can’t make 
it onto the Minuteman Trail on a weekday 
or early in the morning, the carriage road 
that runs along the outbound side of sub- 
urban Comm Ave, past the mansions and 
generous lawns of Newton, might be a 
better bet than dealing with the skaters 
and cyclists that throng the narrow Min- 
uteman on sunny weekends. 

For off-road bikers, Middlesex Fells is a 
superb nature reserve no more than 10 
miles from downtown Boston. It’s accessi- 
ble by bike without any long trips down 
busy roads. To get to the Fells, head north 
out of Davis Square on College Avenue, 
through Powderhouse Square, and past 
Tufts University. At South Street, go one 
block east to Main Street, and then north 
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again to cross the bridge over the Mystic 
River into Medford Square. From the 
square, take High Street two blocks west 
to Governor’s Avenue. That runs north to 
South Border Road, which travels through 
the western portion of the Fells. South 
Border Road has plenty of trailheads, some 
marked and others unmarked; the Fells has 
both wide and single-tracked trails, 
snaking throughout deciduous forests just 
dense enough to provide a sense of remove 
from civilization. There are some hills to 
burn your quads on, and several easy-to- 
follow circuit routes that pass views of the | 
reservoir — as well as nice lunch spots on 
granite slopes overlooking the water. 

For a wholly different experience — 
i.e., being the only moving object on a city 
street — think timing, not location: try 
riding through town at midnight. (During 
the work week, that is, when late-drinking 
revelers aren’t heading precariously home 
in their cars.) Close to the heart of town is 
Brookline’s skein of side streets, and the 
challenging Summit Hill and Schick Park 
Hill are right off Beacon Street. The well- 
paved and well-lit neighborhoods in 
02146 provide quiet nighttime riding if 
you don’t mind getting lost for a while. 
And at this hour, Beacon Street is desert- 
ed enough for a round of golf. 

Indeed, with its compact configuration 
and many islands of greenery, Boston is 
blessed as a walking and biking city. Un- 
fortunately, it’s also cursed — because al- 
most everybody who travels more than 
four blocks still drives a car to do it. 
Maybe it’s the serious cyclists we have to 
thank for the fact that the nice locations in | 
and around Boston haven't been paved 
into parking lots. Q

s recently as a couple of 

years ago, in-line skating 

seemed like just another 

sports trend. And as with 

most trends, skating was 

everywhere: in films, with Nicolas Cage 

skating into a pond in /t Could Happen 

to You; in advertisements, like the 

Rollerblade ad with a woman cruising 

along saying “I hate sit-ups” over and 

over; and in more magazine articles than 
you could read. 

There’s less of that media exposure 

now, but more of the real thing. Today 





you can’t walk the Minuteman Trail or 
the path along the Charles River on a 
weekend afternoon without having to 
dodge dozens of skaters. Rollerblade 
alone makes about 14 different skate 
models for adults and another three for 
children. And Damon Poole, president of 
the InLine Skating Club of Boston 
(ICB), insists, “The sport is growing, 
and it’s not a fad.” 

Most people still call in-line skating 
“rollerblading,” after the company that 
popularized in-line skates — even 
though Rollerblade wasn’t the first to

produce them. Serious skaters try to 
avoid the term. No one but the snobbiest 
skater will look down on you if you say 
“rollerblading,” but it will definitely peg 
you as a beginner. 

Whatever you call it, skating, like 
snowboarding, has turned out to be a 
trend with legs (or wheels, as the case 
may be). That may be bad news to peo- 
ple who actually think the Charles River 
pathway and Minuteman Trail are there 
for walking, but it’s good news for the 
rest of us. :

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It also means that if you've resisted in- 
line skating for whatever reasons (fear of 
broken limbs, fear of making a fool out of 
yourself), now is the perfect time to take 
the plunge. “This is definitely the time to 
go out and try it if you never have,” Poole 
says, noting that most shops that sell 
skates will let you rent them and deduct 
what you've paid in rental fees toward a 
new pair. 

Surely the biggest reason for in-line 
skating’s staying power is that the sport is 
accessible — unlike other “trend” sports 
like, say, bungee jumping. You can do it 
on any smooth pavement or asphalt — 
and in the city, that’s just about every- 
where. Plus, with the sport’s popularity, 
many places previously overrun with bi- 
cyclists have become magnets for skaters 
and are much safer than city streets. 

There’s nothing quite like the rush you 
get skating 15 miles per hour with head- 
phones on, music blaring. It’s as addictive 
as caffeine or other unnamed substances 
— some would say that it even beats a ski 
run over fresh powder. If nothing else, the 
thrill lasts longer and it’s cheaper: the 
price of three pairs of Doc Martens 
(skates and protective gear) as opposed to

eight (skis, boots, poles, bindings). 

But if you can resist the addictive pull 
of the sport, if the recent improvements 
in safety and technology don’t impress 
you, then surely the social aspects of 
skating will convince you to strap on a 
pair. “It’s easier to meet people on skates 
than it is on a bicycle,” says Poole. “You 
can just kind of hang out on skates.” And 
in-line skating groups as diverse as the 
ICB and Team LIK (skating for gays and 
lesbians) make it even easier to meet that 
special skating someone. 

Of course, there’s always the danger of 
running into gearheads who obsess over 
differing grades of asphalt the way com- 
puter geeks drool over Pentium proces- 
sors, but that’s the chance you take. It 
can’t be any worse than trying to meet 
someone in a bar. And Poole offers a hint 
about road surfaces: (not that he’s the 
type to spend time thinking about this), 
but the best skating surface is “the really 
smooth glossy stuff with the flecks of 
glass in it. Nobody likes cobblestones.” 

So what are you waiting for? Get out 
there and skate. With all the places to go 
and people to meet, you can’t go wrong. 
Just don’t call it rollerblading. Q

‘ve just broken free of the mixed 
hardwood forest that grows on 
Cadillac Mountain, the highest 
peak in Maine’s Acadia National 
Park. Loping along bare granite 
shelves and ledges, I start to dissolve the 
distance between myself and the summit. 
After about a mile of easy hiking in the 
sunshine, | take a short side trail through 
| lush blueberry bushes to an overlook, 
| where I toss off my pack and settle down 
| on the warm, glacier-polished rock. 
From here on the flanks of Cadillac — 
| named after a French explorer (the luxu- 
ry sedan was named after him, too) — | 
| look down to where the cool northern 
| forest meets the cold, dark sea. This is an 
| island, named Mount Desert by another 
Frenchman, Samuel de Champlain. 
Somewhere below, not far from the edge 
of the surf, is my tent site, where I start- 
ed my hike a couple of hours ago. Shel- 
tered under tall white pines in a gorgeous 
campground operated by the Park Ser- 
vice, the secluded tent will be my base of 
operations for the next several days. 

As | lie in the sun, I watch white sails 
drift against the deep blue backdrop of 
| Frenchman Bay. To the south, the Cran- 
| berry Islands seem almost close enough 
| to touch. To the west are hundreds — 
perhaps thousands — of other isles, like 
the ships of a mighty armada lying at an- 
chor. And behind me, hidden from view 
by the mountain’s bald summit, lies the 
| vast interior of Maine and the rest of 
| northern New England — millions of 
| acres of forests, mountains, and streams. 
A camper’s paradise. 
| As an outdoors writer and photogra- 
| pher, I travel the continent in search of 
wildness. This quest takes me to the high- 
est peaks of the Rockies, the great deserts 
of the Southwest, the vast canoe country 
of Canada, and the immense wilderness 
of Alaska and the Yukon. But no matter 
how far I roam, New England beckons. 

Though this region is small (just 
one-third the size of California), it of- 
fers unsurpassed natural beauty and a 
wider array of outdoor adventure op- 
portunities than any other part of the 
country. Whether it’s fly fishing or 
whitewater rafting, backpacking or ca- 
noe camping, sea kayaking or rock 
climbing or bicycling down a country 
lane, New England is perhaps the na- 
tion’s premier outdoor playground. 

That’s because contrast is the motif of 
the New England environment. The re- 
gion sits at a unique crossroads of 
mountain and ocean, of boreal and tem- 
perate climates, of civilization and 
wilderness. Here, you are never far from 
tide pools or rocky mountain summits, 
| from the cultural amenities of Yankee 
villages or the deep silence of the big 
woods. In New England, the fragrance 
of balsam fir blends with the salty tang 
of the sea. And not only does New Eng- 
land have a rich palette of landscapes, it 
| has four well-defined seasons as well. 
But merely describing the region’s

physical features doesn’t adequately cap- 
ture the experience. New England camp- 
ing is sharing a crackling campfire with 
friends beneath the brightest stars you've 
ever seen. It’s the rushing sound of a 
wild river; it’s the snug shelter of a tent 
in a thunderstorm. 

Most of all, it’s a chance to get in touch 
with yourself, to remember who you really 
are. With no schedules or demands except 
self-imposed ones, camping offers a chance 
to feel calm, unhurried, and self-reliant. In 
the wilderness, you can put distance be- 
tween yourself and the crowds, pressures, 
and hassles of everyday life. Camping is a 
chance to feel free. And it really doesn’t get 
any better than right here. 

One night on the Allagash Wilderness 
Waterway in Maine, after the dinner 
dishes were put away and the fire banked 
for the night, we skimmed for miles 
across Loon Lake in canoes. The setting 
sun turned the black waters to gold, and 
coyotes serenaded us as the light left the 
northern sky. That night as | lay warm in 
my sleeping bag beneath a tall stand of 
white pine, cedar, and balsam fir, the 
mysterious Northern Lights — the souls 
of dead warriors, according to some Na- 
tive American traditions — danced in the 
heavens. It’s times like these that show 
why there’s no place like New England. 

And as I write these words, one last 
scene comes to mind. I was camped at 
the Wadleigh Stream shelter on the 
Appalachian Trail, deep in the section 
of Maine woods known as the 100 
Mile Wilderness. That night, bundled 
up in my sleeping bag as rain 
drummed on the tin roof of the lean- 
to, | poured a steaming mug of cocoa 
and read the shelter register — the 
testimony of others who had passed 
this way. As my headlamp cut the 
darkness, I scanned these lines: 

“I’m just lovin’ this wilderness. The 
loons have taken my soul. I will never 
forget this time, place, or all the friends 
and folks I’ve met along the way.” 

That’s why I camp, I thought. I 
snapped off the light and fell fast asleep. O 
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The rewards of making it (0 the top.
